INTBODUCTIOK. 

Thi policy of non-ioterferenoe which waa introduced by Lord Corawallu 
ab the beginning of the nineteenth oentory left the States of Central India 
and Rajputana a prey to the Pindari feeebootera, who gained in strength as 
the Mahratta power decayed. They soon ventured to extend their depredar 
tioDS into British territory. No line of defence and no disposition of troops 
could protect the country from their inooraions under the system of warfare 
which they pursued, and Government was therefore led to form a general 
syatem of political alliances for the entire suppression of the Pindaria. The 
Treaty of 1817 with Sindhia removed the restriction which had been placed 
upon the formation of alliances between the British Government and the Raj¬ 
put States, and left Government free to enter on new relations with them. 
The object of the treaties to be formed with them was the establishmemt of 
a barrier against the predatory syatem, and against the extension of the power 
of Sindhia or Holkar beyond tbe limits which Government designed to impose 




garb; and the relaiions of Government with the more distant States of Jaisal- 
mir and Bikanir were improved, but were on a lees intimate footing. 

There are nineteen States in Bajpatana, all being Rajput, except Bhart- 
por and Dholpur, which are Jat and Tonb, which is Muhammadan. The 
Bajputana States (including the Tliaturate of Lawa) pay the following

Tbe tribote under Article 6 of tbe Treaty 
dated 6th Januaipr 1818, was origioally 
Be. 1,08,000, but m oonsideratioo of the 
ceaaion to Governmtrnt of the rif;hta of 
Jodhpur to the Fort and l>i»triet of 
Umarkot, a remieaion of Ri. 10.000 wae 
eaoctioned by GoTemmeot on the 17th 
Jose 1647. 

Tbia ia oompoeed of tbe tribute payable under 
ArticleSof tbe Treaty,datedlOth February 
1818, ae ebautb of Boodi and other plaeec, 
namely, Re. 40,000 and lU. 80,000, being 
two^thirdi share of ICeeborai Paten under 
Article lof Treaty dated 2dth Norember 
1847, aerigned by Siudbia. Tbe two 
items have been amalgamated by the 
orders of the GoTemment, dated the lOtb 
June 1864, 

The tribute payable under Article 7 of the 
Treaty, dated 25th December 1817, waa 
Ba 2,89,730. A ramiesion of Ba. 25,000 
was aaocUoned by Sanad dated ^th 
September 1819; end ou tbe fonnatios of 
the State of Jhedawar. a further reduotion 
of Rs. 60,000 was graoted ander Artioie 4 
of the Treaty, dst^ 10th ^pril 1838. 
Tribute payable under Artioie 11 of Treaty* 
dated 8tn April 1838. The State of Jhal* 
awar waa formed by tbe diemember- 
ment of Kota, whose tribute to Oomu- 
meat waa reduced to the extent abore 
nncDtioned under Trca^ dated lObh April 
1838. 

Tbe tribute originally payable under Article 
8 of the Tmty, dated 11th September 
18^, WM Salim Shahi Ra. 15,O00, or 
Gorenunent Be. 13,762*^0. Tbe Chief 
having rendered meritoriouaerrice during 
the mutiDiea, a remission of half bii 
tribute waa aanctioned by the Ooveroment 
of India on the 18lh December 1857. 

The tribute ie pedd on aeoeunt of Pargeua 
of Fhulia under the Sauad dated 27tn 
, June 1848.

k oostribntion of Re. 60.000 a jear ated to 
be levied from the State for the expeneee 
of tbe Mewar Bhil Corpe. Tbe eom wii« 
realized from the rereonee doe to the 
Mahatauaoo aoooant of hie ebare of the 
rillagee of Mewar^Merwara wbieh are 
under British meoegoment. Difficnltiee 
herinj^, however, been ezperieaoed in 
adjueting the aeeounta of the contribution 
with tbe Suate, it wee resolved in 1881 
that in future the reveDoes of Mewar* 
Merwora should be taken in foil die* 
ebai^ of the oontribution, and it woe 
fnrthtf stipulated that shonld the reeeipts 
from the villagee at any time exceed 
Bs. 66,000, the aorplns money should be 
pud in full to tbe Udupur Darhar, to which, 
however, no aoconnts should be rendered. 

CToder Article 8 of tbe Treaty, dated 6th 
January 1816, the Jodhpur State wm 
under obligation to fumieh a ooutingent 
of 1,600 horse whenever required. This 
was commuted by Agreement dated 7th 
December 1835, to an aonnal payment of 
Rs. 1,16,000 towards the coet of tbe 
Jodhpur Legion which was then raised. 
The Jodhpur Legion mutinied in 1857, 
and its plaoe is now supplied by the 
Erinpura Irregular Force. 

Under Article 6 of the Treaty, dated 10th 
April 1838, the Eota State was required 
to maintain an auxiliary force, com¬ 
manded and paid by British offioers, at 
a cost of not more than 8 lakhs per 
annum. In consequence of repeated re- 
monstrancee, tbe coatribation was reduced 
to Ba. 8 lakhs in 1844, The first auxi« 
Uary force was known as tbe Kota Con¬ 
tingent, bat it mutinied in 1857, and 
is now represented by tbe Deoii Irre¬ 
gular Force.

Coarts of Vakils, with definite rules for their g^uidance, have been estab¬ 
lished at Mount Abu, Udaipur, Jaipur, Jodhpur aud Deoli, with the special 
object of securiog justice to travellers aud others who suffer injury in terri¬ 
tories beyond the jurisdiction of their own Chiefs, and to decide on offences 
against person and property which cannot bo dealt with by any one State.

Tbe Coart of YakiU at Abu^ compoead of tbeyakilfl atteodaat on the Ag^nt 
to the GoTemor-Oeoeral is an appellate court, superior to those at the seyeral 
Agencies. The decision of the Agent to the Governor-General on appeals is 
final. 

The Courts of Vakils at Udaipur, Jaipur, Jodhpur and Deoli are under 
the guidance respectively of the Political OflBoers of Mewar, Jaipur, AEarnrar 
and Harnoti. These Conrts are oompoeed of vakils from the neighbouring 
States, and are subordinate to the upper court of the Agent to the OoTernor- 
General. 

Kales have been drawn up for the settlement of boundary disputes be¬ 
tween the various States of Rajputana, between the States of Rajputana, those 
of Central India, and between the Rajputana States and States in the 
Punjab, 

T)ie Mayo College for the education of the young priuces and nobles of 
Rajputana has been established at Ajmir. The Cbiefs of Rajputana subscribed 
liberally towards its eodowmeut, aod a contribution of seven lakhs of rupees 
has also been given by the Government of India. 
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I— THE MEWAR AGENCY. * 

(1). UDAIPUR (MEWAR). 

The Udaipar family is the highest in rauh aod dignity among the Rajput 
Chiefs of India. The ruling Chief is considered by Hindus to be the repre¬ 
sentative of Rama, the ancient King of Ajodhya, by one of whose descendants, 
Kannk Sen, the present family was founded abont a.d. H4. The States of 
Dungarpur, Banswara, Partabgarh, and Sirohi, are offshoots from it. The 
Bhousia family and SiTaji, the founder of tbs Idahratta power, were also des¬ 
cended fi'om the House of Udaipur. No State in India made a more noble 
and a more desperate resistance to the Muhammadans. It is the boast of the 
family that they never gave a daughter in marriage to any of the Muham¬ 
madan Emperors ; and for many years they ceased to intermarry with the other 
Rajput families who had formed such alliances. 

Rana Amara or Amar Singh II, who succeeded to the State in a.d. 1700, 
formed an alliance with the Rajas of Jaipur and Jodhpur for mutual protec¬ 
tion against the Muhammadans. It was one of the conditions of this tnpar* 
tite alliance that these Chiefs should regain the privilege of marriage with the 
Udaipur family, with the proviso that the sons of the Udaipur princesses should 
aucoeedt in preference to children by other wives. The quarrels to which this 
stipulation gave rise led to the conquest of the country by the Mabrattas, at 
whose bands Udaipur suffered more cruel devastations than it had ever been 
subjected to by the Muhammadans. Ran.! Amara was succeeded in 1716 by 
Sangratn Singh II, who was followed in 1734 by Jagab Singh II. On the 
departure of Nadir Shah, the Feshwa, having received from Muhammad Shah 
the cession of the ehanth or fourth part of the revenues of the empire, 
demanded this tribute from Udaipur in common with the other States which 
had been tributary to the Emperor; and in 17S6 Baji Rao Pesbwa concluded 
a Treaty with Jagat Singh II, by which the Rana agreed to pay annually 
Rnpees 1,60,000 on aocouut of ohauth. 

Jai Singh, the Chief of Jaipur, had married a daughter of Sangram 
Singh II of Udaipur, having at the time a son, Isri Singh, whom, with the

rao of Kota married a niece of the Mnbarana of Udaipor. and an agreement waa signed by him 
and hia aon, according to which the latter wu to aucoeed to the Kota State, but on bis daadi his 
children were to be set aside in favour of cbe children of the Jdabaraim's niece. The Agent to the 
OovemoT'Oenetal refused U> recognise the egieement. 
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Tiew of defeating the condition with Ddaipor regarding the sucodeeionj he had 
married to a daughter of the Eawat of Salambar, the most powerful of the 
Udaipur feudatories and the hereditary leader of the Udaipur forces. On the 
death of Jai Singh the power in Jmpur was assumed by Isri Singh. But the 
claims of Madho Singh, the son of the Udaipur princess, were supported by the 
Mabarana, who called in the aid of Malbar Bao Holkar and agreed to pay 
him 80 lakhs of rupees on eondition of bis dep<»ing Isri Singh. In part pay¬ 
ment of this sum the Maharaoa made over to Holkar the district of Bampura. 
The loss of Rampura, however, was the least of the evils which followed. It 
became thereafter the custom, for the redress of any real or supposed wrong, 
to nail in the aid of the Mshrattas, who thus obtained a firm footing in Me- 
war and became the referees in all disputes and the virtual rulers of the 
country. 

On the withdrawal of British infiaence from Bajputaua in 1806 under 
the policy of non-interference which had been introduced by Lord Cornwallis, 
Udaipnr was laid waste by the armies of Sindhia, Hollcar, aud Amir Khan, 
and by many hordes of Pindari plunderers. To such distress was the Moha- 
rana reduced that he was dependent on the bounty of Zalim Singh, the Regent 
of Kota, who gave him an allowance of Rupees 1,000 a month, and was ex¬ 
posed to the insults of his own feudatories, the more powerful of whom had 
retired to their forts and were bent only on their own preservatioo. 

In this state of degradation Mabarana Bhim Singh was found in 18)7 
when the British Government entered on its general scheme of allianoea for 
the suppression of the Findaris. Bhim Singh had succeeded to power in 1776| 
and between Jagat Singh II and him there had been the following sacoassions : 
Fartab Singh II in 175Silj Raj Singh II in 1755 ; Rana Arsi in 1762, whose 
insolent behaviour led to the estrangement of his nobles from him aod the 
seizure of the districts of Jawad, Jiran, Nimaeh, and Morwar by Sindhia, of 
Nimbhera by Holkar, and of Qodwar by Jodhpur; and Hamir in 1772, from 
whom Sindhia wrested the districts of Batangarh, Kheri, aod Singuuli, while 
Holkar seized the districts of Jath, Bichor, and Nadomai. 

By the Treaty concluded in 1818 (No. I) the British Government agreed 
to protect the territory of Udaipur, and to use its best exertions for the resto¬ 
ration of the territories Udaipur had lost wheu this could he done with pro¬ 
priety; the Maharaua on his part acknowledged the British supremacy and 
agreed to abstain from political correspondence, to submit disputes to the ar¬ 
bitration of the British Government, and to pay oue-fourlh of the reveaues as

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tribute for five years, and thereafter three^eighths in perpetuity. The object 
of the 7th Article of the Treaty, regarding the restitution to Udaipur of cer> 
tain tracts churned by the Darbar, was to leave to the British Government the 
right of acting on those oliiims as might be deemed just and expedient. This 
clause, however, has furnished the Udaipur State with a never^failing cause of 
complaint, particularly with I’espect to the district of Nimbhera. This district, 
having been guaranteed to Amir Khan, oould not be restored. During the 
mutinies of 1867, Captain Showers, the Political Agent of Mewar, unautho* 
risedly allowed the troops of Udaipur to oocupy it, but after the return of peace 
the Maharana was compelled by the British Government to restore it to the 
Nawab of Tonk, and to account for the revenues during the time of bis 
occupation. 

The district of Merwam, which was inhabited by predatory tribes, was 
subdued between 1819 and 18^1 by a British force nominally aided by 
Mewar and Murvvar troops.* Both these States put forward claims to share 
in the conquered teriitory. Ultimately the district was divided into three 
unequal portions—four pargaoas, Beawar, Jak~Shamgarh, Bahar^Barkokra, 
and Bhttilan, going to the British Government; tbi'se, Todgarhy Biwair, 
UiH Saroti, to Udaipur; and the remaining two, Ckang and Kot^Kirana,to 
Jodhpur. The British parganas are now comprised in the British portion of the 
district of Ajmir-Merwara. This division appears to have been quite informal, 
and the names of the parganas assigned to each party are not given in the official 
eorrespoudeoce connected with the partition, nor are they recited in the treaties; 
but the distribution effected has been recognised ever since. In 1823 a formal 
settlement of minor claims was made, according to which the villages of Buli, 
Kukara and Saroth were awarded to Mewar, while nine villages were held 
in trust by the British Government, to be eventually handed over to Mewar 
as a reward for steadfast adbeeion to British interests. In 1887 half the net re¬ 
venues of these villages were assigned to Udaipur as a special mark of favour.^' 

The triple government at first established on the subjugation of Merwara 
proved ineffective. Accordingly, with a view to the pacification and improvement 
of the country, it was taken under British administration, and a local corps 
was raised to which Udaipur and Jodhpur were each to contribate annually 
Chiton Rupees 15,000 (Government Rupees 12,000). Although the Ma¬ 
harana of Udaipur acquiesced in the arrangement and transferred bis vil¬ 
lages to the British Government for ten years, he appears to have executed

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bo formal engagerooQt. He was required to pay oothin^ towards tlie ex¬ 
penses of mana^ment beyood bis oontiHbutioD of Cbitori Rupees 15,000 to 
the local corps. Tbe arran^ment expired in 1833, when the Mabarana, 
having* profited largely by it, willingly made a new Engagement (No. II) 
for eight years, and agreed to raise bis contribution to Chiton Ropecs 20,000 
(Govemraeot Rupees 16,000). This treaty expired on the Slat Way JSil. 
It waa not renewed, but the Waharana expressed his readiness to allow tbe 
district to remain under British management so long as it might suit tbe 
convenience of the British Government. 

Much was done towards tbe civilisation of tbe Mers (Mhairs) by tbe 
British Government, and in 1847 an effort was made to procure the perpe- 
tnal cession of the Mewar and Jodhpur shares. The Maharana agreed to a 
permanent transfer of his villages, on condition of his receiving iu farm the 
districts of Jawad, Jiran, Nimach, &c., which had been assigned to tbe 
British Government by Sbdhia for payment of tbe Gwalior Contingent, 
and to the restoration of which the Maharana conceived he bad a right 
under the 7th Article of the Treaty of 1818. The Mabarana's Government, 
however, was so inefficient and oppressive that it was considered objec¬ 
tionable to put additional districts under bis control. In this unsatisfac¬ 
tory state the British occupation of Merwara remained for znaDj years. 
In 1872 and 1874 claims to a readjustment were put forward by Udaipur; 
but it was resolved not to change tbe existing arrangements. In ISHl 
when the accounts for the management of the District, showing a debit 
balance of upwards of Rupees 76,000 against Udaipur, were submitted to tbe 
Darbar, Maharana Sajjan Singh took the opportunity to press his claim to 
be put in possession of the Mewar villages. Tlie British Government, with 
the view of removing difficulties c*on7ievted with tbe adjustment of aoooonts, 
proposed to accept in future tbe revenues of Mewar-Merwara in foil dis¬ 
charge of tbe Udaipur Statens contributions towards tlie coat of the administra¬ 
tion of that tract, the expenses of tbe Mewar Bhil Corps (an account of which 
is given below) and of the Merwara Battalion, and further agreed that no 
demand should be made on the Darbar for arrears of payments. His High- 
ness demurred to theee arrangements, being apprehensive that his sovereign 
rights over Mewar-Merwara would be impaired in the eyes of liis subjects by the 
discontinuanee of the old system of acconnts, and that his State would pecu¬ 
niarily be a loser if tbe current revenue settlement of tbe District were revised. 
His Highness suggested as an alternative plan that territorial exchanges 
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fihonid he arranged between the Maharaja Sindhia and himself, by which 
certain Tillages poaaesaed by the Gwalior Darbar in the neighbourhood of 
Nimaoh would, in exchange for villages of equivalent value in British territory, 
be transferred to XJdupur, in oousideratioo for which arrangpement he was willing 
to cede Mewar-Merwara to the British Government in fall sovereignty. 

This plan of territorial exchangee was not feasible at the time, and it was 
finally raeolvcd to abide by the arrangements proposed in 1881. His Highness 
was at the same time given a distinct and definite assurance [Kharita dated 16th 
October 1883 (Ko. HI)] that his rights of sovereignty over Mewar-Merwara 
were in nowise prejudiced thereby. It was further stipulated that should 
the receipts from the District at any time exceed Rupees 66,000, which 
sum represents the contributions payable by Udaipur for the administration 
of Mewar-iVferwara and the expenses of the two local corps, the surplus 
money should be paid in full to the Udaipur Darbar j and that the Resident, 
Mewar, sbonld annually intimate to His Highness the Maharana, in a kharita, 
the aggregate revenue derived from the District during the preceding twelve 
months. His Highness signified his assent to these arrangements in a Kharita 
addressed to His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General under diifie 
latb November 1883 (No. IV). 

The hill districts of Udaipur to the south and south-west are inhabited 
by wild and restless tribes of Bhils aud Girasias, under Rajput Chiefs 
owing a nominal allegiance to Udaipur, holding rights of property in the 
land over which the Maharana has no power, and levying blackmail on 
neighbouring villages and a tax on the passage of goods and travellers, for 
whose safety they are considered responsible. Various injodioious attempts 
to interfere with the prescriptive rights of these tribes drove them to revolt, 
and necessitated the employment of British troops for their coercion. It was 
found that without the constant supervision of British officers permanent 
peace could not be restored. Accordingly, it was proposed in 1838 to raise 
a Bhil Corps to be stationed iu these districts. The Maharana of Udaipur 
offered to contribute towards the expenses of the corps the revennes of his 
share of Merwara, estimated at Rupees 45,000, and the Girasia tributes, 
estimated at Rupees 40,00ll, aud to make over the district for ten years to 
British management. The corps was raised in 1841 at a cost of Rupees 
1,20,000 a year, of which Udaipur agreed to pay Rupees 60,000, but 
the civil control of the districts was left with the Maharana. Since the 
formation of the corps the outbreaks of the Bhils have been suppressed; 
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but there has been a constaot straggle between the native goyerninent seeking 
to oppress tbe Bbils and the Superintendent of Kberwara to protect them. 
In 1661 the cost of the corps was reduced to about Bnpeea 98,000 a year. 

Captain Tod was the £rst Political Agent appointed to Udaipur. As tbe 
country was utterly disorganised, decided interference was necessary to restore 
the State to prosperity, and to enable it to perform with effect the etipnlations 
of the Treaty of 1818 with the British Government. Captain Tod was therefore 
directed to take the whole control of affairs into his own handa The resalt 
was that the net revenues which in 1819 were only Rupees 4,41,218, anaoooted 
in 1821 to Rupees 8,77,634. Towards 1821, however, this minute interfereoee 
was gradually withdrawn. The consequence was that within two years the 
State was involved in debt, the British tribute remained unpaid, with arrears 
amounting to Rupees 7,90,747, and the incoming revenues of tbe State were 
anticipated. It became necessary again to place the State under the super¬ 
intendence of the Political Agent. The Mabarana was given an allowance 
of Rupees 1,000 a day, and certain districts were reserved for the regular paj> 
ment of the tribute and the liquidation of arrears. Tbe dependent state to 
which the Maharana was reduced, although the result of his own improvidence, 
was only authorised as a temporary measure, inasmuch as it paralyzed all 
spontaneous and individual action within the State. In 1826, therefore, tbe 
authority of tbe Maharana was re«estabU8hed, and the interference of the 
Political Agent was withdrawn. Within a few months extravagance and 
oppression became as rife as they had ever been before, and the roads became 
idinost impassable to single travellers. 

Maharana Bbim Singh died in 1828 and was succeeded by his son Jawan 
Singh, who gave himself up to debauchery and vice. Within a few years 
the tribute again fell heavily into arrears, the State was overwhelmed with debt, 
and there was an annual deficit of two lakhs of rupees. Accordingly in 1838 tlte 
Court of Directors ordered that if the Maharana should fail in his engage¬ 
ments to liquidate the arrears, a territorial or other sufficient security should be 
required. 

In August of the same year Jawan Singh died without issne, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by his adopted son Sardar Singh. He received an inheritance of debt 
amountingtoRapeesl9,67,S00 of which nearly eight lakhs were on account of 
tribute. Sardar Singh was very unpopular with his Chiefs, aud in 1841 he 
proposed, with a view to strengthen his authority, to subsidize a regiment of 
infantry to be stotioned at bis capital; but the proposal was not accepted* 
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He died in and was succeeded by his younger brother^ SampSiQgh> 
whom he had adopted. 

The financial embarrassments in which the Udaipur State was involred bad 
led to repeated applications for a reduction in the amount of tributej which, in 
1826, bad been fixed at three lakhs of Udaipur Rupees. In June 1846 it 
was reduced to two lakhs of Government Rupees by a kbarita to the Chief 
dated 25th Jane 1846. 

Sarup Singh died on I7th November 1861, and was succeeded by his 
nephew and sdopted son Sambhu Singh, to whom the privilege of adoption 
was guaranteed (No. V) in the following year. The administration was con* 
ducted during his minority by a Regency Council with the aid of the advioe 
of the Political Agent The members were, as usual in such cases, appointed 
by Government, but it became necessary to dismiss three of them for miscon> 
duct, and in consequence of the gross perversion of justice by the Counoil it was 
decided to ooufer judicial and revenue powers on the Political Agent daring 
the minority of the Maharana. 

One of the members of the Regency Council, Mehta Ajit Singh, who bad 
been guilty of great atrocities in the name of justice, was proecribed as an outlaw 
by the British Government. He surrendered in 1870 on the promise that bis 
life should be spared, and the case having been voluntarily plaoed in the bands 
of the British Government by the Mewar Darbar, he was sentenced to a term 
of imprisonment sufficient to mark the determination of Government to visit 
with serious displeasure any ^ikui-judicial acts of cruelty by whomsoever com* 
mitted. He was further declared incapable of serving the State in any capa> 
city. The Rno of Kotaria, a feudatory of Mewar who bad afforded shelter to 
Mehta Ajit Singh, died before any steps could be taken to mark the displeasure 
of Government with bvs conduct. 

Maharana Sambhn Singh was entrusted tritb the management of his 
State in November 1865, and in 1866 agreed to cede lands onconditionally for 
railway purposes, but no formal agreement was concluded with him. In 1869 
a Treatv (No. VI} was concluded with the Udaipur State, providing for the 
mutual extradition of persons charged with certain specified offences of a 
heinous nature. The Maharana's liberality during the distress which prevailed 
in Rajputana in 1869 met with the cordial approval of Government. 

Maharana Sambhu Singh, who bad been created a Knight Grand Com* 
mander of the Order of the Star of India, died on tho 7tb October 1874, aged 
twenty-seven. Sajjan Singh, his first cousin, f^ed about fifteen years, 
was selected as bis successor, and the choice was confirmed by the British 
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Government, a Council of Regency being appointed to carry on the admioistra* 
lion duringhia minority aided by the advice of the Political Agent. Objections 
to the eucceesioQ were, however, raised by his uncle, Sohan Singh. In spite of 
repeated warnings Soban Singh refused to tender bis allegiance to the Maba- 
rana, and as he continued to set his authority at defiance, a small force of 
Udaipur troops, aided by a detachment of the Mewar Bhil Corps, was sent 
to reduce bis fort of Bagor. Sohan Singh surrendered without firings shot 
and was removed as a State Prisoner to Benares. He was, however, allowed 
to return to Udaipnr on certain oonditione in 1S80. 

In 1879 an Agreement (No. VIl ) was concluded with the State, provid¬ 
ing for the suppression of the manufacture of salt in Mewar and for the aboli¬ 
tion of the levy of all transit duty on it. In lieu of the stipulation in the sixth 
Article of the Agreement, which allowed the Mewar Darbar to purchase 
1:^5,000 British Indian maunds of salt at half the full rate of duty, it baa 
since been arranged (letter dated 14th June 1879) that a yearly payment of 
Rupees 1,56,260 be made to the Darbar on the understanding that the British 
Government levy full duty upon the 125,000 maunds of salt which the Dar¬ 
bar is allowed to purchase under that Article. The money is paid to the Dar¬ 
bar from the Ajmir Treasury on the Ist October in each year. Tlie above 
arrangement ie to continue so long as the British Government are satisfied 
that at least 125,000 maunds of salt paying British duty are annually pur¬ 
chased for the consumption of the people of Mewar. The Darbar on its part, 
with the view of benefiting its sabjects, agreed (in 1880) to abolish the duties 
hitherto levied on many commodities, and retwned them only on opium, clothj 
cotton, tobacco, gur, iron, mahua (mhowa) and timber, ganja, and silk cloth. 
(Gazette Notification, dated 6th March, 1880). On the 22Dd February 1887, 
in oommemoratioQ of Her Majesty the Queen's Jubilee, the Maharaua issued 
a proolamataon abolishing transit dues within his State on all articles except 
opium. (Gazette Notifioation, dated 86th March 1887.) 

His Highness Maharaja Sajjan Singh was present at the Imperial As¬ 
semblage at Delhi on the 1st January 1877, and in 1881 be was created a 
Knight Grand Commauder of the Star of India. 

On the 2drd December 1884 he died in his 26th year, leaving do issue. 
The Maharanis and Sardars unaninaousljselected for the gadi Fnteh Singh who, 
through his father's adoption, belonged to the Sheorati branch of the ruling 
family. He was then 34 years old. This selection having been accepted and 
confirmed by the Supreme Government, Fateh Singh was installed on the 4th 
March 18S5, He was invested with full powers of administration in August 
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1885, and created a Knight Grand Commander of the Star of India in Feb* 
ruary 1887. 

In 1887 the Udaipur State concluded an Agreement (No. ‘VIII) in 
modification of the Extradition Treaty of 186{1 with the British Government. 
The new Agreement provided that in the sorrender of offenders from British 
India to Udaipur the procedure for the time being in force in British India 
should be followed. 

The area of the Udaipnr State is 12,670 square miles, aud the popolatloo 
by the census of 1891 is 1,708,814, exclusive of Bhils, whose numbers are 
roughly calculated at 134,429. The gross revenue of the State in 1889 was 
about Rupees 37,50,000. The income of the greater feudatoims is about 
Rupees 7,80,000, while that of the lesser feudatories is about Rupees 3,70,000. 
The Mabarana receives a salute of 19 guns. 

The military force of Udaipur, including irr^lars, consists (1890) of 257 
guns, classed as serviceable, 1,328 artillerymen, 5,560 cavalry, aud 14,I8& 
infantry, inclusive of the feudal quotas of jagirdars. 


Feuda(orjf Chieft of Meteor, 

Ever since the connection of the British Government with Udaipnr the 
Chiefs of that State have been involved in disputes with their nobles, who en* 
joy privileges and rights which do not prevail to the same extent in aoy other 
part of Rajputana. The greater number of the Feudatory Chiefs are descendants 
of former Ranas. Of these the most important are the Chandawai Chiefs who 
are descended from Chanda, and of whom the most powerful is the Jiatoat of 
Satunhar. This Chanda, about the middle of the fourteenth century, gave up 
his claim to the succession in favour of his younger brother, Mohal, reserving 
for himself the first plaoe in the Councils of the State. The Rawat of Salum- 
bar, therefore, claims the office of chief hereditary councillor; and when the 
Treaty of 1818 was concluded, an attempt was made, but without success, to 
obtain the guarantee of the British Government to this office being held by the 
Rawat. 

Next in importance to the Chaudawat Chiefs are the Saktoioate, des« 
tended from Sakta, brother of Rana Partab, who ruled about the middle of 
the sixteenth century. 

At the date of the first Treaty with the British Government tbpse Chiefs 
had mode themselves virtually independent of the Mabarana, and one of the first

acU of the Political Agent, who was invested with full control, was to draw 
up the Agreement of May, 1818 (No. IX), between the Maharana and hie 
Chiefs, by which the latter bound themaelvea to restore all the lands they hud 
usurped or otherwise acquired daring the last 6fty years. It was at the 
same time arranged that the Thakurs should bold available for the Maharana's 
service, for three months each year, quotas of two horsemen and four foot 
soldiers for every Eupees 1,000 of their revenue. The object of the Agree¬ 
ment was to restore territorial possession to the footing on which it stood in 
the year 1766, when the min of Udaipur commenced. 

The quotas furnished under this agreement were notoriously inefficient. 
ShorUy after it was framed, in addition to service, the Maharana levied ' 
chhatund or a tax of one-sixth of their revenues j this was utilised at 6rst to 
meet the expenses of the marriage of his daughters, but afterwards for 
purposes of police. The Chiefs objected to this Ux, which was taken 
without their consent and was not devoted to the purposes for which it was 
professedly raised. In IfiS?, therefore, a new Agreement (No. X) was 
framed, the principle of which was that the Chiefs should pay the tax of 
one-sixth of their revenues and be excused half their service; that is to 
say, they should in future he bound to serve for three months in the year with 
only one horseman and two footmen for every Rupees 1,000 of revenue. This 
agreement was sanctioned by Government as the act of the Maharana and his 
Chiefs, but was not guaranteed. It was as inoperarive as the Agr«naeat of 
1818. The oppressive roeasurea of the Udaipur Government drove many 
the Chiefs into rebellion, while the Maharana on his part complained of the 
failure of bis Chiefs to perform their obligations. In 1840 a third Agreement 
(No. XI) was signed, only to be replaced by another (No. XII) five years 
later. Within two years disputes were as violent as ever, the Maharana 
complaining that the Chiefs did not perform their stipulated serviee, and the 
Chiefs alleging that service was demanded of thorn beyond the period agreed 
upon, and that their villages were attached and fines imposed on them on 
groundless and frivolous pretences. 

In 1860 the Maharana confiscated a largo portion of the estates of the 
Eawats of Salumbar and Deogarh for non-performance of their obligations, 
hut bis troops were expelled by these Chiefs, who forcibly retook possession of 
the confiscated villages. The Maharana and his Chiefs applied for the media, 
tion of the British Government, and a full enquiry took place into the causes 
of dispute, lu 1854 Sir Heury Lawrence negotiated a new Agreement 
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(No. Xni),bQt this waa signed only by the Maharana and fonr of bis principal 
Ohiefa. Its conditions were never falfilled, and eventaally Government declar¬ 
ed it to be null and void^ but guaranteed the protection of the British Govern* 
ment to the Chiefs who had signed it. Under this guarantee the Maharana was 
compelled in 1831 to restore the estates of Mehta Sher Singh which he had 
confiscated. 


(II) DUNQARPUR. 

This family is an offshoot of the Honse of Udaipnr. On the fall of the 
Mughal (Mogul) Empire, Dungarpnr, like other Rajput States, became tri* 
batary to the Mahrattas. It was at first arranged to divide the tribute of 
Rupees S5,000 levied from it between Sindhia, Holkar, and Dhar, but Dbar 
ultimately succeeded in establishing its exclusive right to the whole amount. 
This tributary claim was transferred to the British Government in return for 
its protection by the Treaty of 1818 (No. XIV) with Jaswant Singh. 

By a separate Agreement concluded in 1820 (No. XV) a sum of 
Rupees 86,000 was fixed iu lieu of all arrears, and for the first three years the 
tribute was settled progressively at Rupees 17,000, Rupees 20,000, and 
Rupees 26,000, The tribute now paid is Salim Shahi Rupees 35,000 (Govern¬ 
ment RnpeoB 27,387*8). In January 1824 the Chief agreed (No. XVl) to 
pay, in addition to the above subsidy, the sum of Rupees 8,400 a year for 
the maintenance of a local force. But this engagement was never enforced, 
and was subsequently declared to be obsolete. 

As in other States inhabited by wild bill tribes, it became necessary at an 
eariy'period of the British supremacy to employ a military force to coerce the 
Bhils, who had been excited to rebellion by some of the disaffected nobles. 
The Bhil Chiefs, however, submitted to terms in 1826 (No. XVII) before 
actual hostilities commenced. 

The Rawal, Jaswant Singh, was incapable as a ruler, and was besides 
addicted to degrading vices. For his inoompetenoy and the disturbances of 
the peace which he created he was deposed (No. XVIII) in 1826, and his 
adopted son, Dalpat Singh, grandson of Sawant Singh, Chief of Fartahgarb, 
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was made Begent. In 1844 the eneoeuion to Partabgarh devolved on Dalpat 
Singh. At this time it was under oonsideration whether it would he best to 
unite Dnng^rpur and Partabgarh in one State) or whether a fresh adoption 
should be made by the Rawal of DangarpUT) or whether Partabgarh should 
escheat to the British Government. Dalpat Singh was at last permitted to 
adopt) as bis suocessor in Dangarpar, Udai Singh) the infant son. of the 
Thakur of Sabli, and, while rnler of ParUbgarh, to eontinne to be Regent of 
.Dangarpiir dnring the boy’s minority. On this occasion Jaswant Singh made 
an attempt to reoover his authority and to adopt as his suocessor Hanwant 
Singh) son of the Thakur of Mangla; hat he was unsiiocessfu]) and the 
attempt resulted in Jaswant Singh's removal to Muttra, where ha was kept 
und» surveillance with an allowance of Rupees 1,200 a year. 

Maladministration was the necessary result of the arrangement by which 
the regency was left in the hands of Dalpat Singh) who resided at Partabgarh. 
Accordingly) in 1852, be was removed from all authority in Dungarpur, and 
the State was put under a Native Agent appointed by the British Governnaent 
to hold charge of the admiaistration during the remaining years of the minority. 

Maharawal Udai Singh, who did good service during the mutiny, attained 
his majority in 1857. In 1862 he received a Sanad similar to No. V, guar* 
anteeing to him the right of adoption. The Maharawal has agreed to give 
lands for railway purposes free of cost, to cede full jurisdiction in them short 
of sovereign rights, and to surrender all transit duties on goods passing through 
his territory. There is however no formal engagement to this effect. 

In 1869 an extradition Treaty (No. XIX) was concluded with the Dun- 
garpur State. But in 1887 an Agreement (No. XX) was framed in modifi¬ 
cation of the Treaty of 1869, providing that in the extradition of offeodera 
from British India to Dungarpur the procedure for the time being in force in 
British India should be followed. 

The area of Dungarpur is 952 square miles, with a population (1891) of 
98,448) excloding the Bhils who are estimated * at about 60,000. The gross 
revenue of the State is about ftupeea 1,45,669. No local corps or contingents 
are kept up at the expense of the State. The Chief’s military force oonsiets 
(1890) of 2 servioeable guns, 6 artillery men, 251 cavalry, and 565 infantry, 
inclusive of the feudal quotas of the jagirdars. 

The Chief is entitled to a salute of 15 guns. 


* The BbiU were not rimmerated in 1681. 
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(Ill) BANSWARA. 

Bansvara .—Battswara was origiiiaDy part of Mewar, bat became iade* 
pendent of it prior to theesfablishmentof the supremacy of the British Go7ern> 
ment, who recognised Bsnswaia as a separate power. In 1812 the Chief of 
Banswara offered to becoihe tributary to the British Government on condition 
of the expulsion of the Mahrattasj but no definite relations were formed with 
him till September 1818, when a Treaty (No. XXI) was concluded, by wbich,in 
consideration of the protection of the British Government, tbeMaharawal agreed 
to act in subordinate co*operation with the British Government, and to settle 
his affairs in accordance with its advice; to abstain from disputes and political 
correspondence with other Chiefs; to pay a tribute equal to three-eighths of his 
revenues; and to faruisb troops when required. The Maharawal, however, denied 
bis obligation to be bound by this Treaty which was negotiated by his uccredited 
Agent, and although it was declared to be binding on him, it was thought 
best—especially as the Dbar State bad in the meantime, by the Treaty of 
Badnawar, formally concluded on the 10th January 1819, ceded to the 
British Government its tribute claims on Duiigarpur and Bunswara—to con¬ 
clude a new Treaty (No. XXII), which was ratified on the ISth February 
1819. By this treaty Banswara came formally under the protection of 
the British Government. The chief modifications it involved were, that 
the Rawal was to pay to the British Government all arrears of tribute 
due to Dhar or any other State, and annually whatever tribute the British 
Government might deem adequate to cover the expense of protection, provided 
it did not exceed three-eighths of the revenues; and that the British Govern¬ 
ment was to assist in bringing under control any relatives or connections of 
the Chief, his heirs and successors, who might prove disobedient. 

The above provisions were supplemented in^lSSDbya separate Agree¬ 
ment (No. XXIII), by which the same arrangements were made in regard to 
the payment of tribute as in the case of Bungarpur. The arrears were limited 
to Rupees 8.S,000, and the tribute to the British Government, including arrears, 
was fixed for three years progressively at Rupees 17,000, Rupees 20,000, and 
Rupees 25,000. Another similar Agreement was made on the lUh February 
1823 (No. XXIV), which after reciting that the outstanding instalments on 
account of the Dhsr tribute amounted to Salim Shahi Rupees 7,000 for each of 
the years 1822, 1828, 1824, fixed the aggregate demand against Banswara for 
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1822j at Salim Sbabi Rupees 31,000; for 1823, at Salim Shahi Rupees 
32,000; for 1S24, at Salim Shahi Rupees 33,000; for 1825, at Salim Sbabi 
Rupees 34,000; and for each of the next six years, at SaHm Sbalii Rupees 
35,000. It was separately intimated the time that this aettlemeDt was 
not 6nal, and that on its termination ^'an increased tribute bearing a just 
proportion to the expected improvement of the revenues would be claimed by 
the British Government/' In 1831 a fresh arrangement was sanctiooed 
(Government letter of 13tb August 1831 to Resident, Indore); the tribate 
WAS again in arrears, and the settlement made was for five years. But the 
Maharawal failed to observe it. In 1833 be owed arrears of tribate amount- 
iug to about Salim Shahi Rupees 1,70,000 ; the country was badly govern¬ 
ed, and was impoverished. The Government of India were somewhat incliued 
to assume the administration; but the Maharawal promised amendment, 
nnd a farther arrangement for the payment of tribate and arrears was 
concluded in 1833 [Maharawal's Kharita dated 0th June 1833 (No. XXV)]. 
This provided for yearly payments decreasing from Rupees 55,000 to Rupees 
44,00U in 1848-44. Some time after this settlement the Bauswara tribate 
proper is mentioned as being confined to Rupees 35,000 a year, at which 
amount it has since stood. 

In 1824 an Engagement identical with that made with Dungarpur 
^ (No. XVI) was effected with Banswara, by which the Chief agreed to 
pay, in addition to the subsidy, the sum of Rupees 8,400 a year for the 
muntenance of a local force. The eng^emsut, however, was never enforced 
and was subsequently declared to be obsolete. 

Tlie present Maharawal, Lachhman Singh, was adopted by the previous 
Chief, Bahadur Singh, who bad been adopted by the previous ruler, Bhawaui 
Singh, sou aud successor of Umed Siogb, with whom the Treaty of 1818 
was made. The succession of Lacbhmau Singh was disputed by Man Singh, 
Thakur of Khandu, who conceived that a son of his own bad preferable claims; 
but be eventually withdrew bis opposition on receiving a remission of 
Rnpees 1,800 a year in the tribute which he paid to the Bauswara State. 
Maharawal Lachhman Singh received the right of adoption in 1862 
dttm to No. V). 

In 1866 a dispute took place between the Chief of Banswara and his feuda¬ 
tory, the Rao of Kusalgarh, relative to an alleged attack by the latter on a 
Banswara Police Station, in the course of which a Kusalgarh priaouer waa stated 
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to have been released and three men to have been killed. The Rao of Kasalgnrb 
was oalled upon to give np the released prisoner, and as he failed to comply, his 
villages in Ratlam were attached. It was subseqaently discovered that the 
whole story was a fabrication. As a panishraent for the deceit practised by 
the special direction of the Maharawal, the salute to which he was entitled 
was reduced from ^fteen to eleven guns for a period of six years from Ist 
August 1869, and be was required to pay a sum of Rupees 6,267 to the Rao 
of Kusalgarh as compensation for the loss inflicted on him by the attachment 
of bis villages. It was decided that this sum should be made good by annual 
remissious of the tribute due by Kusalgarh to Banswara, but the tribute was 
still to be tendered, so as to leave no ground for any future claim to exemption 
or independenoe on the part of Kusalgarh. The opportnnity was taken about 
this time to make a rule that Banswara should exercise no interference with 
the internal administration of affairs of Kusalgarh, and that the Rao should 
be allowed to collect bis own customs within his estate: on the other hand the 
tribute of Rupees 1,100 per annum due to Banswara from Kusalgarh was to 
be punctually paid, and all requisitions made upon the Rao by tbe represents' 
tive of British authority when they 'related to the lawful demands of Bans- 
wars were to be satisfled without demur. In addition to these measures 
a PoUdeal Assistant was deputed to Banswara lu direct subordination to the 
Political Agent, Mewar. His salary and that of bis office establishment were 
defrayed from an increase of Salim Shslii Rupees 15,000 (Government Rupees 
11,741'10) made, under Article 9 of tbe Treaty of 26th December 1818 
(No. KXII), to tbe yearly tribute levied from Banswara. Whatever balance 
remained of the increased tribute was to have been spent on works of public 
improvement. In 1884, however, it was decided that in future, as the Political 
Officer was also in charge of Partabgarh, not more than Rupees 500 a month 
of his pay, plus a fair proportion of his travelling and office expenses, should be 
charged against the Banswara tribute* 

In 1873 a serious affray took place between Banswara and Partabgarh 
relative to tbe possession of a border village. An enquiiy into the cirenm- 
stances of the case was held, and it was nscertaioed that Banswara bad oom- 
mitted an unprovoked attack on a village which indisputably belonged to 
Partabgarh, and had supported its encroachments on Partabgarh territory by 
the production- of false evidence. The Maharawal was therefore informed 
that his full salute could not be restored to him. However the full salute was 
eventually restored in February 1380. 
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In IS89, owing to the increaiing fioancial embarrassments oC the State, 
the enbanoed tribateof Salim Sbahi Rupees ] 5,000 was eonditionallj reduced 
to Qovemment Rupees 5,000 and the acoumnlated sariDgs from the »q* 
banced tribute since 1884, amounting to about Rupees 18,000, were credited 
to Gorerumeut in part payment of debt due ou account of amears of tribute. 

The Chief agreed in 1805 to give lands free of cost for railway pnrposas, 
to cede full jurisdiction in them short of sovereign rights, and to surrender all 
transit duties on goods passing througb his territory. No formal engagement 
however to this effect has been conclnded. 

An extradition Treaty (No. XXVI) was concluded with Banswara in 
1888. Bat in 1887 the Banswara State concluded an Agreement (No. XXYII) 
in modification of that Treaty with the British Government, providing that 
in the extradition of offenders from British India to Banswara, the procedure 
for the time being in force in British India should be followed. 

In 1883 a set of rules for facilitating the surrender of criminals in the 
States of Banswara and Fartabgarh received the approval of the Oovemisent 
of India. • 

The area of Banswara is 1,322 square miles; the population by the census 
of 1891 is 211,641, including the Bhile,aad the gross revenoe Rupees 2,04,110, 
of which the feudatories, thirty*tbree in number, receive Rupees 1,10,000. 
'The military force consists of 4 guns with 5 gunners, 515 cavalry, and 600 
infantry, inclusiTe of the feudal quotas of the jagirdars. 


(IV) PARTABGARH. 

The Mahaiawat of Fartabgarh is descended from a junior branch of the 
Udaipur Hoose. From the time of tbs establishment of the Mahratta power 
in Malwa the Chief of Paitabgarh paid tribute to Holkar. The first conneo. 
tion of the British Government with this State was formed in 1804 (No. 
XXYIII), the Chief then on the ysds being Sawant Singh; but this alliance 
was dissolved under the policy introduced by Lord Cornwallis of withdrawing 
from connection with the western Rajpnt States. Fartabgarh, however, was 
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again taken under protection by the Treaty of October 1818 (No. XXIX). 
Id lien of the local force of fifty horse and two hnndred foot, stipulated for in 
Article 4 of the Treaty, the Chief engaged (No. XXX) in 1823 to pay an 
annual subsidy of Rupees 12,000 till the year 1826, after which the snbsidy 
was to be doubled. But this engagement was never enforced, and in 1840 it 
was abrogated and the original obligation of the 4th Article of the Treaty of 
1818 was declared to be still operative (Government letter No. 1480, dated 
30th November 1840). 

Under the 4th Article of the Treaty of Mandsaur (Mandi8or),the British 
Government acquired a right to the tribute levied by Holkar in Partabgarb. 
In eoneideration, however, of the political iufiuence lost by Holkar under 
that Treaty it was resolved to account to him annoally for the amount of 
the tribute, which is therefore .paid to him from the British treasury. 
The present tribute is Salim Shahi Rupees 72,000 (Government Rupees 
66,88742). 

Sawant Singh died in 1844 and was succeeded by his grandson, Dalpat 
Singh. The latter bad previously qucoeeded to the State of Dnngarpur on 
the depoeition of laswaut Siugh by whom be had been adopted. On his suc¬ 
cession to Fartabgarh be relinquished Daugarpur to Udai Singh, son of 
theThakur of Sabli. In 1862 Dalpat Singh was guarauteed (see Addendum 
to No. V) the right of adoption. 

The Darbar agreed in 1866 to give lands for railway purposes free of 
cost, to cede in them full jorisdiotion short of sovereign rights, and to surrender 
all transit duties on goods passing through their territory; but no formal 
agreement was ooncladed on either point. 

Mabarawat Dalpat Singh died in 1864 and was succeeded by his son 
Udai Singh, then seventeen years of age. Udai Singh died without issue on 
the 18th February 1890. Raghuuath Singh, Mabaraj of Arnod (under 
Fartabgarh), aged 32, being the nearest surviving relative of the late Chief, 
was selected as bis snccessor, and the choice was confirmed by the British 
Oovemment. He was invested with full powers on the lOtb January 1891, 

An extradition Treaty (No. XXXI) was concluded with Partabgarb in 
1869. However in 1887 the Partabgarli State concluded an agreement 
(No. XXXII) in modification of that Treaty with the British Government, 
providing that in the extradition of offenders from British India to Partabgarb, 
the procedure for the time being in force in Britbb India should be followed. 
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In 1883 a set of rules for fsoilitating the arrest and surrender of crinoi- 
nals in the States of Banswara and Partabgarb received the approval of the 
Oovemment of India. >> 

The area of the State is 1,215 square miles; the population according to 
the census of 1891 is 87,975, exoludiog Bbils; and the reveone, after deduct* 
ing the tribute paid to the British Oovemment and al>oat two lakhe of 
rupees enjoyed by feudatories of the State, is in British money about 
Rupees 2,62,400. No local corps or contingents are maiotaitied at the expense 
of this State. The Chief receives a salute of 15 guns. 

The military force of the State amoaots to 2 guns, 13 gunners, 327 
cavalry, and 454 infantry; these numbers include the feudal quotas of the 
jagirdars.

The Mabanna of Ondeypore will not enter into any neg'ociation with 
any Cliief or State without tbe knowledge and sanction of tbe British Govern¬ 
ment; hut his usual amicable correspondence with friends and relations shall 
continue.

The Maharana of Oudeypore will not commit agressions upon any one; 
and if by aecideot a dispute arise with any one, it shall be submitted to tbe 
arbitratioD and award of tbe British Government. 

AEncLB 0. 

One-fourth of the revenues of the actual territory of Ondeypore shall be 
paid annually to the British Government as tribute for five years; and after 
that term ^ree-eighths in perpetuity. Tlie Maharana will not have any 
connection with any other power on account of tribute; and if any one 
advance claima of that nature, the British Government -engagea to reply to 
them. 
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ARTICLS 7. 

Whereas the Mafaarana repreaeota that portions of the dominions of 
Oudeypore hare fallen by improper means into the posseBsion of others, and 
solicits the restitution ol those places; the Bntish Oorerament, from a want 
of accurate information, is not able to enter into any positive euga^ement 
on this subject, bat will always keep in view the renovation of the prosperity 
of the State of Ondeypore and after sacertainiDg the nature of each case, will 
use its best exertions for the sccompliabment of that object, on every occasion 
on which it may be proper to do so. Whatever places may thus be restored to 
the State of Oadeypore, by the aid of the British Government, three-e^hths 
of their revenues sliall be paid in perpetuity to the British Government. 

Article 8. 

The troops of the State of Oadeypore shall be famished according to its 
means, at tbu requisitioD of the Bntisb.Goverumeiit. 

. Article 9. 

The Maharana of Oadeypore shall always be absolute ruler of his own 
country, attd tlie British jurwdiedon shall not be introduoed into that princi¬ 
pality. 

Article 10. 

The present Treaty of ten articles, having been concluded at Delhi, and 
signed and sealed by Mr. Charles Theophilus Metcalfe and Tbakoor Ajeet 
Sing Bahadoor, the ratifications of the same by His Bzcellency the Most 
Noble the Governor-General and MaharaoA Bheem Sing shall be mutualij 
delivered within a month from this date.

Agreement entered into by Libtttenant-Colonel Lockett, 
Agent to the Governor-General for the States of Rajpootana, 
on the part of the Honourable Company, and Mehta 
Sherb Sing Ptjrdhan, Sham Nath Purohit, and Eai 
Chircnjeb Lall, the accredited Agents of the Government 
of Oudeypore, for continuing in the possession of the British 
Government for a further period of eight years, from 
81st May 1833 to 31st May 1841, that portion of the Oudey¬ 
pore lands comprised in the tract called Mugra Mairwarra.

As tbe existing arrargement entails upon the British Govemnftent con> 
siderable expense, while it tends to the increased advantage of the State of 
Oadeypore, it is stipulated and agreed that the Durbar of Oadeypora shall 
pay to tbe British Government, in addition to the sum of Rupees 15,000 
hitherto anoually paid by them to defray the expenses of tbe Cantonment 
of Beawur, the further earn of Rupees 5,000 per annum ; or in all Rupees 
20,000, which will cover the expenses of the oolleotion of the revenues also for 
eight years longer. 

Aaticlb 8. 

Two ^footsuddies shall always remain in attendance upon Major Hall for 
the purpose of examining tbe reports of the collections from the villages in the 
Oudeypore share of Mairwarra; and they shall prepare and compare tbe ac- 
counte of collections from those villages with the Mootsuddies of tbe British 
Government.

A copy of this Agreement shall be transmitted to the Durbar of Oudey* 
pore after the sanction of the Bight Honourable the Qovemor-Qeneral shall 
have been obtained.

1 have bad under long and oareful consideration the "Kliarita ** vrhiclr 
Your Highness addressed on the 24th February 1882 to my Officiating 
Agent in Bajputana, with referenue to the district of Meyvar^MairnrarrA In 
the year 1881 a somewhat similar representation from Your Highness reoeived 
my full attention. 1 then caused my Agent in Rajputana to communicate to 
Your Highness my opinion that the tenure on which the British Government 
administers the district of Meywar-Mairwarra was a matter involving ques¬ 
tions of intricacy) and that a discussion about it did not appear to be expedient. 
At the same time 1 expressed my desire of removing, as far as possible, all 
difficulties connected with the adjustment of the accounts of Uie district. 
With this view I determined that the revenues of Meywar-Mairwarra should 
in future he accepted in full discharge of oontHbutions due from the Oudeypore 
State towards the Meywar Bhil Co^s, the Mairwarra Battalion, and the cost 
of the administration of the district itself. 1 further consent^ to forego a 
claim on Your Highness for arrears amounting to more than Rs. 76,000, on 
the understanding that in future the system of rendering accounts of the 
district to Your Highness should be discontinued as tending to give rise to un¬ 
profitable discQSsions about small matters. 

Your Highness, while cordially recognising the liberal spirit in which 
this decision bad been conceived, expressed an apprehension lest your righto of 
sovereignty over Meywar-Mairworra should be impaired in the eyes of your 
subjects by a discontinoance of the former sjstem of rendering aocounts. 
Moreover, Your Highness anticipated, in view of a revision of the current 
revenue settlement of the district, that the new arrangements might not ulti¬ 
mately prove to be profitable to the Oodeypore State. Yonr Highness there¬ 
fore suggested as an alternative plan that territorial exchanges should be 
arranged between Your Highness and the Maharaja Sindia in order to transfer 
to you certain outlying villages which are now possessed by the Gwalior Darbar, 
ana in consideration for which Your Highness would be prepared to cede 
Meywar-Mairwarra to the British Government in f.ull sovereignty. 

My friend! It will always give the greatest Ratification to the re¬ 
presentative of Her Majesty the Gueen-Bmprese in this country to meet to the 
utmost the wishes of a Chief so loyal and enlightened os Your Highness. 
But the Oareful enquiries which 1 have instituted have shown that the terri¬ 
torial exchangee indicated by Your Highness could uot at the present time he 
conveniently carried out. 1 have tbereiore reluctantly been compelled to give 
up the idea. 

It has, however, been suggesled to me that the arrangements made in the 
year 1881 would be more agreeable to Your Highness if they were rendered 
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more explicit by distinct axsiiracice that they ^rere not intended to prejudice or 
affect in any way Your Highnena^s lights o£ sovereignty over the Meywar- 
Mairwnrra District. Sucbanassuranoe I now readily give, and I trust that it 
may remove from Your Highness's mind all uneasiness in this matter. The 
revision of the oarrent settlement in the whole of Ajmero-Mairwarra has 
recently been under my consideration, and I am of opinion that in Meywar- 
Mairwarra no great enhancement of the revenue demand can be expected. 
But to provide against such a contingency, I am willing to undertake that, if 
the receipts from the district should at any time exceed Es. 66,000 per annum, 
whioh sum represents the amount of the contribuiions payable by lOur High¬ 
ness on acconitt of its admioiitratiou and of the Meywar Bbil Corps and tiie 
Mairrwarra Battalion, the surplus proceeds shall be paid overtotheOudeypore 
State. The Resident in Meywar will also be instructed to annually iufqrm 
Your Highness in a Eharita ** of the amount of the revenues of the Meywar- 
Mairwarra District daring each year as it closes. 1 need not, however, explain 
to Your Highness that this etatement will be furnished not in order to revive 
the system of rendering and examining accounts which has been found in¬ 
convenient in the past, but merely for Your Highness's perusal and iuforma- 

tioD. 

I feel assured that Your Highness will receive this statement of my views 
on an important and difficult matter in the cordial and loyal spirit which has 
always marked Your Highness's relations with the British Government.

After compliments .—1 have received, in reply to the request which I ad¬ 
dressed to Your Excellency with reference to the arrangement notified in 1881, 
atTeotingthedistriotof Meywar-Mairwarra,YoQr Excellency's kind and friendly 
Kharita, dated the 16th October 1883, in which you assure me that the wish of 
the Darbar for the exchange of the district is not conveniently at the present 
time practicable j thatthearrangemeat which has now been made is not intended 
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to interfere with or affect the soreret^ rights of the Darbar over the tract; 
that if at any time the revenae of toe dietrict shall exceed the gum of Kg. 
66,000 yearly, which sum is payaHe by the Darbar oo aocoont of management 
charges, the Meywar Bhil (^rps, and the Mairwarra Battalion, the surplus 
will M paid to the Oodeypore State; and that the Beeident in Meywar will be 
instructed to convey by Kharita at the end of each year intimation regarding 
the revenue of Meywar-Mairwarra; while with regard to myself, after allud¬ 
ing in courteous terms to my loyalty, you were good enough to say that you 
would always find much pleasure in being able to gratify my wishes. 

2. Begardiug Meywar-Mairwarra requests have for a considerable period 
been preferred, but it has been reserved for Your Excellency's administratioD 
to take the matter into consideration, and to devise an arrangement favorable 
to me so far as present circumstanoes permit. 1 have from tbe first felt 
assured of your kind and liberal feeling, and this reliance hns been further 
strengthened by the conveyance of the kind intimation tbst, in the future, 
the ^presentative of Her Majesty the Queen-Empress in this country will, 
in the matter of the achievement of my wisheS] evince tbe utmost considera¬ 
tion. For which assurance 1 have the pleasure to tender Your Exoelleuoj my 
thanks.

That any person other than a Meywar subject committing a heinous 
offence within the limits of the Meywar State, and seeking asylum in British 
territory, will be apprehended and the case investigated by su^ Court as tlse 
British Government may direct. As a general rule, such cases will be tried 
by the Court of the Political Agent in whom the political supervision of 
Meywar may be invested. 

Article 4. 

That in no case shall either Oovcnunent be bound to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence, except on requisition duly made by,' or by the 
authori^ of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall be 
cbaiged to have been committed, and also upon such evidenoe of criminality 
as, auoozding to the laws of the country in which the person accuaed shall 
be found, would justify his apprehensiou and sustain the charge if the oSeuce 
bad been there committed.

proper safeguards and conditions. Returns of the outturn of such works shall 
be furnished annually to the British Government. 

Article 2. 

His Highness the Maharana agrees to prevent the import into, and export 
from, Meywar of any salt whatever other than salt on which duty has been 
levied by the British Government and the one thousaud mauuds of salt 
mentioned in Article 6. 

Abtioli S. 

No transit duty shall be levied within the Meywnr State upon salt 
upon which duty has been levied by the British Government-. 

Article 4 . 

In consideration of the faithful and effective observance of the conditions 
specified in Articles 1 and 2 of this Agreement, the British Government 
agree to pay yearly to His Higliness the Maharana of Oodeypore the follow¬ 
ing earns in British currency 

For compensation for loes of revenue to the State, and to landholders 
caused by the suppression of the salt-works so long as all salt-works shall 
remain dosed in Meywar—Rupees two thousand and nine hundred (2,900). 
And His Highness the Maharana agrees to distribute out of the sum of 
rupees two thousand and nine hundred aforesaid, the sums allotted to the 
several jagirdars and others entitled to ooiDpensatiou iu accordance with 
Schedule A attached to this Agreement. 

For the chaises which may be incurred by His Highness the Maharana in 
preventing the re-opening of the suppressed works or the extension of any 
works hereafter opened by permission, aud in proventing the illicit export 
of salt—Rnpees ten thousand (10,000). 

Article 5. 

In consideration of the effective observance by His Highness the 
Maharana of Oodeypore of the conditions specified in Article 3 of this 
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Agreement, and having regard to the probable dimionlion of tbe Maharaim^s 
present revenue from transit duties upon salt, which ia to be anticipated 
from the levying of the British duty at the salt sources in Marwar, and 
elsewhere, the British Goremment agree to pay to His Highness the 
Maharana annuaUj the sum of rupees thirty-fire thousand (36,000). 

Abticlb 6. 

The British Government agree to permit His Highness the Maharana of 
Oodeypore to purchase aaoually from the salt-works at Pachhadra, for the 
consumption of the people of his State, at a price which ehall not exceed 
a maximum of eight annas per maund, one hundred and twenty-five thousand 
(1,26,000) British Indian maonda of salt, iu equal half-yearly instalments. 
The British duty on the salt thus purchased shall be levied at hiUf the full rate 
of duty at the time leviable at the works from which the salt is supplied. 

Provided that, in the event of any salt-works being re-opened in Meywar, 
under the Ist Article of this Agreement, the estimated yield of those works 
may, if the British Government so desire, be deducted from the quantity 
of salt allotted under this Article. 

The British Governnient also undertake to deliver annually at Pachhadra, 
for the use of His Highness the Maharana, one thousand mauuds of salt 
of good quality, free of all charges whatsoever. 

The salt mentioned in this article shall be forthwith removed into the 
Meywar State, and shall not be re-exported therefrom. 

Articlb 7. 

If any oonsiderable stocks of salt be proved to exist within the Meywar 
Slate, when this Agreement comes into force, the Maharana will, if so 
required by the British Oovemment, take possessioo of such stocks, and will 
give the owners thereof the option either of transferring the salt to the British 
Government at such equitable valuation as His Highness may fix in concur- 
rence with the Political Ageut, or of paying the said Agent such duty not 
exceeding two ruMes eight ansas per maund on such salt as the Governor- 
General in Council may fix. In the event of the owners aforesaid aooeptiog 
the latter alternative, they ehall be allowed to retain the salt on which duty 
so provided may be paid, but not otherwise. • 

Abticlb 8. 

In the event of its being proved by experience that the arrangements 
made in accordance with this Agreement by His Highness the Maliaraoa of 
Oodeypore for the safety of the British salt revenue are practically insufficient, 
or in the event of ite being proved to the full satisfactiozi of the British Gov- 
ernnient, that the quantity of salt provided for the consomption and use of 
the people of the Meywar State in Article 6 is materially insufficient, this 
Agreement will be open to revision. 
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AltTiCLB 9. 

This A^eement is to come into force from a date to be fixed hereafter 
by the Sritish Goyerament.

ExTRADmoN—1887. 

Whereas a treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was conclnded 
on the 82Dd January 1869 between the British Oorernment and the Oodeypore 
State: And whereas the procedure prescribed by the treaty for the extra¬ 
dition of offenders from Sritish India to the Oodeypore State has been found by 
experience to be less simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the 
law as to the extradition of offenders in force in British India: It is hereby 
agreed between the British Government and the Oodeypore State that the 
provisions of the treaty prescribing a procedure for the exti^ition of offenders 
shall no longer apply to cases of extradition from British India to the 
Oodeypore State, hot that the procedure prescribed by tbe law as to the extra¬ 
dition of offenders for tbe time being in force in British India shall be fol¬ 
lowed in every such case.

The Chiefs shall be formed in four divisions: each shall remain in 
attendance on the Durbar for three months, and then be dismissed to their 
hemes. Once a year a general assembly of the Chiefs shall take place. It 
shall be on the festival of Dusserah, commencing 10 days previous; and 20 
days subsequent, with the exception of the Omrahs on duty, they shall he 
permitted to retire to their homes. On urgent occasions, or when their ser¬ 
vices are required, all shall obey the summons to the Presence. 
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All fendatories (putfcaet), relations^ and lnndred*belding by Snonnd 
from tbe Dnrbar shall pmform separate service. They shall not perform with 
or remain united in the laiger fees (puttas) of others. RelatioDs and inferior 
vassals of Chiefs from whom they hold in fee to them shall their services be 
rendered.

Kattlnamah (Ageebmbnt) between tbe Mahabana of Oudby- 
poBB and his Chiefs, negociated by Captain Cobbb, Political 
Agent, Mbtwab, and submitted for sanction in April 1827. 

The Covenant between the Maharana Bbeem Singh and the Chiefs, 
Jaghiredars, &c., of Meywar, which was contracted in 1818 and received the 
sanction of the British Government, having been found iusulBoient to ivgtilate 
the relative rights and duties of the respective parties, His Highness and the 
Chiefs unanimously agree to the following additional Articles, and solicit for 
them the sanction of Government:-— 

Tbe chatoun shall he levied at the rate of one-sixtb of the actual 
produce, and shall be paid regularly iu half-yearly kists; beyond this contri¬ 
bution no claim or arbitrary fine shall be inflicted. 

8nd .—Every Sirdar accompanied by half tbe quota be is by Sunnud 
bound to produce, shall do personal service in his torn for three months in 
each year; at the expiration of bis tour he will be permitted by His Highness 
to retire to bis jaghire. 

3rd .—Foreign Beoparees, &c., &c., travelling through Meywar will give 
notice to and place themselves under tbe protection of the proprietor or local 
authorities of tbe village where they halt, who will be held responsible for their 
property; this will not extend to such persons as may encamp at a distance 
from the village withont giving notice. 

The Sirdars, &c., will take from their ryots half tbe produce as is 
done in the Khalsa; if this be objected to the ryots will pay one-third and 
Burrar as usual. 
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will settle the aocounts of our kamdars, paltails, &c., with 

justice. 

6tA ,—No village shall be sequestrated without just cause. 

7iA —If auy Chief shall offend, the punishment shall be proportioned ta 
the crime. 

All Bboom granted prior to 1722 Snmbut shall be considered valid. 

9tk. —Oboose, Rozeena, Dnstuks, &o., shall not be served on any Sirdar 
fittm the provincial kutcherries, but when requisite shall be issued by the 
Minister.

shall not extend to murderers. 


This was not signed by the contracting parties until 1830, when 
it was signed by both and countersigned by Colonel Kobiusou, Political Agent, 
as witness of its having been duly executed in his presence. 


No. XI. 

Kaulkauah or Agreememt between the MAnABAEA and his 
Chiefs, signed in presence of AIajob Kobinson, Officiating 
Political Agent in Metwah, on the 1st Pebruary 1840. 

On Bysack bud 14th, Sombut 1874, or May 1818, a Kauloamah of the 
Articles was concluded through the mediatiou of Captain Tod, bearing the 
sigoature of the Maharana and his Chiefs for the mutual benefit of the con¬ 
tracting parties. 

As in several instances the Chiefs have lost sight of the terms of that 
agreement, and their conduct has been at variance with it, the Maharana has 
agreed that a new Kaulnomab should be drawn up with the advice and con¬ 
currence of Captain Cobbe, introducing therein the clauses of the original sgre^ 
meot with such additional Articles as may be deemed beneficial both for His 
Highness and the Chiefs: that on the Duseerah festival the whole of the Chiefs 
shall assemble and the Articles of the Kaulnamah be read and explained to 
every Chief, and their signature affixed to the same, as also that of His High¬ 
ness : that the Political Agent should also he requeued by the Maharana and 
the Chiefs to sign and witness, to ensure the due observance of the terms of 
the Kaulnamah. This agreement was drawn up several years ago, but was not 
signed either by the Maharana, the Chiefs, or the Political Agent. Now, at 
the request of the Nobles and Chiefs of Meywar, His Highness the Maharana 
Sirdar Singh approves and confirms the said Kaiilnamah without making any 
additions or alterations to it, and the same has been formally executed in the 

G 
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preseoc^ of Major Robinson, Officiating Political Agent in Meywar, on Mah* 
&id 13th Snmbut, 1896, or Ist February 1840; and has been duly signed by 
the Mabarana and the Nobles and Chiefs of Meywar. 


Additional Articles for the benefit of both parties. 

1. In the 9th Article of the first Kauloamah, it is written that no Chiefs 
shall oppress or commit violence on their ryots; that all new duod, barar 
exactions, levied in times of commotion, shall cease. As they have not acted up 
to this engagement, and through their oppression many ryots have been driven 
from Meywar, it is ordained that they shall in fatore desist from snob proceed* 
ings, which will induce the ryots to re-settle and tend to the increase of the 
revenue of their pnitahs and the prosperity of the conntry. 

2. It is oastomary for every Chief to remain with his quota of troops in 
attendance on the Durbar for three months in the year. This shall continue 
in force, and no Chief shall be detained at Oudeypore bevond the stipnlated 
period of service, as by their detention the Chiefs are aobjected to additional 
expense and trouble. It is optional with the Durbar to excuse the attendance 
di any Chief; however, in doing so, the Durbar will not send for another in 
his room until the expiration of the period the Chief thus excused from doty 
was to attend. The Chiefs shall be bonnd to maintain the full number of 
followers; if they furnish a less number they will subject themselves to the 
displeasure of His Highness. 

S. The three-eighths from the revenue collections of the kfaalsa lands are 
paid by the Durbar to the British Government for the protection of Meywar 
from foreign enemies; not a fraction is taken from the jaghiredars on this 
account. The payment of the tribute as here stated is exclusively for the 
protection of the country against foreign invasion,-as the troops of the Chiefs 
are wholly inadequate for this purpose, the Chiefs participating largely in the 
benefit thus secured. In former times, a cbout was paid to the Dhukbnees, 
who were a soorce of great annoyance to the country; this evil is removed. 
The troops furnished by the Chiefs are only half the number they are bound 
to maintain, and are altogether unfit for duty; on which account the Durbar 
is obliged to issue rozeena and dustuk on the villages of the Chiefs, which 
subject them to trouble and expense. As the Durbar pays the tribute from 
the revenue of bis kbalsa possessions to the British Government, it was but 
fair for the Chiefe to have made a similar payment from the proceeds of their 
estates to the Durbar; but knowing that they can ill afford such a demand 
in oonsequenee of the hesvy exiienses they are subject to for the mainteuance of 
their relations and dependants. His Highness has thought proper to discharge 
the tribute from the revenue coUectious of the crown lands, without making 
any demands on that aoconut from the Chiefs. His Highness has now 
resolved that the service of half the troops the Chiefs are bound to furnish, 
agreeably to the rekh or rent-roll, be disoontinoed, and, in commutation of the 
above half service, a money payment, amounting to 2 annas 7 ^ pie in the Rupee, 
be made, which is to be termed ohuttoond; that from this fnnd a body of tzwps 
shall be raised for the service of the State. The Cliiefs are not to suppose 
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^at the amount to be paid by them is taken in lieu of the tribute payable to 
Oovemment, as no portion of it will be appropriated to any other purpose than 
the mwntenauce of a body of troops. The payment of the ohuttoond will not 
bear hard upon the Chiefs^ considering the performance of twelve months' 
Mrvu» with their full quota of tioope which, no doubt, is more expensive and 
troubl^ome to them. On urgent occasions, if the Durbar requires the attend¬ 
ance or the full number of troops, and detaches them on duty beyond the 
Mey war limits, a remission will be made in the amount of the ohuttoond of 
the Chiefs furoishmg such troops. 

4. His Highness the Maharana declares that he will not, without cause, 
confiscate the Tillages belonging to a Chief and bestow the same on another. 

6. As several Chiefs wilfully withhold and delay the payment of the 
ohuttoond, on which account the Durbar is compelled to seud dustuks of horse 
and foot on the estates of the Chiefs, to enforce payment of the dues of the 
ijtate, which subjects the Chiefs to a loss of hundreds of Rupees, and is by no 
meaus profitable to the Durbar, His Highness has resolved to invite agents on 
the part of the whole of the Chiefs, and in conjunction with the minister, to 
make a settlement for five years for the payment of chuttoond by two instal¬ 
ments j by domg so, there will be no occasion to seud rozeena or dustuks: that 
If any of the Chiefs fail to pay the chuttoond ten days after it has been due 
they would render themselves liable to the confiscation of their lands and 
villages to the extent of the defalcation, which shall not be i-estored to them.

Xaulnahah between Maharana Shroop Singh of Oudeypore 
and his Nobles and Ouibfs, mediated by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Robinson, dated Mah sood dooj, Sumbut 1901, or 
8th February 1846. 

Formerly an agreement was entered into between Maharana Bheem Singh 
the Meyww Chiefs in Captain Tod's time, consisting of ten Articles. 
Afterwards another Kau Inamali of five Articles was dmwu up in Captain Cobbe's 
fame, aod l^ly one was concluded between Maharana Sirdar Singh and the 
Chiefs in the presence of Colonel Robinson, and duly signed bj both parties. 
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Aa the Chiefs have failed to act ap according to the terms of the Kaulnamah, 
the Maharana, in order to the dae observaooe of the same in future, baa, in 
conjunction with the Chiefs and His Highnesa's authorities, drawn up the 
following additional Articles, and which have been mediated by Colonel 
Robinson and in his presence signed by both parties. 

1. AU the Articles of the former agreement are to continue in force. 
Every year, ten days before the Dusserah festival, a general assembly of the 
Chiefs shall take place. After the inspeotiou of their troops, the Dui^r will 
order such Chief as he pleases for three months' duty, and distinctly name the 
Chiefs and periods they are required to attend, and permit them to return to 
their homes. The troops of the Chiefs to make no excuse in the performance 
of their duties. Should they fail to attend at the appointed time, or be found 
negligent or deficient in numbers, the Chief in whose service they may be shall 
be called upon to make a money payment in lieu of troops to the Sree Durbar. 

Z. The Chiefs are to pay ohuttoond at the rate of 2 annas 7 k pie in the 
Rupee, in commutation of h^f the troops they are bound to furnish, regularly 
at stipulated periods according to the terms of the first Kaulnamah. 

8. The Chiefs are to use their best endeavours for the sappreasion of 
thefts and robberies in their respective puttahs; they are not to harbor thieves, 
outlaws, or daooits belonging to foreign jurisdictions, but to apprehend all 
such offenders who may attempt to enter their elaquas, and make them over, 
together with such plundered property as may be found in their poBsession, to 
the State whose sabjects they may be, agreeably to the course adopted with 
the concnrrence of thu Durbar by the governments of Jeypore and Jodhpore. 

4. Dorbar has agreed, at the request of the Chiefs, that, whenever 
any dispute may arise among them oonceming hoondary or other matters, a 
poD<^ayeb will assemble at the scene of dispute, consisting of four persons on 
the part of the Chiefs and one to be nominated by the Duibar. It will be 
their duty to enquire into and settie the dispute with justice and equity, and 
their decision to be binding on both parties. 

5. This agreement has been entered into with the free will and pleasure 
of both parties aud to be mutually observed. All the Chiefs shall continue to 
pay chuttoond tmd perform service with pleasure and satisfaction according to 
the Kaolnamah, and as in Maharana Juwan ^Singh's time; any instance of 
carelessness or departure from the terms of this agreement shall render the 
Chiefs liable to the displeasure of the Sree Durbar as set forth in the first 
Kaulnamah.

Xattuv amatt of 1854. 

For thirty-foar years the Mahamna and lus Chiefs have been at variance. 
The first has perpetually complained of disloyalty, the latter as often of 
tyranny. 

With no other motive than the peace of the oouotry and the happiness 
of all ranks, the variouv representatives of the Supreme Government have been 
from time to time permitted to arbitrate between the parties. 

Several Kaulnamahs have been aocordingly prepared, signed, and ag^reed 
to; yet all by each side have been continually broken. 

The Maharana's answer to the Chiefs* complaints of encroachment on 
their lands proves that be has not only encroached on their estates, but even 
established villages in them. His Highnesses treatment of Lawa also shows 
he has punished guilt with undue severity. On the other band, it is not 
denied that the Chiefs have been disobedient and many of them even rebel¬ 
lious. 

Such conduct must oease on both sides, and as it is the desire of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India that all subjects of Meywar should know that it will sopport 
the legitimate authority of the Mabarana, so long as he acts justly and to 
their satisfaction and in accordance with the counsel and advice of the Political 
Agent, the Government orders the promulgation and enforcement of the 
following " Kanlnaroah,** whidi is founded o» previous ones. 'Whoever does 
not adhere to it will be considered an offender against the British Government 
and liable to punishment; but an appeal in any dispute may be made to tbe 
Political Agent and tbe Agent, Governor-General, whose decision will be final, 
and in aocordanoe with the present Kaulnamah and with the spirit of ancient 
oostoms. 

AnrioLB 1. 

Cfauttoond at the rate of annas per Rupee of aotnal produce to be paid 
to the State of Meywar at two periods, December and June, tbrongh a banker 
or vakeel. 

If any Chief fails in doing this he must pay interest at tbe rate of 12 
per cent, per annam; after 12 months, lands to be confiscated to the exteut of 
defalcation. 

Those who neglect to give in a statemet of aotnal produce to be arbitrarily 
assessed, but no increase to be hereafter demanded. 

Saloombur does not pay chuttoond, bat performs service at tbe capital for 
12 months. 

In addition to the 2^ annas chuttoond the Chiefs are to furnish one hone 
and two foot soldiers for 3 months at home or abroad [that is within Meywar] 
in lieu of the two horse and four foot at present furnished on each Rupees 1,(J0D 
of actual prodnee. Should any extra service be required tbe Bana will pay for 
it at Rupees 16 a month for a horse and Rupees 6 for a foot soldier. Any 
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failure of semoe will be charged to the Chiefe at the same rate. All Chiefs 
with their quotas will attend at Oudeypom for 10 days before and 5 days after 
the Daiseran, to pay their respects to the Mabarana, at which period their 
turns of serrioe and their post will be allotted. On any emergency all Chie& 
on receipt of the Kana's sign-manual will attend with their quotas. 

Those bolding separate jaghires from the Ratia will pay chuttoond and 
perform serrice separately. 

Abticlb 2. 

Kaid or fees paid on Tulwar Ilunduu, i.e., investiture of fief, to he 12 annas 
per Rupee on the actual produce of one year; this will exempt the payment 
of that year's chuttoond. The Chiefs of Amait, Gog^nda, Kanore, and 
Banaira, and the Eishnawnts, are exempt from these fees, bat in lien of them 
they pay nnzzerana, which, instead of being left to the will of the Rana, is 
now fixed at Rupees 8 per cent, on the actuiu produce. 

Abticlb S. 

All sums which the Bans has paid or may yet pay in indemnifications for 
thefts and robberies proved to have occurred within their fiefs, to be repaid by 
the ('hiefa with interest at Bupees 6 per cent, for the past, and 12 per cent, 
for the futore. 

Abticlb 4, 

Thieves, dacoits, Thories, Baorees, Mogheas, and ontlaws are not to be 
harboored by the Chiefe. All participators in the proceeds of robbery, reoeivers 
of stolen go^s, or protectors of thieves, will be beld as guilty as the thieves. 
They will, with the concurrence of the Political Agent, be punished by fine or 
imprisonment. All merchants, traders, caravans, Bunjaras, and travellers 
are to be protected in passing through the territories of the Chiefs, who will 
be answerable if plundered, provide they have given notice of ^eir arrival 
and taken reasonable precautions for their own protection. Plunderers of all 
kinds are to be apprehended and made over to the Maharana. If the Chiefs 
are unable to do this they most report it to His Highness, and the Political 
A^nt conjointly with the Maharana will settle upon the responsible party. 
AH claims for thefts tra^ into Meywar villages will have to be paid by the 
villages where the tracks cease. 

Abticlb 5. 

All monies borrowed from the Maharana by the Chiefs, or on Bis High- 
ness' guarantee, to be liquidated; the former at 6 per cent., and the latter at 
9 per cent., unless a rate was fixed at the time of guarantee, in which case that 
rate must hold good. The Political Agent will fix the instalments to be paid 
in such liquidation. 

Abticlb 6. 

All Duzzerana except the following are abolished: 

On accession to the throne and on the first marriage of the Rana 
or heir-appareot; Prom the sixteen Chiefs, and two Rajahs of the first rank, 
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Rupees 500 and ooe or two hontes, as is castomarj; lesser Chiefs and others 2 
per cent, on the present actual produce; will be given to the State. 

2nd.—On the marriage of the Rana's sisters or daughters, 2i annas in 
the Rupee on the present actual produce for one year, and horses as in Raoa 
Bbeem Sing's time, will he given to the State. 

Srd,—On the Rana's proceeding on a pilgrimage, 1^ anna in the Rupee 
OQ the present actual produce of one year will he given to the State, 

Aetiglb 7. 

Arrears due by Cfaie& on account of the marriage of the present Rana’s 
sisters to be paid at the rate of 2^ annas per Rupee on tlie present actual pro¬ 
duce of one year. 

Artiolb 8, 

The Chiefs are not to levy larger sum from their ryots on occasions of in¬ 
vestiture or nuzserana thau they themselves pay the Raoa. 

Abtiglb 9. 

Many Cbie& have of late been guilty of contumacy and disloyalty, thus 
rendering themselves liable to be fined. Tbe Maharana has, however, with 
the advice of the Agent, overlooked their offences except those of the Chiefs of 
Saloombur and B^gurb. These latter forcibly resumed their confiscated 
villages, and ejected the State troops; for which they are each to he fined 
Rupees 26,000. The Maharaua has forgiven all past offences with tbe excep¬ 
tion of murder. In future all offenders shall m punished as the courts of 
justioe may decree. 

Abticlb 10. 

Bhoom lands [allodial allotments], bouses, jagbiree, villages, pieces of 
mortg^^ land, deeds, grants, charity lands, fto., to continue in tbe possessiou 
of the present holders. Those which are held by grants dating frona Bbeem 
Sing's reign, or written deeds of Captains Tod and Cobbe, will not be resumed 
without ^ood grounds, and their rights will he investigated by tbe Political 
Agent, aided, if he thinks advisable, by foar or six Chi^ who are known sot 
to be hostile to their sovereign. 

Bhoomias [or landbolders] from the Maharana are, as hitherto, to be 
responsible for we protection oi their villages, and for all losses by theft nod 
robbery. 

Artiole II. 

Ban, Biswab [transit duties], Logut [taxes], Khur Lnktir [wood and 
grass],Rewaree camels, house-tax [Kbana Shamari],ali belong to Goveru- 
ment; but those who have had the right of collecting such since Tod aod 
Cobbe's time, and who possess the necessary [Sannuda] deeds, will continue to 
collect them. 
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Articls 

All [cesses] demands in force in Captains Tod and Cobbe's time to 
continue; all others levied of late years are abolished, rts., Lagut of Dan 
[customs], 6arar [taxes], bnes, &e. Deeds [Sunnuds] of exemption by former 
Mabaranas aud by the present Maharana be respected and continue in 
force. 

Aatiolb 13. 

The orders about jails, witches [Dakamsl, Bbopas [witch-informers], 
Tyag Bhat Charun, fixed by the Goveraor-OenerU^s Agent io Rajputana and 
concan-ed in by the Maharana, are to be obeyed by all classes in Meywar. 
Prisoners are to be maintained according to their condition, but not at a less 
rate than one anna or at a greater than eight annas per for each man. 
None are to be tortnred or ill-treated. 

Abtiole 14. 

The Maharana, the Political Agent, and the Chiefs will each appoint 
three Agents of character and knowledge, and these will name a seventh 
to draw up a Code of Rules consonant to Rajwarra customs and justice, for 
the future settlement of all Criminal and Civil oases, and by which in future 
all parties must be adjudged; the Code to be approved of by the Political 
Agent. 

Abtiolb 15. 

The constituted courts will settle all cases of importance and any that 
may come before them. The Chiefs may adindicate suite of minor conse¬ 
quence between their retainers and ryote, and may imprison culprits for one 
month, though not ill-treat or torture them. An appeal in a^ case may be 
made from their decision to the Minister and from him to the Political Agent, 

Abtiolb 16. 

Soma, or sanctuary, except for murder, daooity or treason, will continue 
with those who have hitherto held it. 

Abtiolb 17. 

BhaDjguria or hereditary counoillorship was not allowed by Captain Tod, 
nor has it since been admitted. It rests on the pleasure of the Mabarana who 
in future, in matters of importance) will be guided by the advice of the Poli* 
tical Agent and that of four or five loyal and well-disposed Chiefs. 

Abtiolb 18. 

The ancient usages and privileges of Chiefs, temples, religious establish¬ 
ments, &c., to coutinue. The An ^or oath of allegiance to be observed a 
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Artiolb 19. 

No person to be seized on the plea of sorcery, witclicraft, or incantations. 
In charges of poisoning or of criminal interconrse [both cognizable bj the 
courts] the Durbar is in no way to interfere. 

Article 20. 

The Mabarana is only to levy fines tbrongh a written order of the 
Minister, in which mast be shown the reasons for levying, and the amount, 
wliieh must be in accordance with justice and moderaiiou. Tbe same role to 
prevail with the Chiefs who may levy small fines as heretofore, recording their 
scale and rate in the Agent^s Office. Dhouse Dustak (or summons) only to 
be sent by tlie Minister’s written order or by those who did so in Tod and 
Cobbers time. 


Astiolb 21. 

A British Officer or other Official will he appointed to settle all boundary 
disputes [Kankur or So^em-ka-jugi-a] present and future. Both parties to 
share the costs, unless one may be proved to have destroyed boundary marks, 
when that party will pay the whole, and be further punished as deemed 
expedient. 


Artiolb 22. 

Adoption of the next heir male by Chiefe or others is allowed, with the 
knowledge of the Maharana, and in consonance with custom and Hindce law. 
On the demise of Chiefs, their widows, with the council of respectable well- 
wishers of tbe family, may adopt. In cases of disagreement appeal to lie to 
FoliUcal Ag^t. 

Artiolb 23. 

Grants of lands or villages to Ekiungjee, Nathowara. Puncbowlee, 
Bebareedass, and Cbohee, to contiuue to the holders; all customary collections 
as Naiq or court-fees to be paid to those entitled to them, aud not to be ool- 
looted with the chuttoond. 

Artiolb 2i. 

The bouses of Chiefs in the city of Oudeypora not to be resumed or 
given to others while inhabited and kept in order, and never without a refer¬ 
ence to Political Agent. TWr gardens to be watered from the lake 
** Peechola ** free of charge 

Article 25. 

The Bana will not interfere in mortgages of bouses, lands, &o., though 
he may discourage them as much as possible. He will not take interest from 

H 
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hia troopa for advaocoa, but pay them regularly every four moutha. Nor will 
he oermit hie name to be ua^ in ahopa or in any way in trade. 

Aeticls it6. 

The Chiefs were prohibited in former Kaolnamaha from uniting or band* 
ing together. This haa not been attended to. All auoh eombinationa are now 
unneoeeaary, aa every one can, if he has a real grievance, immediately obtain 
ledreaa; and they will therefore in future subject those entering into them to 
be treated as enemies to the State. 

Artiolb 27. 

An Agent from each Chief to reeide at court, through whom business will 
be transac^d. Persons of respectability only to be deputed, and they will be 
treated according to custom ana the rank of uieir master. 

Article 28. 

All ryots [cultivators], whether of the Crown or of the Chiefs lands, can 
settle wherever they please unmolested. Any suits aguiosb them must be 
referred to the courts of law. All people, high or low, can appeal to the Poli¬ 
tical Agent. 

Aeticlb 29. 

The Crown lands being responsible for the protection of the British 
Oovernment d&ks and bonghees, the Chiefs must be equally responsible in their 
jsghires and in like manner mf^e good all losses by plunderers, 

Aeticlb 80. 

After the execution of this Kaulnaxnah, which abrogates all previous ones, 
any disputes that may arise at any time between the durbar and Chiefs, on 
points not mentioned or that may be doubtful, must be brought to notice 
within three months, for the decision of the Political Agent in Meywar aud 
the Oovernor-GeneraPs Agent in Rajpootana, whose decision will be fiuah 
Any case not submitted within the above period will be dismissed as 
groundless.

Treaty between the Honotirablb Enqush East India Com¬ 
pany and Ease Raeean MahaBa-witl Sreb Juswunt Sing, 
Eajah of Boongdeporb, bis hoirs and successors concluded 
on the part of the Honourable English East India Com¬ 
pany, by Captain J. Oattlyield, acting under the instruc¬ 
tions of Brigadier-General Sib John Malcolm, k.o.b, 
and K.L.S., &c., &o., Political Agent for the Most Noblb 
the Governor^General, and Eaeb Eaebn Maha Rawul 
Srek Juswdnt Singh, Eajah of Boongurpore, on the part 
of himself, his heirs and successors, the said Brigadieb- 
Genbral Sir J. Malcolm being inpested with full powers 
and authority from the Most Noblb Francis, Marqdis of 
Hastings, k.g., one of Hrs Britannic Majesty’s Most

Arttcle ]« 

There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance, and unity of interest between 
the British Oovernineut and Maha Rawul Sreo Juswunt Sing, Rajah of 
Boongurpore, his heirs and successors; and the friends or enemies of either of 
the contracting parties shall be the same to both. 

Abticlb i. 

The British Government eng^es to protect the principality and territory 
of Boongurpore. 

Artiolb 3. 

The Maha Rawnl, his heirs and successors, will always act in subordinate 
oo.operatioD with the British Government, and with due submission to its 
supremacy; and will not henceforth have any connection with other Chiefs or 
States. 

Article 4. 

The Maha Rawn) and his heirs and successors shall remain ah«K)]iite rulers 
of their territory and priueipaiity; and the civil and criminai jurisdiction of 
the British Government shall not be introduced therein. 

Articlb 5. 

The affairs of the principality of Boongurpore shall be settled according 
to the advice of the British Government, in which the British Government 
will nav all practicable attention to the will of the Maha Bawnl.

The Maba Bawul and his heirs and snccessors will not enter into ne^ 
eiations with any Chief or State withoat the sanotion of the British Govern¬ 
ment, but bis customary amicable correspondence with frieuds or relations 
shall continue.

The Maba Rawul, his heirs and Isnocessors will not commit aggressions 
on any one; and if any dispute accidentally arise with any one the adjust¬ 
ment of it shall be submitted to the arbitration of the British Goverumeut.

The Maha Rawul, bis heirs and ancoessors agree to pay all tribnte justly 
doe to the State of Dhar, or any other power up to the present rime, to the 
Biitish Oorernment by annual paymenU. to be rt»giilated at the discretion of 
the British Government according as the Doongurpore State recovers its 
prosperity. , 

Abtioli 8. 

The Maha Bawul, hii heirs and snccessors agree to continue the pay¬ 
ment to the British Government, in lieu of ita protection, and to defray the 
expenses it may be put to, of a tribute to be regulated by the prosperity of 
bis country but never to exceed three-eighths of the actual revenue. 

Article 10. 

The Maha Rawol, hfs heirs and successors engage to afford what military 
force they may be possessed of to the British Government upon its requisition.

The Maha Kawtil, bis heirs and successors engage to discharge all Arabs, 
MekraneeSj and Sindees; and to eutertain no soldiers but natives of the 
country. 

Abticlb 12. 

The British Government agrees not to countenance the connections of the 
Maba Rawal who may be disobedient, but to afford him aid in bringing them 
under due control. 

Article 13. 

The Maba Rawal agrees in the ninth Article of this Treaty to pay tri¬ 
bute to the British Government, nnd, for the purpose of securing the same, 
agrees to pay the said tribute to persons to be appointed to receive it upon 
the part of the British Government, and, in the event of any ^lure in the 
said payment, the Maha Rawul agrees that an agent on the part of the British 
Government be appointed to receive the tribute from the town duties of Doon- 
guipore. 
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This Treaty, consisting of thirteen Articles, has been this day concluded 
by Captain J. Caulfield, acting under the direction of Jirigadier-Oenei'al Sir 
J. Malcolm, K.o.b. and C.L.8., cto., etc., etc., on the part of tbo Honourable 
East India Company, and by Maha ^orul Sree JuswuntSing, Hajah of 
Doongnrpore, in behalf of himself, his heirs and successors. Captain Caulfield 
engages that a copy of this Treaty, ratified by the Most Noble tho Governor 
General, shall be delivered to the Maha Rawul Sree Juswunt Sing, Kajah 
of Doongurpore, within the period of two months, and on delivery of tite 
same, the present Treaty executed by Captain Caulfield, under the immediate 
direction of Brigadier-Oeneral Sir J. Malcolm, X.C.B. and K.L.S., shall be 
returned. 


The Rawul has signed and sealed this Treaty in the full possession of his 
faculties, and from his own free will and choice, as witness his hand and seal.

and I write this engagement of my own free will.

1. Vf 9 will deliver lip our botrs, arrows, and all weapons. 

Whatever plunder we may have obtained during the late disturbance 
we will make good. 

3. In future we will never commit any depredations in towns, villages or 
public roads. 

4>. We will not give refuge to any thieves, plunderers, Ora^iahs, or 
Thakoors or any enemies of the British Government in our pals (villages), 
whether they may belong to our own country or any other. 

5. We will obey the commands of the Company and appear whenever 
required. 

6. We will not take more than our just and old established dues from 
the Rawul's and Thakoor’s villages. 

7. We will never refuse to pay the yearly tribute to the Bawul of 
Doongnrpore. 

8. Should any person, subject to the Company, stop at our villages we 
will give him protection. 

Should we not act in the above manner let us be accounted oriminals 
against the British Government.

In future I eball nse my utmost exertions in bringing into order the 
trooblcsome and refractory Bbcels of my territoiy, and to prevent all com¬ 
plaints being made against them by tbe aatborities of the neighbouring States. 
Should they attempt to resist my authority, and continue to tollow^ their law¬ 
less practices, I will adopt such measures as may be available to inflict punish¬ 
ment on tbero, and cause compensation to be made for such outrages as they 
may commit. At tbe same time I engage to act agreeably to what is stated in 
tbe following articles:— 

Asticlb 1. 

My attention in the first instance sball be directed towards the regular 
and punctual payment of tbe tribute deronndable by Goverument and to the 
adoption of such measures as may teud to the improveroeut and welfare of my 
country. I will on no occasion ^low myself to be guided by designing, artful 
and intriguing men.

In order to enable me to be punctual in the discharge of tlie arrears of 
tribute due to Government, agreeably to the instalments hereafter specified, I 
will, to the best of my ability, make arrangements to reduce my personal ex¬ 
penses and those of my Government, so as to enable me to liquidate the 
amount due to Government as arrears of tribute. ♦

For the better management and administration of the affairs of my 
Government, 1 will, with your concurrence, apiKtint such individuals to tbe 
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fiituatioos of manager under me, Fotadar, etc., ae may be folly capable of con* 
ducting the afiurs of my State, and will not remove them at the iustigation of 
evil'dispoaed men. Should they be found committing irregularities, they shal] 
be reproved for tbeii error. 

Aeticlb 4. 

Those indiriduals who have been on former occasions dismissed by me on 
account of misconduct shall not again be admitted into my service. In 
future I will refraiu from keeping company with Bhats, Charuns and people 
of low character. 

Out of the sum of Be. 1,69,885, due to Government on account of tribute, 
I have already given you boondeee to the amount of Ks. 80,0[i0 j a fnrthor 
snm of Bs. 20,000 will be discbaiged with the tribute for next year, and the 
balance of these arrears 1 engage to liquidate by instalments in the course of 
eight years as detailed in the annexed statement. 

Being unable to clear off the whole amount of arresrs at once I have 
proposed the foregoing arrangement, which I hope will meet with your appro¬ 
val At the same time 1 beg you will take into consideration and represent 
to Government the impoverished state of my country, and the reduced cir¬ 
cumstances I am in at present, so that I may be relieved from the charge of 
interest, which I can by no means afford to pay.

It will 
also mediate to settle auy difference or dispute that may arise ^tween him and 
snob Chiefs. 

Aatiolb 11. 

The British Government agrees not to interfere in the distiibution of the 
Kheraut lands; and it will pay on all occasions the utmost respect to the 
religious customs and prejudices of the Rajah and the inhabitants of the 
country. 

Abtiols 12. 

The Rajah agrees, in the third Article of this engsgement, to pay tribute 
to the Brid^ Govemmeut, and, for the purpose of seouriog the same, agrees 
to pay the said tribute to persons to he appointed to receive it oo the part 
of the British Government; and in the event of any failare in the said 
payment the Rajah agrees that an Agent on the part of the British 
Government be appointed to receive the tiihute from the town duties of 
Pertahgurb.

IL-THE JAIPUR AGENCY, 

(I). JAIPUR. 

The present State of Jaipur was, it is believed, founded hy Dalba Rai 
about a.D. 1128. Tbe family belong to the Kauh-vralia tribe of Rajputs and 
claim descent from Kama, King of Ajodhya, between whom and Dulba Rai 
are said to hare intervened one handred and four generations. At the time 
of the foundation of the Jaipur State the country of Bajputana was divided 
among petty Rajput and Mina Chiefs, all owing allegiance to the Hindu 
Kings who then ruled in Delhi. 

At an early date Jaipur succumbed to the Muhammadans. Raja 
Bhagwan Das was the 6r8t Rajput Chief who allied himself by marriage 
with the Muhammadan Emperors of Delhi. The Jaipur family furnished the 
Emperors with some of their most distinguished military leaders. One of 
the Chiefs of Jaipnr, Jai Singh II, who began to rale in 1699, was 
distinguished by his intellectual ca^iaoity and his liberal patronage of science 
and art. His attainments in mathematics and astronomy have made bis 
name known to European scholars. At a later period the Rajas of Jaipur 
united with Udaipur and Jodhpur to resist the Muhammadan power. To 
obtain the privilege of re-marrying with the Udaipur family, which the Jaipur 
Chiefs had forfeited by matrimonial alliances with the Emperors, they agreed, 
on the occasion of such alliances, that the issue of the Udaipur princess should 
succeed to the State in preference to elder sons by other wives. This attempt to 
set aside the rights of elder sons brought great disasters both on Jaipur and 
Udaipur. 

The Mahratta supremacy over the Rajput States had succeeded that of 
the Muhammadaus when the political relations of the British Government 
with Jaipur commenced in 180S. Jagat Singh was then Maharaja of Jaipur. 
Ill pursuance of the general policy of the British Government at the coni> 
mencement of the Mahratta war to exclude the Mahrattas from Hindustan by 
uniting the Rajput Chiefs in subsidiary alliances with the British Govern¬ 
ment, a Treaty (No. XXXTII) was oonclnded in 1803 with Jagat Singh. 
That Chief however fulfilled bis obligations very imperfectly, and Lord 
Cornwallis, who bad resolved to abandon the system of subsidiary alliaaces, 
declared the connection with Jaipur to be dissolved and withdrew from that 
State the protection of the British Government, But before this resolution 
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had been communicated the Maharaja bad retrieved his credit by heartily 
co-operating against Holbar with Lord Lake, who bad therenpou assured him 
of continued snpport. The policy of Lord Cornwallis^ however, was followed 
by Sir George Barlow who, notwithstanding the remonstrance of Lord Lake 
based on gronods both of general policy and of good faith, dissolved the 
allianoe with Jaipur. 

Tl)d expediency of the dissolution of this alliance was considered to ha 
very questionable by the Home Government, who in 18 IS directed that Jai¬ 
pur should again be taken tinder protection if an opportunity afforded. But 
owing to the outbreak of the war with Nepal it was considered better to 
postpone any such measure until it ooqld be adopted as part of the general 
scheme for the suppression of the Pindaris. In 1817, when negotiations were 
opened, it was found that the cancelment of the previous treaty had rendered 
the Jaipur State reluctant to enter into a fresh alliance. In time, however, 
the increasing necessities of the State, the example of its neighbours and the 
apprehension of being excluded from British protection, the oontinued exactions 
of Amir Khan’s troops who were permitted to remain in the country till 
Jaipur should enter into the general scheme of suppressing the Pindaris, and 
the arrangements in progress for forming separate engagements with the small 
States depending oa Jaipur, which would have reduced her to insignificance,— 
all these concurring causes led at length to Maharaja Jagat Singh^s accept¬ 
ing a Treaty (No. XXXIV) on Stud April 1818, by which the protection of 
the British Government was extended to Jaipur. On his part he ^reed to 
furnish troops at the requisition of the British Government, and to pay an 
annual tribute of eight lakhs of rupees until the revenue should exoeed forty 
lakhs, after which five-sixteenths of the excess were to be paid in addition to 
the eight lakhs. The first dn^ nrged on the Maharaja after the conclusion of 
the treaty was the resumption of the lands usurped by the nobles and the 
redaction of the nobles to their proper relation of subordination to the Maba- 
nqa. Through the mediation of Sir David Ochterlony Agreements (No* 
XXXV) were entered into in 1819 similar to those formed at Udaipur. The 
usurped lands were restored to the Maharaja and the nobles were guaranteed 
in their legitimate rights and possessions. 

In 1818 Jagat Singh ended a life which had been spent in gross 
d^auohery. He left no sons and an attempt was made to put Moban Singh, 
a distant relative of the family, in power; but on the 25th April 1819 one 
of the Eauis bore a posthumous son, Jai Singh, and he was recognised 
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as heir both by the Jaipur nobles and the British Government. His mother, 
who was known as the Bbatianiji Maji, was Regent. TUI the Banins 
death in 1833 Jaipur was a scene of corruption and misgovemment, and 
the British Government found it necessary to appoint an officer to reside at 
Jaipur and to authorise him to interfere in the internal administration of the 
State, with the view of guarding the interests of Government and securing 
the payment of the tribnte. 

The yonng Maharaja Jai Singh III died in 1833 leaving as his sncoessor 
a BOD, Ram Singh, then under two yearn of age. It was supposed that 
the Baja bad been poisoned by one Jota Ran>, the paramour of the late Rani, 
who under her influenoe had acquired great power in the State and sapplanted 
in the office of miuister Rawal Bairisa^ the nominee of the British Government. 
On the death of Maharaja Jai Singh the Agent to the Cjovernor Genera) 
proceeded to Jaipur to make enquiries, reform the administration, and assume 
the guardianship of the infant heir. The strong measures which he adopted 
led to the formation of a conspiracy by Jota Ram. The Agent's life was 
attempted and his Assistant was murdered. The murderers wero seized and 
executed by order of Rawal Bairisal whom the Agent had appointed minister; 
and Jota Ram and bis fellow-conspirators were imprisoned for life in the fort 
of Cbunsr. 

Large arrears of tribute had accnmnlated during the long course of mis- 
government in Jaipur, aud the resources of the State were nearly ruined. It 
therefore again became necessary in 1834 for the British Government to 
interfere In the internal administration, in which till then the Cbandrawaiji 
Maji, as mother of the minor, Bam Singh, had been de facto B^ent. A 
Council of Regency, consisting of five of the principal nobles, was formed under 
the superintendence of the Political Agent for whose decision all measures of 
importance were submitted; the army was reduced; every branch of the ad¬ 
ministration was reformed; and sati, slavery, aud infanticide were prohibited. 
The tribute was found to be far in excess of a fair proportion of the revenue; 
and therefore in IB4S a remission was made of forty-six lakhs of arrears, and 
the annual tribote was reduced to four lakhs of rupees. No formal alteration 
was made at that time in the Treaty of 1818, but as the provision in Arricle 6, 
which empowered the British Government to demand an additional tribute from 
Jaipur when the revenaes of the State should exceed forty lakba of rupees 
was found to be iuconvenient, and to a certaio extent prejudicial to the welfare 
and improvement of the State, a supplementaiy Treaty (No. XXXVI) was 
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coDcluded in 1871, by which Article 6 of the Treaty of 1818 was formally can- 
celled and the tribute payable by Jaipur was fixed in perpetuity at four lakhs 
of rupees per annum. In return for this favourable concession the Maharaja 
promised ou the part of himself and his eucceasors to spend annually a reason¬ 
able sum on irrigation and other works of public utality within the State. 

In 1868 a Treaty (No. XXXVII) was executed with the Jaipur State 
providing for the mutual extradition of persons charged with certain specified 
beiuous offences. In 1887 an Agreement (No. XXXVIII) was concluded in 
modification of this Treaty, providing that in cases of extradition of offenders 
from British India to Jaipur the procedure for the time being in force in 
British India should be followed. 

Id 1868 the Maharaja of Jaipur agreed (No. XXXIX) to cede the neces¬ 
sary extent of land required for railway purposes free of cost; to defray all 
necessary compensation for loss accruing to owners of lands, bouses, &c., in the 
land ceded; to make over full jurisdiction in the land ceded, short of 
sovereign rights, absolutely to the British Government; and to surrender all 
transit and other duties on goods passing through, goods breaking bulk or 
conveyed to or front the railway being charged either at the prevailing rates 
or at a tariff to be 6xed thereafter. 

In 1882 the Darbar remitted all transit duties on the roads leading to 
and from the railway stations in Jaipur territory, and in 1884 the Maharaja 
abolished all transit duties throughout the Jaipur territory, with tlie exceptiou 
of the duty upou opium aod intoxicating drugs. 

In 1869 a Treaty (No. XL) was concluded with the Maharaja under 
which be agreed to lease to the British Government, under certain conditions, 
the right to mannfactnre and sell salt within the limits of the territory on the 
borders of the Sambhar Lake subject to the Jaipur and Jodhpur States. 

In 1879 another Treaty (No. XLI) was concluded by which, under cer- 
tmn conditions of compensation, the Darbar abolished all salt manufactories 
throughout the Jaipur territory, excepting such as were managed by the 
British Government. Arrangements were at the same time made to abolish 
transit and other duties on salt and sugar in the State, with the exception of 
octroi on sugar entering towns of over 5,000 iubabitants. 

For many years attempts were made, but without success, to obtain a 
satisfactory settlement of the fi'equent disputes by which the peace of the 
Jaipur and Patiala border was disturbed. Rules had been proposed by Patiala 
in 1862 and genersdly accepted by Jaipur, but they were never formally intro* 
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doced or acted upon, and the oomplainte of crime on the border became at 
length 80 frequent that in 1873 txro British officers were deputed to the spot, 
and a code of rules rvas drawn up by them for relating the pursuit and 
extradition of criminals on the borders of the two States* These rules were 
accepted by the States concerned and receired the sanction of the British 
Government (letter of 1st July 1873). 

In 1883 the rules were with the approval of the British Government 
extended to the neighbouring States of Jind, Nabha, and Loban. Similar 
measures were at the same time introdooed for the neighbouring States of 
Bhartpur and Karauli. Improved police arrangements were made on the 
Jaipur-Punjab border, and a similar procedure was arranged locally for the 
Jaipur, Jodhpur, and Bikanir frontier. 

On the Ist January 1890 extradition rnlee were arranged as a tentative 
measure for one year between the Jaipur and Alwar States. They were iden¬ 
tical, mmfatis mutandis, with those settled with Bhartpur and Karanliln 1883. 
In 1891 they were extended for a further period of one year. 

Maharaja Ram Singh did good service during the mutinies, for which be 
received a grant of the pargana of Eot Kasim under a promise to respect the 
revenue settlements made while the pargana was under British management. 
He also received, in 1862, the privilege of adoption {Addendum to No. Y). He 
was an intelligent ruler and took great interest in opening up roads through 
his State and also in education. Moreover, he much extended irrigation and 
gave his capital the benefit of gas and water works. 

In 1863 be was created a Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted 
Order of the Star of India. He received a personal salute of nineteen guns, an 
addition of two guns having been made to hie salute for life in consequeoce of 
bis liberality daring the famine which prevailed in Rajputana in 1868. At the 
Imperial Assemblage at Delhi in January 1877 his personal salute was further 
raised to 2l guns. The ordinary salute of the ruling (Thief of Jaipur is 17 
guns. 

The Maharaja sat as a member of the mixed Commission of Europeans 
and Natives by which Malhar Rao, Gaekwar of Baroda, was tried in 1875 for 
au attempt to poison the British Resident at Baroda. 

He died on the l$th September 1880 without male issue, and was 
succeeded by a relative named Kaim Singh, of the Isarda Division of the 
Jhalai branch of the family, who was nominated as his successor by .the 
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Maharaja on his death-bed. The Government of India confirmed the selec¬ 
tion, and £aim Sin^h accordiogly ascended the under the name of Madbo 
Singh IL He was then Ifijearsof age, and during the minority, the State 
was administered by a Council of which the British Resident and the Maha¬ 
raja were joint Presidents. 

Maharaja Madho Singh was invested with full powers on the 6th Sep¬ 
tember 1882, when be completed bis 21st year. He has been created a Knight 
Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of ludia^ and 
enjoys a personal aalnte of 19 guns. 

The right of snccession to the State of Jaipur, in the event of the failure 
of direct heirs, is supposed to be vested in tbe Bajawate or the descendants of 
the main stock of Pirthi Raj, one of the former rulers, in oontradistioction to 
the desosndaotfi of tbe other eons of Pirthi Raj. Of these sons there were 
twelve, to each of whom Pirthi Raj gave estates known as the Bara (twelve) 
Kotris. The present number of Kotria is, however, more than twelve, some 
having been obtained by descendants of earlier rulers, while some of the Kotris 
created by Pirthi Sing Raj are now extinot. 
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The area of Jaipur is estimated at 14,527 square miles, and the popula¬ 


tion by the census of 1891 is 2,825,655. A large portion of the revenues of the 
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State ia alienated in jagirs and religious grants, but the available receipts 
are sixty^one lakhs o£ rupees (1890)> No local corpe or contiogente are paid 
from the resources of Jaipur. The military force consisted in 1890 of 
716 artillerymen, 16,099 infantry, and S,578 cavalry, including irregulars. 
The number of forts in Jaipur is 31, with au aggregate of 261 guns of ^aU 
calibres, of which less than half are claased as serviceable. The Maharaja has 
offered to place at the disposal of the Government of India for Imperial 
service a transport train of 1,000 ponies with two trained men to every 3 
animals, and iOO carts. 


KoUPutli {Kketfi^, 

Sobordinate to the Maharaja of Jaipur are several petty Chiefs of Shaik- 
bawati, one of whom, the Raja of Khetri, holds the pargana of Kot-Putli as a 
fief of the British Government. Kot-Pntli was granted by Lord Lake in 
1803 to Raja Ahhai Singh of Khetri and his descendants in utimrar tenure, 
subject to an annual payment of Rupees 20,001 (No. XLII). In 1806 the 
pargana was made over absolutely to the Kaja of Khetri as a free gift in perpe¬ 
tuity (No. XLlll). The conditions of the grant were the immediate pay¬ 
ment of Rupees 40,000, the promise of allegiance to the British Government, 
the preservation of good government, and the promotion of the welfare of the 
inhabitants. 


In order to put an end to the continued disorders in Khetri consequent on 
the contumacy and misconduct of the Rani, mother of the then Raja, the Jai¬ 
pur troops entered Khetri in Marc)) 1867, and arrangements were made for 
the administration of the country through officials appointed by the Jaipur 
State. On the subsequent expulsion of these officials by the Rani tbe Jaipur 
troops attacked and took tbe fort of Kot-Putli. The Jaipur State was there¬ 
upon required by the British Government to withdraw its troops from Kot- 
Putli and to restore that territory to the Raja of Khetri. 


The Raja of Khetri, Fateh Singh, died in 1870, when the adoption of Ajit 
Singh, then ten years of age, was recognised by the British Government in so 
far as it affected tbe succession to the pargana of Kot-Putli. Nazarana is 
taken by tbe British Government on succession to the pargana. The revenue 
of Kot-Putli is about Rupees 1,00,000 per annum. 


A special survey and reveuue settlement of this pargana 
1889 by a British officer deputed for this purpose at the request 


was made in 
of the Kaja. 
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The approximate area of the par^ana is 29Q square miles. Its population in 
1881 was 88,000. 


(II). KISHANGARH. 

The Easbangfai'b family is an offshoot from Jodhpur. The founder of the 
State was Kishan Siugb, second son of Maharaja Udal Singh of Jodhpur, 
who leaving his pntrimonj oouquei'ed the tract of country which now com> 
prises Kisbangarh and became its ruler under the sign manual of Akbar in 
1594. There is little of importaoce known regarding the affairs of Sisbangarh 
until 1818 wheu a Treaty (No. XLIV) was formed with Maharaja Kalian 
Siugh, which contains the usual conditions of protection on the part of the 
Briti^ Government, and subordinate co-operation and abstiuence from poli¬ 
tical correspondence on the part of the Chief. Kalian Singh, who was sup¬ 
posed to be insane, became at an early date involved in disputes with bis 
nobles. The principal causes of quarrel were his desire to orosh the Thaknr of 
Fatehgarh, who had set up claims to independence but bad been declared by 
the British Oovemmeut to be a feudatory of Rishaugarh, and au attempt to 
commute the personal services of his feudatories for a money payment. The 
Maharaja fled to Delhi, where he busied himself iu buying honorary privileges 
from the King, such as the right to wear stockings in the royal presence; 
meanwhile the disputes at Kishaugarh grew more serious, the insurgente seek¬ 
ing aid from Kota and the Maharaja fromBundi. In these disputes the frontier 
of the British territory was more thau once violated by both parties. The dis¬ 
putants were, therefore, called on to desist from hostilities and to refer their quar¬ 
rel to the mediation of Government, and the Maharaja was warned that if be 
did not at once return to Kishaugarh and interest himself in the affairs of his 
State the Treaty with him would be abrogated, and engagements would be 
formed with the insurgent Tbakurs. In consequence of this threat the Chief 
returned to Kishangarh, but finding himself quite iucapable of managing the 
State be offered to farm it to the British Government and retire to Delhi. 
Government refused to accept the lease of Kishangarh, but made no objection 
to the retirement of the Chief to Delhi, and the formation of a regency for 
the management of the country during his absence. Mediation between the 
Chief and the Tbakurs was also authorised, but the terms agreed upon were 
not to he guaranteed. The Maharaja meanwhile took up his residenoe at Aj- 
roir, whither he was followed by his Chiefs, who agreed to leave the dispute to 
the arbitration of the Maharaja of Jodhpur, provided the decision received the 
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guarantee of the British Government; but this gnarantee was refuted. The 
Chiefs then proclaimed the heir-apparent as Maharaja, laid siege to the town of 
Eishaogmrh, and were on the point of capturing it, when the Maharaja accept¬ 
ed the mediation of the Political Agent through whom terms with the nobles 
were adjusted. The reconciliation with the nobles, however, was not sincere, 
and shortly afterwards Ealian Singh retired from Kishangarh and abdicated 
in favour of bis son, Mokam Singh. 

The next Chief, Pirthi Singh, who had been adopted by Mokam Singh, 
encoeeded in 1840. He received the right of adoption {Addendum to No. Y) 
in 1662. 

In 1867 the Chief was granted a sum of Ha. 20,000 a year as compen¬ 
sation for the loss of income his State was expected to suffer owing to the 
introduction of the railway (No. XLV). 

In 1868 an extradition Treaty (No. XLVI) was conclnded with the 
Kishangarh State for the mutual suirender of peisons charged with certain 
specified offences. This was modified in 1887 by an Agreetueut (No. XLYII) 
with the British Oovemment, providing that in cases of extradition of offenders 
from British India to Kishangarik the procedure for the time being in force 
in British India shonld be followed. 

In 1873 the Thakur of Fatehgarh asserted his independence of the 
Maharaja, and refused to pay allegiance to him. The Maharaja solicited the 
help of the British Government, and the Thakur of Fatehgarh was warued 
that in the event of his failing to comply with the legitimate demands of his 
fendal superior within eix months he would be coerced by force of arms; the 
submission of the Thaknr rendered this unnecessary. 

In a Treaty concluded in 1879 (No. XXiYIII) the Maharaja agreed, on 
certain conditions of compensation, &o., to suppress tiie manufactare of salt 
throughout Kishangarh territory, and also to abolish transit and otLer duties 
on salt, sugar, and other articles, excepting octroi duty on imports into towns 
of more than 5,000 inhabitants, and eioise duty on opium and intoxieatiug 
drugs. For these concessions it was arranged that he shonld receive compen- 
sation to the amount of Rupees 25,000 a year, with 50 maunds of salt free 
per annum. 

Maharaja Pirthi Singh died on 25th December 1879, and was succeeded 
by his eldest son Sardul Singh, then about 22 years of age. On tbe let of 
January 1892 the Maharaja was created a Knight Grand Commander of the 
Most Eminent Order of the Indian Empire. 
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The KisbaDgorb Chief receives a salute of 15 guns. 

The area of Kisbangarh is 724 square miles, and the population, bj the 
census of 1801, is 125,422 souls. The Darbar revenues are about three 
lakhs of rupees, excluding jagirs and religious grants. The State pays no 
tribute and contribntes nothing to any local corps or contingents. The 
military force, regular and irregular, consists nominally (1890) of 500 cavalry, 
2,000 in&ntry, 61 guns, and 81 artillerymen—^a considerable portion being 
the feudal quotas of the jagirdars. The guns are mostly unserviceable. 

(lU). LAWA. 

On 1st August 1867 the ancle of the Chief of Lawa, a tributary of Took, 
was treacherously murdered together with a party of his followers numbering 
fourteen men. Tbe evidence fully proved that the crime was perpetrated 
with the knowledge aod at tbe instigation of Muhammad Ali Khan, Nawab 
of Tonk. The Nawab was consequently deposed, and a Proclamation to that 
effect was issued to the people of Tonk {tee Tonk). 

Lawa was declared a separate Cbiefship nnder the protection of the British 
Government, and tbe heira of tbe murdered men received maiutenauce through 
the British Government out of tbe revenues of Tonk. The Cbiefship consists 
of one town only, with its sorroundings. 

Lawa formerly paid a tribute of Rupees 3,000 per annum to Tonk. On 
the separation of Lawa from Took this tribute became payable to tbe British 
Government. It was ascertained that Lawa b^d certain Bbum rights within 
the Tonk territory of the annual value of Rupees 275; it had not been the 
practice to set off one claim as against the other, and much ill*feeUog had been 
prodnoed between Tonk and Lawa by the existence of these rights. It was 
decided therefore that Tonk should retain the amount of the Bhum claims, 
and thot the balance of the former annual payment to Took should, in tbe first 
instance, be applied to relieving the estate from debt, tbe claim to tribute 
being temporarily held in abeyance. 

The Thaknr of Lawa manages his owo estate in revenue matters; in civil 
matters he is empowered to decide petty cases, all others being subject to 
appeal to the Resident of Jaipur. Criminal cases which cannot be settled by 
the Thakor are also decided by the Resident. 

Tbe Chief agreed in 1879 (No. XLIX) to suppress tbe manufaoture of 
salt witiiin tbe Lawa estate, and also to abolish all taxes aud transit duties 
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OD salt, sugar aud all other articles, excepting excise duty on spirit, opium, and 
intoxicating drugs. As compensation for these concessions the Chief receii^es 
Rupees 700, and 10 maunds of free salt from the British Government anonally. 

As the estate had been cleared of debt it was decided in 1888 that tbe 
Chief sbonld pay to the Government of India a tribute of Rupees 225 annually. 

The present Chief is Thakui Dhixat Singh. He is a Kachwaha Rajput, 
and bis family an offshoot of tbe Jaipur House. He succeeded in 1865. 

The revenue of Lawa is about Rupees 4,500 a year. The area of the 
estate is about 18 square miles. In 1881 the census showed a population 
of 3,360.

The Honourable Company shall not interfere in the Government of the 
country now possessed by Maharajah Hheeraj, and shall not demand tribute 
from him.

In the event of any enemy of the Honourable Company evincing a dis¬ 
position to invade the country lately taken posseesion of by the Honourable 
Company in Hindostan, Maharajah Hheeraj shall send the whole of his forces 
to tlie assistanoe of the Company's army, and shall exert himself to the utmost 
of his power in repelling the enemy, and shall neglect no opportunity of prov¬ 
ing his friendship and attachment.

Whereas, in oonse^enoe of the friendship established by the second 
Article of the present IVeaty, the Honoorable Company become guarantees 
to the Maharajah Dheeraj for the secarity of hie country against exterzial 
enemies, Muharajah Dheeraj hereby agrees, that if any misunderstanding 
should arise between him and any other State, Maharajah Dbeeraj will, in 
the first infitanoe, submit the cause of dispute to the Company’s government, 
that the government may endeavoar to settle it amicably. If from the ol> 
stinacy of the opTOsite uarty no amioable terms can be settled then Mabara* 
jah Dheeraj may demanu aid from the Company's government.

That any person, other than a Jeypore subject, committing a heinous 
offence within the limite of the Jeypore State, and seeking asylum iu British 
tmitory, will be apprebeuded and the case investigated by suoh Court as the 
British Government may direct.

Subject to tbe conditions contained iu tlie following A^ement tiie 
Oovernmeot of Jejporo will lease to the British Govemmeut its right of 
maoufacttiriiig aod of selling salt witbiu the limits of tbs territory bordering on 
the Sambhor Lake, as boreinafter defined in Article 4-, and of levying duties 
on salt produced witbiu such limits. 

Article 2. 

This lease shall continue in force until such time as tbe British Govero- 
znent desires to relinquish it, provided that the British Govemmect shall give 
notice to the Government of Jeypore of its intention to terminate the arrange* 
meat two full years previous to tbe date on which it desires the lease to 
cease.

To ensble tbe British Government to carry on the manufacture and sale

The strip of territory bordering on the eborea of the lake, including the

Within the said limits, and so far as such measures may be necettsry for 
the protection or furtherance of the manufacture, sale, or removal of salt, the 
prevention of smuggling and the enforcement of the rules laid down in accord* 
anoe with Article 8 of this Agreement, the British Goveroment, or the 
officers by it empowered, shall be authorized to occupy land for building or 
other purposes, to cousti'uct roads, erect barriers, hedges, or buildings, and to 
remove buildings or other property. If any land paying land revenue to the 
Government of Jeypore be occupied under the authority of the British Oovera* 
ment for any of the purposes aforesaid, the British Government shall pay to 
the Government of Jeypore an annual rent equal to the amount of such 
revenue. In every case in which anytbinginvolvinginjury to private property 
shall be done by the British Government or its officers under this Article one 
month's previous notice shall be given to the Government of Jeypore, and in 
all such cases proper compensation shall be paid by the British Government on 
account of such injory. In case of difference between the British Qoveriiment 
or its officers and the owner of socb property as to the amount of the compen* 
sation such amount shall be deteimiued by arbitration. The erection of any 
buildiogs within the said limits shall not confer on the British Goverument 
any proprietary right in the land, which, on the termination of the lease, shall 
revert to the Government of Jeypore, with all buildings or materials left there* 
on by the British Government. No temples or pl^es of religious worship 
shall be interfered with. 

Artiolb 6. 

Under the authority of the Jeypore Government the British Government 
shall constitute a Court, presided over by a competent officer, who shall 
usually hold bis sittings within the abovemeutioned limits for the trial and 
ponishmeot, on conviction, of all persons charged with violations of the rules 
and regulations referred to in Article S, or offences connected therewith; and 
the British Government is authorized to cause the conhnement of any such 
offenders sentenced to imprisonment either within the aforesaid limits or with* 
in its own territohea as may seem to it most fitting.

British Government on the following terms:—In accordance with custom the 
Government of Jeypore will transfer its share in five hundred and ten thousand 
(510,00<') British Indian maunds of salt to the British Government free of 
cost. The price to be paid for the share of the Jeypore Government in the 
remainder of the said stocks shall be reckoned at six and a half annas (61) per 
British Indian maand, and )iayment shall be made at this rate by the British 
Government to the Government of Jeypore, provided that the said payment of 
six snd a half annas per maund to tho Government of Jeypore shall only com¬ 
mence when salt in exoeas of eight hnodred and twenty-five thousand

Ko tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatsoever, shall be levied 
by the Jeypore Government, or shall by it be permitted to be levied by any 
other person, on any salt manufactu^ or sold by the British Government 
within the said limits, or while in transit throngfa the Jeypore territory and 
covered by a British pass, en routa to any place outside the Jeypore territory, 
provided that on all salt delivered under Article 7, or sold for consamption 
within the territory of Jeypore, the Goveromeot of that State will ^ at 
liberty to levy whatever tax it may please. 

Abticlb 10. 

Nothing in this Agreement shall be held to bar the sovereign jurisdiction 
of the Jeypore Government, within the aforesaid limits in all matters, civil and 
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orimiDal, not connected with the manDfactare^ sale or removal of salt, or the 
prevention of unlicensed manufacture or smuggling. 

Artioli 11. 

The Oovernment of Jeypore shall be relieved of all expenses whatsoever 
connected with the manufactare, sale, and removal of salt, and the prevention 
of unlioensed manufacture, or emuggling within the limits aforesaid; and, in 
consideration of the lease granted to it, the British Government agrees to 
pay to the Jeynore Government, in two half-yearly instalments, an annual 
rent of ouehunaredand twenty-five thousand (1,26,000) Rupees, British Cur¬ 
rency, on account of the share of the Jeypore Oovernment in the ealt sold 
within the said limits, and one hundred and fifty thousand (1,50,000) Rupees, 
British Currency, in compensation for duties on salt now levied by the Jey¬ 
pore Government and surrendered under the present Agreement; and the total 
sum of such annual rent, amounting to two hundred and seventy-five thousand 
(2,75,000) Rupees, British Currency, iball be paid without reference to the 
quantity of salt actually sold in, or exported from, the said limits. 

Abticlb U. 

If the amount of salt sold in, or exported 'from, the said limits by the 
British Government in any year shall exceed eight hundred and twenty-five 
thousand (826,000) British Indian mannds, the British Government shall pay 
to the Government of Jeypore on all such excess (subsequent to the exhaustion 
of the stocks referred to in Article 8) a royalty at the rate of 20 per cent, 
on the price per roaund, which shall have been fixed as the selling price nnder 
the first clause of Article 7. In the event of any doubts arising ps to the 
amount of salt on which royalty is claimable in any year the acoounU rendered 
by the principal British officer in charge at Sambhur shall be deemed ooncln- 
sive evidence of the amounte actually sold or exported by the British Govern¬ 
ment within the periods to which they refer, provided that the Jeypore Gov¬ 
ernment shall not be debarred from deputing one of its own officers to keep a 
record of sales for its own satisfaction. 

Articli 13. 

The British Government agrees to deliver annually (7,000) seven thousand 
British Indian maunda of good salt, free of all charges, for the use of the Jey¬ 
pore Durbar; snob salt to be delivered at the place of manufacture to any offi¬ 
cer empowered by the Jeypore Government to receive it. 

Abtioib H. 

The British Government shall have no olairaon the land or other revenue, 
unconnected with salt, payable from the town of Sambhur, or other villages oi 
lands included within the limits aforesaid.

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NOTIFICATION.

In snperse&sion of Notification No. 300-P., dated 17th February, regard¬ 
ing the Sambhur Lahe Court, the following revised Notification is pubUsbed 
for general information:— 

Whereas by a Treaty dated the seventh day of Anguet 1869, and made 
between the British Government and His Highness the IMaharaja of Jeypore, 
and by a Treaty dated the 22nd day of November 1869, and made between the 
British Government and His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpore, to enable 
the British Government to carry on (he manufacture and sale of salt at the 
Sambhur Lake, it was (amoogst other things) agreed that the Governments 
of Jeypore and Jodhpore should empower the British Government, and all 
officers appointed by the British Government in this behalf, to enter and 
search, in case of suspicion, houses and all other places, enclos^ or otherwise, 
within the limits hereinafter defined, and to arrest and punish with fine, 
imprisonment, confiscation of goods, or otherwise, all persons detected within 
such limits in the violation of any of the rules which may be laid down by 
the British Government in regard to the manufacture, sale, or removal of salt, 
or the prevention of anlicens^ manufacture or smuggling; and that, nnder 
the authority of the said Governments of Jeypore and Jodhpore, the British 
Government should constitute a Court presided over by a competent offioer, 
who should usually hold bis sittings within the abovementioned limits for the 
trial and punishment, on oonvictiou, of all persons charged with violations of 
the said rules and regulations, or with offences connected therewith; and -U^c 
British Government was also authorized to cause the confinement of auy such 
offenders sentenced to imprisonment either within the aforesaid limits or 
within its own territories, as might seem to it most fitting. 

In pursuance of the provisions hereinbefore cited, and under the autho¬ 
rity aforesaid, the Viceroy and Governor General of India in Council hereby 
declares— 

Firtilf.^k Court, to be called the Sambhur Lake Court, is hereby 
established. 

The local limits of the jurisdiction of such Court shall be the 
•trip of territory bordering on the shores of the Sambhur Lake, including the 
town of Sambhur and twelve other hamlets, and comprising the whole ^ the 
territory now subject to the joint jurisdiction of the States of Jeypore aud 
Jodh)>ore, and which shall he demarcated under the said treaties.

He shall have the powers of a Subordinate Magistrate of the 
let class, as described in section 22 of the Code of Criminal h’rooedure, and 
he shall have, according to such powers, jurisdiction (A) in respect of the 
offences described in section 21 of the said Code when committed by subjects 
of Her Majesty within the aforesaid limits, and (£) in respect of breaches of 
the rules described in Article 3 of the said Treaties, or offences connected 
therewith, when committed by auy person whatsoever within the aforesaid 
limits. 
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Fonrthli/.^ltL the investigation and trial of snch ofEences and breaches of 
rales, and in the levy of Snes therefor^ be shall be guided by the provisions of 
the C^de of Criminal Procedure. 

all cases in which salt shall be manufactured^ carried, or 
Btored within the said limits in contravention of the rules for the time being 
in force for the regulatiou of such manufacture, carriage, or storage, the said 
Court is empower, in addition to any other penalty which it ie antho* 
rized to inflict, to declare the said salt confiBcated, and dispose of it accord* 
ing to the roles for the time being in force in the department of Inland 
Customs. 

Sixthly.-^Fox the purpose of trying oSeuces described in section 21 of 
the Criminal Procedure Code when committed by subjects of Her Majesty 
within the limits of the jurisdiction of the Sambhur Lake Court, the aforesaid 
limits shall be deemed to be a division of a district subordinate to the 
Deputy Commissioner of Ajmere, and any subject of Her Majesty convicted 
on a trial held by the Sambhur Lake Court of any of the offences described 
in section 21 of the Code of Criminal Procedure may appeal to the Deputy 
Commissioner of Ajmere, who shall in the disposal of such appeals be guided 
by the said Code. 

8€vgniHy.~^\ny person convicted on a trial held by the Sambhur Lake 
Court of a breach of the rules described in Article 3 of the said Treaties, or 
oSeDoes connected therewith, and any person aggrieved by proceedings held 
under these rules, may petition the Agent to the Governor General for the 
States of Eajputana, who, if he see fit, may send for the record of the case, 
and may confirm, reverse, or modify the sentence, or pass any other orders not 
inconsStent^ith the rules.

AoEBBMBirr between the British Government and His High¬ 
ness Sbwai Bam Sing, Maharaja of Jeypore, g.o.si., his

Whereas the British Government is desirous of abolishing artificial re- 
stiiotions on, and impediments to, internal trade, and with this object proposes 
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to abolish the Iniand Customs Line, aud has already remitted the duty 
thereat levied on sagar and other sacoharine prodaoe exported from British 
territory into Jeypore aud other Native States; 

And whereas the Maharaja of Jeypore is willing, under certain coq. 
ditions, to co-operate with the British Oovemnoent in giving effect to this 
measure, both by making such arrangements in his own State as will facili¬ 
tate the abolition of the said Use without risk to the Imperial salt revenue, 
aud by abolishing, of his own accord, for the relief of his subjects, all duties 
on salt, sugar, and other saccharine produce entering, leaving, or passing 
through his State: 

The following Articles are agreed npon 

AnncLB 1. 

The Maharaja of Jeypore agrees to suppress, and absolutely prohibit and 
prevent, the manufacture of salt within any part of the Jeypore State, 
whether overtly or under the g^uise of manufacturing saltpetre or other saline 
prodnct, except at the Sambhur Lake and the Euchor-Kewasa Suit, and to 
destroy and erase all other existing salt works, so that salt cannot 1 m there 
made: 

Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to prohibit the bond 
fid4 manufacture of saltpetre at any work now existing within the Jeypore 
State, or the opening at any time, with the previous knowledge of the 
Political Agent, of such new saltpetre works as the Maharaja of Jeypore may 
consider necessary. 


Abticlb 2 . 

In consideration of the uniform annual payment by the British Govern- 
ment of a net sum of four lakhs of rupees (British currency) year by year, 
the Maharaja of Jeypore agrees to transfer to the British Government the 
one hundred and seventy-two thousand (172,000) mannds of Sambhnr salt, 
which the said Maharaja is, under Article 7 of the Sambhur Lake Treaty 
(exchanged and ratified on the 7th of August 1860), anuuallr entitled to 
receive on payment of nine annas per maund. The said four lakhs shall be 
paid io half-yearly instalments, the first instalment being paid six months 
after the date on which this Agreement comes into force. 

Aeticlb S. 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due bf any kind whatsoever shall be levied 
by, or with the uermission or knowledge of, the Mahar^a of Jeypore on salt, 
whether exportea from, imported into, carried through, or oonsunsed within 
the Jeypore State, anything in Article 9 of the aforesaid Sambhur Lake 
Treaty to the contrary notwithstanding: 

Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to affect in any way 
the provisions of Article 11 of the said Treaty* 
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Article 4. 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatsoever, shall be levied 
by, or with the permission or knowledge of, the Maharaja of Jeypore on sugar 
or other sacobarine prodnoe, whether exported from, or imported into, or 
carried through, the Jeypore State: 

Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to prohibit the levy, 
aoeording to present practice, by the Maliaraja of Jeypore of octoroi, choongi, 
or other cess or duty on the aforesaid articles when imported into towns the 
population of which exceeds 5,000 inhabitants. 

Article 5. 

The Maharaja of/eypore agrees to forbid the importation into, or the 
exportation from, the Jeypore State of any salt whatever, other than salt 
upon which duty has been levied by the British Govemmeut, and the 
Maharaja will duly investigate and punish all oontraventions of his orders on 
this behalf which shall come to his knowledge. 

ABnoLB 5. 

If any stocks of salt be found to exist within the Jeypore State at the 
time when this Agreement comes into force the Maharaja will, if so required 
by the British Government, taka ^ssession of inch stocks of salt, and will 
give the owners thereof the option either of transferring the salt to the 
British Goverisment at such equitable valuation as His Highness may fix, in 
ooucurrence with the Political Agent, or of paying the said Agent such duty, 
not exceeding two rupees eight annas per maund, on such salt as the Gov- « 
emor General in Conncil may fix. In the event of the owners as aforesaid ac¬ 
cepting the latter alternative they shall be allowed to retain the salt on 
which the said duty may have been paid, but not otherwise. 

Arttols 7. 

The Maharaja of Jeypore agrees to permit and authorize the British Oov- 
ermnent to assume the management of the Kuchor-Rawasa Surr, or salt 
source, and of the works therein situated pertaining to the villages of Rewasa, 
Kuchor, Nimbora, and Mundpoora. 

The Maharaja of Jeypore will cause a line of demarcation to be laid 
down, in consultation with tbe Political Agent, enclosing the whole of the 
said salt source, and will extend the provisions of Articles S, 6, 6, and 16, 
of the aforesaid Sambhbr Lake Treaty, so far as they may be applicable to 
the tract so enclosed. Tbe British Government agree to tbe extension of 
Articles 10, 14, and 16 of the said Treaty to the said tract. 

The British Government shall be at liberty at any time to close tbe said 
salt works, and shall farther be bound to close them whenever the Maharaja 
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ot Jerpore ihall bo require. Provided that, in the event of the works beio^ 
closed at the requisition of the Maharaja of Jeypore due notice of his inten* 
tion to terminate the arrangement shall be given by him twelve months prior 
to the date on which he desii'es the works to be closed; and the Maharaja of 
Jeypore agrees to pay to the firitigh Government fair oompensatioti for all 
standing works and buildings within the line of demarcation. After the 
ulosai-e in either case of the said works all manufacture shall be thereat sup¬ 
pressed as provided in Article 1 of this Agreement. Su long as the British 
Government shall retain the mans^emeut of this soorce they engage to pay 
yearly on acoonot thereof, through the Maharaja of Jeypore, to the Rao of 
Khandela the sum of Rupees (8,000) eight thousand, and to the Thukoor of 
Kuchor the sum of Rupees (S,OUO) three thousand. Any compensatioD due , 
to these two land-holders after the closure of the works shall be paid by the 
Government causing such closure. 

Articlb 8. 

The landholders of certain villages enumeiated in Schedule A annexed 
to this Agreement having hitherto enjoyed certain profits from salt-works 
therein situated, the British Government undertake to pay yearly to the Ma¬ 
haraja of Jeypore, as compensation to the snid landholders, the same entered 
opposite each village in the said Schedule, and the Maharaja of Jeypore agrees 
to distribute the said sums accordingly. 

Articlb 9. 

The Maharaja of Jeypore agrees to adopt equitable measures to relieve the 
right-holders in salt-works (other than those provided in Articles 7 and 8), 
all feudatorieB, jaghirdars, and other landholders, and all kharols or salt work¬ 
ers, from any materia) losses which may be caused to them by the operation 
of this Agreement. 


Articlb 10. 

None of the stipnlations set forth in this Agrcemeat shall be modified or 
aonnlled without the previous consent of both parties. 

Abtiglb 11. 

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to affect any Traaty now exist¬ 
ing between the British Government and the Maharaja of Jeypore, except as 
hereinbefore explicitly provided in Article 3, or in so far as any of its provi¬ 
sions may be repngoaot hereto. 


Abtiolb 13. 

This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed by the Bri¬ 
tish Government.

MEMOKANDDM. 

The Maharaja of Jeypore having requested that something definite may 
be laid do^vn as to the disposal of the salt necesearily evolved in the process of 
saltpetre manufacture the undersigned has the honour to explain that this is a 
matter which the British Government desire to leave to the discretion of His 
Highness. 

The British Government would, however, suggest Hiat the Maharaja of 
Jejpore sbonld cause a duty to be levied on sJl such salt at the same rate as 
may at the time be levied ou salt manufactured at the Samhbur Lake, and that 
the duty thus levied, less, say, 10 per. cent, for costs of collection, should be cre« 
dited to the British Government. If, however, the Maharaja of Jeypore pro- 
ferred it, he could take possession of the salt and make it over to some official 
of the British Government at Sambhur or Kuchor^Kewasa; or he could cause it 
to be sold by auction ou the spot, making over any surplus in excess of the 
duty to the producer. 

The amount, however, is so small tba^ as I have already explained, the 
British Government would desire to leave the matter wholly in the bands of 
the Maharaja of Jeypore, and it was ou this nccouut that no meution of the 
matter was deemed uecessary in the Agreement.

MEMORANDUM. 

With reference to the provisions coutaiued in Articles S and 4 of the 
Salt Agreement for prohibiting the levy of any tax. toll, or due on salt, or on 
sugar and other saccharine produce within the Jeypore State, the undersigned 
lias the honour to explain to the Mahaiaja of Jeypore that these provisions are 
understood not to prohibit the payment to choukidarsof the usual fees which 
are taken from the owners or carriers of merohaudise for watch aud ward of 
goods, etc., at halting places or bazaars while the goods are in traneit through 
the State. Whenever the services of the choukidars are given to salt mer* 
chatits and carriers sucli services will of coarse be paid for in the ordinary 
manner.

MEMORANDUM. 

With reference to Article 7 of the Salt Agreement, which provides for 
the assumption under certam circumstances of the Kuchor>Bewaaa works by 
the British Government, the undersigned lias the honour to explain to the Ma¬ 
haraja of Jey{K)re that the British (iovernment have no desire to make any 
profit out of these works, but on the ooutraiy only propose their xuainteiiance 
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ill view to providing a larg'e tract of country with salt at a cheaper rate than 
would otherwise he iiossihle. 

The British (-fovenimpot therefore accopt the management of the works 
under the following further conditions not specifically provided for in tiie formal 
Agreement: 

** If the total receipts* realized by the British GoTemmentfrom the sale of 
salt mannfactured at Kuchor-Rewasa shall exceed tiie 
• Ewloding doty. expenditure incurred by the said Government in 

connection with the said source the surolus shall be made over to the Maharaja 
of Jeypore for divisiua between the Rao of Khandela and the Tbakoor of 
Knehor, in such proportions as may be in accordance with existing custom and 
their respective rights. For the purposes of this provision the accounts shall 
be made up trienuially beginning from the assumption of the management by 
the British Governmeut, and the accouute renders by the British officer in 
charge of the said source shall be accepted as proof of the actual receipts and 
expenditure within the period to wliich they refer/' 


No. 4. 

UEUORANDUM. 

With reference to Article 7 of the Salt Agreement the undesigned has 
the honour to communicate to the Maharaja of Jeypore the following memoran- 
dam of the undestanding which has been asanged upon certain points of de> 
tail in regard to the occupation and management by offices of the British 
Government of the Kuchor«Rewasa Salt Works :— 

The line of demarcation of the Kuchor'Rewasa Salt Works shall be so laid 
down as to exclude all inhabited village sites, and it shall not be altered 
without the consent of the British Government and the Mnharaja of Jeypore. 

No subjects of the Maharaja of Jeypore, whether kharols or others, shall 
he permitted to settle or take up their ^ode permanently within the limits of 
the demarcation aforesaid. 

The jurisdiction of the British officials employed at the salt works shall 
be strictly confined within the said limits; and the said officials shall not, unless 
with the consent of tiie Maharaja of Jeypore, take up their abode upon, or in 
any way occupy, any lands outside the said limits. 

No subjects of the Maharaja of Jeypore shall ever be compelled by the 
British officii to labour at the salt-works against their will. 

No. 6. 

MEMORANDUM. 

In the official memorandum from the Jeypore Durbar to Mr. Nnm6| dated 
Slst March 1877, the Durbar ask for information regarding the object of that 
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clanae in the draft Agreement reirn^ding the prohibitiou of the export from its 
territories into British India of bhang, g&QjSj opinm, spirits, and other intoxi¬ 
cating drugs. 

The oodersigned has the honour to explain that theinoport of snch articles 
into British India has altrays been strictly forbidden, and that hitherto 
it has been mainly prevented by the Inland Co^ms Line, which will now be 
removed. Therefore it has become necessary to request the Jeypore Durbar 
and all other Stiitee bordering upon British India to assist the British Oovern- 
ment by prohibiting the export of these articles from their States by the issue 
of notilications, at>d by orders to their officials for the arrest and punishment 
of offenders. If the Mahamja of Jeypore will favour the undersigned with a 
kharita engaging to take these and other oi'dinary administrative maasures 
for the purpose ^oi-esaid the matter o:m be thus settled, and no stipulation 
npon this head need be included in the Agreement. 


No. 6. 

DRAFT MEMORANDUM. 

The Maharaja of Jeypore is quite willing, if so required by the British 
Government, to prohibit tlie export from bis State into British territory of 
opinm, bhang, ganja, spirits, and other intoxicating drugs and preparations. 
By this it is not to be understood that the Maharaja binds himself that no suoK 
articles shall ever be smuggled out of Jeypore into British territory; all he 
would engage to do is to prohibit publicly such exportation, to direct his sub¬ 
ordinate ofliciuls of all deportments to prevent it so far as it may be practicable, 
and to punish all contraventions of his probibitiou which may come to his 
notice. 

The Maharaja could not undertake to maintain any special establishment 
to watch illicit traffic of this nature, but so far as may be practicable with exist¬ 
ing establishmeols he would endeavour to suppress it. 


No. XLII. 

Translation of a Sunnud, dated 2nd December 1803, granted by 
Lord Lake to Rajah Auni Sing, of Khetree. 

To the present and future mutsuddies, chowdrees, and (vinoDgocs of 
Pergunnah Kot Pootiee, Sircar Namowl, Soubu Shahjehanabad, be it 
known— 

"Whereas Rajah Ahbi Sing, Shekhawufc of Khetree, hns remained friendly 
to the English Government^ as an acknowledgment to the said Bajah, subject 
to the approval of the Government, the pergunnab aforesaid is granted to 
him and his descendants in istumrax tenure without any further expense 
whatever than the payment of Rupees 20,001 per annum. The aforesaid 
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Bajah will pay the aam fixed yearly, and at every harvest will remain friendly 
and obedienc to the British Government and will keep the ryota contented. 
It is necessary that all the ryota and the zemindars of the pergunnah. should 
look upon the Bajah as their master.* Be careful in this matter. 


No. XLIII. 

Stotjud to the Bajah of Kheteeb granting him the Pek- 
GHNNAH of Kot PoOTLEB.—1806. 

To the present and future mntsuddies, cbowdrees, canongoes, zemindars, 
cultivators, and ryots residing in the Pergunnah Kot Pootlee, district of 
Naruowl, in the Souba of Shshjebanahad, kDOW-— 

That, whereas the aforesaid pergunnah with its mal and sair was formerly 
granted in istumrar to Bajah Aboi Sing on the part of the Hononrable Com¬ 
pany, and be has now paid up the fixed revenues thereof into the Company's 
Treasary until the end of the year 1218 Fuslee, the said peigunnali is in future 
with its mal and sair and all other rights except maafees, estates, j^hires, 
allirngbos, rozeoas, pooras, gardens, etc. (which have of old been free and 
continued so till the end of 1212 Fuslee), to be held in free gift by the said 
Rajah and his posterity from the beginning of 1214 Fnslee, the said Com¬ 
pany hereby renouncing all claims whatever upon the said pargunuah and 
grantiug the aforesaid Rajah all the revenues thereof, this grant is, how¬ 
ever, made upon the express condition that the said Bajah shall never require 
assistance or support from the said Company; but make all necessary arrange- 
ments entirely with his own forces, and ever act as a sincere well-wisher to tlie 
British Qovernroent. AU the routsuddies, etc., aforesaid must consider the 
aforesaid Rajah as the established maafeedar, and in no way be wanting in 
their respective duties and obedience, regularly paying the just revenues, and 
attending personally on the fo-id Rajah for that purpose. 

llie said Rajah, on his part, will consider it his duty to conciliate the 
ryots aud inhabitants of that district, and to promote their welfare and pix>s- 
perily, and refrain from any oppressive measures which may be hurtful to them 
or prejudicial to their interests in such manner as to give no reason for com¬ 
plaint to the British Government of his conduct. The said Rajah must also 
use bis utmost exertions to preserve the free passage of the roads through his 
district, and tbe safety of the property and persons of all tmvellere whatever, 
that they may be enabled to pass tbraugh them with ea.se and comfort; let 
him ooDsider this as a positive injunction and act accordingly. Written 6th 
April 1806, corresponding with the i6th Mohurrum, 1221 Hijree. 

I, Hernsrain, ibe Plenipotentiary Agent of B.ajah Abbi Sing Bahadoor 
(do hereby declare) that all the claims of the said Rajah npou the Honourable 
Company on account of pay to the Rissalahs of horse and foot who were

Dear Kotah, haro beeu settled to the last mite from the period of their 
discharge, and I have received value for the same, so that no further demands 
remain. I have therefore written these few lines as a general discharge to 
have fall force whenever it may be oecessary.

There shall be perpetual friendship, alliance, and unity of interests between, 
the Honourable Company and Maharajah Kullian Sing and his heirs and auo> 
cessors, and the fnends and enemies of one party shall bo the :&ieiida and 
enemies of both parties. 

Auticlb 2. 

The British Government engages to protect the principality and territory 
of Kisheogurh. 


AnncLE 3. 

Maharajah Kullian Sing and his heirs and successors will act in subordi¬ 
nate co-operation with the British Government, and acknowledge its supre¬ 
macy, and will not have any connection with any other Chiefs or States. 

Articli 4. 

The Maharajah and bis heirs and snccessors will not enter into negooia- 
tions with any Chief or State without the knowledge and sanction of the 
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Britiah Goveniroent; bat the asaal amicable correspondeoce with friends and 
rdationa shall continae. 

AilTIOLB 5. 

The Maharajah and his heirs and successors will not commit aggression 
on any one. If br accident any dispute arise with any one the settlement of 
it shall be sobmitted to the arbitration and award of the Biitish Gorernmeut. 

Aeticlb 6. 

The Maharajah of Kisbengarh will furnish troope at the requisition of 
the British Goyemment acoordiog to his means. 


Aeticlb 7. 

The Maharajah and his heirs and successors shall be absolute rulers of 
tiieir coontry $ aud the British jurisdiotion shall not be introduced into that 
principality. 

Aeticlb 8. 

This Treaty of eight Articles haying been concluded, and signed and sealed 
by Mr. Charles Tbeophilas MeCcalfe and Kazee Futteh Mahommad Kbao, the 
ratification by His JSxcellency the Most Noble the Goeernor General and 
Maharajah Kullian Sing Bahadoor^ shall be exchanged within twenty days 
from the present date.

Rupees 20,000 per an* 
num, and would request you to inform the Government accordingly. At the 
same time 1 would ask you to express to His Excellency the Viceroy my gra- 
titude, and the hope that he will continue to look with favour on my State. 

1 trust that, until I am fortunate enough to meet you again face to face, 
I may he honored from time to time by lienring from you.

As a geneml rule such cases will be 
tried by the Court of the Political Officer in whom the political supervision of 
the Kishengurh State may at the time be vested.

That in no case shall either Government be bound to sarrender any person 
accused of a heinouB offence, except-on requisition duly made by, or by the 
autbority of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall be 
charged to have been committed, and also upon such evidence of criminality 
as,'according to the laws of the country in which the person accused shall be 
found, would justify bis appreheusioa and sustain the charge if the offence bad 
been there committed.

Tbe Thakur of Liwa agrees to aupprese and absolutely proliibit and prevent 
tbe manufacture of salt within any pa^ of the Lawa estate, whether overtly 
or under the guise of xnaoufacturing saltpetre or other snline product, anti to 
destroy and erase eiisting salt works, if any, so that salt cannot be there 
mode. 

ARtrcLB 2. 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatever, shall be levied by 
or with tbe permission or knowledge of the Thakur of Lnwa on salt, sugar, or 
any other article whatsoever, whether exported from or imported into, or 
carried through the Lawa estate: 

Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to debar the Thakur of 
Lawa from levying any sucb duty on bhang, ganja, spirits, opium, or other 
intoxicating drug or preparation, as he may consider necessary for excise 
purposes. 

Artiolh S. 

The Thakur of Lawa ^rees to prohibit the importation into, or consump* 
tion within the Lawa estate, of any salt whatever, other than salt on which 
duty has been levied by the British Government, and the ten maunds of salt 
mentioned in Article 5. 


Article 4. 

If any considerable stocks of salt be proved to exist within the Lawa estate 
at the time when this Agreement comes into force tbe Thakur of Lawa will, 
if so required by tbe British Government, take possession of such stocks, and 
will give the owners thereof the option either of transferring the salt to the 
British Government at such equitable valuation as he may fix, in concurrence 
with the Political Agent, or of paying to tbe said Agent such duty, not ex¬ 
ceeding two rupees eight annas per maund, on such salt as the Governor- 
General in Council may fix. In the event of the owuere as aforesaid accept¬ 
ing the latter alternative they shall be allowed to retain tbe salt on which 
duty eo provided may be paid, but not otherwise. 


AaTiCLS 5. 

In consideration of the due and effectual observance by the Thakur of 
Lawa of all the stipulations hereinbefore provided the British Government 
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tro pay to him yearly the sum of rupees seven hundred in half-yearly iti- 
Btalmeuts, the first instalment to be paid after the expiration of six months 
from the date on vrbich this Agreement comes iuto force. 

Further, the British Ooveinment engage to deliver yearly, at Samhhur, 
free of cost and duty, ten maunds of salt of good quality, for the use of the 
Tbakur of La^, to any one empowered by him in that behalf.

(I). JODBPUE OE MARWAR. 

The State of Jodhpur ranks among the first three States of Bajputana. 
It was founded in A.D. 1459 by Jodba, a reputed descendant of the Rathor 
Rajput EliDgs of Eanauj. Jodhpur became tributary to the Emperor Akbar. 
The family gare several daughters in marriage to the Imperial family and 
furnished some distinguished Generals to the Imperial army. About the 
beginning of last centnry Raja Ajit Singh became a party to the triple 
alliance with Udaipur and Jaipur to throw off the Muhammadan yoke. It 
was one of the conditions of this alliance that the Chiefs of Jaipur and Jodhpur 
should regain the privilege of marriage with the Udaipur family which they 
bad forfeited by contraotiog matrimonial alliances with the emperors, on the 
understanding that the offspring of the princesses of Udaipur should succeed 
to the State in preference to all other children. The quarrels to which this 
stipulation gave rise induced the aspirants to power to invoke the help of the 
Mabratta leaders in sn^port of their claims, and nltimately led to the subjec¬ 
tion of all the Kajput States to the Court of Poona. Jodhpur was oonqneted 
by Sindbia, who levied from it a tribute of sixty lakhs of rupees and took from 
it the fort and city of Ajmir. 

At the commencement of the war of 1808 Man Singh bad just been 
elected by the nobles to be Chief of Jodhpar after a long struggle with his 
cousin Bilim Singh. The alliance of the British Government was offered to 
him, and a Treaty (No. L) was concluded in 1808. But instead of ratifying 
it Man Singh proposed another. In the meantime he bad also given assist* 
ance to Holkar. The treaty was therefore formally cancelled in May 1804, 
and Man Singh was left to his own resources. Thereafter Jodhpur was ruined 
by internal disputes regarding the succesrion of Uhaukal Singh, a reputed sou 
of Bbim Singh, and by a disastrous war with Jaipur, in which the freebooter, 
Amir Khan, espoused first the cause of Jaipur and then of Jodhpar; 
terrified the Maharaja into abdication and pretended insanity; assumed 
the management of the State himself for two years; and ended by plundering 
the treasury and leaving the country with its resources completely exhausted. 

Chhatar Singh, the only son of the Maharaja, assumed the regency on 
the withdrawal of Amir Khan in 1817. With him oegotiatioos were com* 
menced at the outbreak of the Pindari war and a Treaty (No. LI) was 
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conoladed in January 1818, by which Jodhpur was taken under the protection 
of the British Government, to which Government the tribute payable to 
Sindhia was trausferred, and the Maharaja engaged to furnish 1,600 horse 
for general service whenever required, aud the whole foroes of the Jodhpur 
State when necessaiy. Cbhatar Singk died from the effects of dissipation 
shortly after the conclusion of the treaty, whereupon his father threw off the 
mask of iusanity and resumed the administration. 

In 1824 twenty^oue villages in the pai^anas of Chang and Kot^Kimaa 
in Merwara were made over (No. LII) to the British Government for 
eight years with a view to bringing the lawless Minas and Mere into submis¬ 
sion, the Maharaja agreeing to pay Rupees 16,000 a year towards the expecsea 
of the local corps which was then raised {tee Meywar Agency, Udaipur). 
The engagement was renewed (No. LIII) in 1885 for nine years, and seven 
additional villages were put under British administration. This lease expired 
in 1843. The Maharaja then resumed the seven villages, but expressed his 
readiness to leave the remaining twenty-one under the administration of the 
Biitish Government for such time as might suit their convenience. But no 
definite arrangements were made; and on this unsatisfactory footing the 
administration of these villages remained until 1885, when the British Gov¬ 
ernment and the Barbar agreed that Marwar should retain its sovereign rights 
in the villages and receive Rupees 3,000 a year for them, and if ever a net 
profit should be derived from them by Government Marwar should receive 
40 per cent, of it. On these conditions Government retains full and per¬ 
manent administrative control over the villages (Kharita, dated 2nd August, 
1886, No. LIV). 

The tract of Malani also was taken under the superintendence and 
control of the Resident, Jodhpur, in the year 1836, owing to the acknow¬ 
ledged inability of the Darbar to maintain order within its limits. It 
belongs to Jodhpur, but all its 460 villages except one are in the hands 
of Thakurs who pay a fixed annual tribute of 10,013 AJehai rupees 

(about 10,000 British rupees), which with other sources of revenue has 
always been collected by the Resident and paid over to the Darbar. In 1891 
the civil and revenue jurisdiction of Malani was re-transferred to the Darbar 
under certain specified conditions, the Resident retaining in his own hands the 
admiuistration of criminal justice and police, and special arrangements being 
made fov the management of the finances. This oonoeesion was made at the 
argent request of the Mabarflja, and in view of the improvement effected in 
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recent years in the administration of tbe Jodbpnr State. According to the 
Geiisas of 1891 tbe area of Malani was 6,4S2 square miles, and tbe popala- 
tion 221,184i souls. 

By tbe 8th Article of the Treaty of 1818 tbe Jodbpor State was bound 
to furnish a contingent of 1,500 horse. Cinder this Article a demand was 
made in 1832 for a force to oo>operate against freebooters who occupied Nagar 
Parkar. The contingent failed in its doty and proved perfectly useless. In 
1836, therefore, the obligation to furnish the contingent was commuted 
(No. LY) to an annual payment of Rupees 1,16,000 towards the Jodhpur 
Legion, which was then raised. The Legion mutinied in 1857. Its place is 
now supplied by the Eriupura Irregular Force. Besides the contribution for 
the Erinpura Force Jodhpur pays a tribute of Rupees 98,000. The tribute 
was formerly Rupees 1,08,000; but a remission of Rupees 10,000 was made 
in 1847 in consideration of the cession (No. LVI) to the British Government 
of tbe rights of Jodhpur to the district and fort of Umarkot. This district 
fell to the possession of Jodhpnr in 1780, but it was wrested from that State 
in 1813 by tbe Talpur Amirs of Sind. After the conquest of Sind Govern¬ 
ment promised to restore it to the Maharaja. But as the fort of Umarkot 
was a valuable frontier poet, and the district could not be controlled by 
Jodhpur, it was considered best for tbe British Government to retain posses¬ 
sion of it, and to give to Jodhpur a money compensation in the shape of 
remission of tribute. 

Within a few months after his resumption of power Maharaja Man 
Singh put to death or imprisoned most of the Chiefs who, daring bis assumed 
imbecility, had shown any unfriendly feeling towards him. Many of the 
other nobles fled from his tyranny and found refuge in neighbouring States. 
The esiled party appealed for aid to the British Government. Aid was re¬ 
fused; but an accommodation (No. LYII) was effected in 1824 with the 
Maharaja through tbe mediation of the British Government. In 1827 tbe 
recusant nobles assembled their followers, and putting tbe pretender Dbaukal 
Singh at their bead, prepared to invade Jodhpur from the Jaipur territory. 
By giving facilities for this attack on Jodhpur tbe Jaipur State was considered 
to have violated its treaty engagements in such a manner as to justify the 
British Government in adopting any measures which might seem expedient, 
both for resenting the infraction of a positive engagement, and for prerenting 
its mischievous effects. Strong remonstrances were, therefore, addressed to 
the Maharaja of Jaipur. Although the attack on Jodhpur was headed by 
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Mavwar nobles the Maharaja looked on it as a foreign aggression, and 
claimed protection nnder the Treaty of 1SI8« Dbaukal Singh was therefore 
called on by the British Government to retire from the confederacy. He 
withdrew to Jhsjjar and the Chiefs settled their dilEerences among themselves. 
At the same time Government declared that although it might perhaps be 
required to protect the Maharaja against unjust usurpation, or wanton hut too 
powerful rebellion, there was no obligation to support him against universal 
disaffection and insurrection cansed by bis own injustice, incapacity, and mis* 
rule. 

In 16S9, in consequence of disputes with the nobles and the subjection 
of the Maharaja to priestly induence, the misgovemment of Jodhpur was 
such that the British Government was compelled to interfere. A force was 
marched to Jodhpur, of which it held military oocupatioa for five months, 
and in 1889 Man Siugh executed an Engagement (No. LVIll) to ensure 
future good government. The engagement was a personal one, and ceased 
with bis life on 5th September 1843. 

Man Singh died without sous of his body and without adopting 
a son. The succession lay between the Chiefs of Idar and Akimadnagar in 
the Bombay Presidency, Idar being the nearest of kin. It was left to the 
widows, the nobles, and the State officials interested to select the Chief whom 
they should desire to rule over them. Their choice fell on Takbt Singh of 
Ahmadnagar, whom with his son Jaswant Singh they invited to Jodhpur. 
At this time Dhaukal Singh, the suppositidons son of Bhim Singh, revived 
hie claims, but they were set aside. 

On his removal to Jodhpur Takht Singh left bis son Jaswant Singh at 
Ahmadnagar and claimed the right to retain Ahmadnagar in bis family, on 
the ground that the former ruler, Pirthi Singh, had adopted Jaswant Singh, 
and he, Takht Singh, bad only been regent and not actual ruler of Abmad- 
nagar. Inquiry, however, proved that for two years Takht Singh had been, 
and had been recognised as, the ruler of Ahmadnagar, and that by the cue* 
toms of Bajputana and Guzarat and by Hindu law the right of succession 
of his family in Ahmadnagar was cancelled by his acceptance of power in 
Jodhpur. It was thdrefore decided in 1848 that Ahmadnagar should lapse 
to Idar from which State it had been severed in 1784, and that Takht Singh 
should remore his family from Ahmadnagar and abstain from all interference 
in its affairs. 
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Maharaja Takhb Sin»h did good servica daring the matinies, and in 1862 
be received the right o£ adoption {Addsndum to No. V), bat under bis rule the 
affairs of Martvnr fell into the atmost oonfnsion. From the time of his acces¬ 
sion to power he never relaxed his endeavours to resume the villages which his 
predeoessor had been compelled to restore in 1839. His unjust condscations 
and exactions led to constant disputes with his nobles which terminated in 1868 
in open hostilities between the parties. The principal nobles solicited the inter¬ 
vention of the British Government. Accordingly, while the nobles were given 
to understand that the interference of Government, if found necessary, would be 
carried out in a manner calculated to bear down all opposition, the Maharaja 
was informed that unless he consented within a given period to be guided bj the 
advice of the British authorities he would be deprived of all authority for the 
rest of his life. Under these circumstances the Maharaja signed an Agreement 
in 186S (No. LIX), by which he appointed a ministty to condact the affairs 
of the country, and placed at their disposal fifteen lakhs of rupees for public 
expenditure. He also agreed to manage all the State villages through the 
ministers, to place under them the whole civil and criminal administration 
of the State, and to restrict his private expenditure to a certain sum. Provi¬ 
sion was made for the maiutenance of the eldest and other sons of the 
Maharaja, who also hound himself to abide by the decision of Government 
in regard both to the saooession tax to be levied from the nobles aod to the 
disputes between the Maharaja and certain of their number. This agree¬ 
ment was to remain in force for four years unless a continuance of misrule 
shoold compel the British Government to interfere actively. 

In conformity with the terms of Article 9 of this agreement certain 
rules for determining the levy of succession tax (hukmnama) were accepted 
in 1869 by the Maharaja, who notified bis adherence to them by proclamation 
and ordered their adoption throughout his territoriea.* Tlie territorial disputes 
between the Maharaja and the leading nobles, and differences with minor 
fendatories, involving the proprietorship of nearly 260 villages, were tempo¬ 
rarily adjusted by the Political Agent on the basis of actual possession at the 
time of Maharaja Takht Singh's accession to power. The Maharaja endea¬ 
voured on various pretexts to evade the fulfilment of his promises, but event¬ 
ually appointed a committee to adjudicate on the respective claims: as how¬ 
ever the scope of the enquiry ezclnded many villages in dispute the measure 
was only partially successful in allaying the discontent. Under Article 8 of

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tlie agreemeut of 1863 the pargana of Godwar^ estimated to yield a revenue 
of one lakh of inipees per anunm, was set aside for the maintenance of Joswant 
Singh, the eldest son of the Maharaja. 

In 1872 Zorawar Singh, second son of Maharaja Takht Singh, took pos« 
session of the town and fort of Nogar, in the hopes of establishing bj force 
of arms In's claim to be considered heir to the /;adi, on the plea that bis elder 
biother had been adopted to Ahmadnagar, and that he was the drat eon born 
to Maharaja Takht Singh after his accession to Jodhpur. The insurrection 
was put down without bloodshed, and Zorawar Singh, whose claims were 
finally negatived by Government, was required to reside at Ajmir. 

Maharaja Takht Singh died in February 1878 and was succeeded by his 
eldest son Jaswant Singh, who had for several months been entrusted by bis 
father with the administration of the State. Maharaja Jaswant Singh was 
created a Knight Grand Commander of the Star of India in 1876, and was 
invested by His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales in person at Calcutta 
on Ist January 1876. 

A liberal provision was made by Maharaja Jaswant Singh for the nume¬ 
rous family left by bis father; this was considered inadequate by some of the 
members, and attempts to excite disaffection were made by them, but these 
ceased on its being understood that opposition to the legitimate authority of 
the Maharaja would be visited with the severe displeasure of the Supreme 
Government. 

Ill 1871, owing to the disorganised and disturbed condition of the Jalor 
district in Marwar which borders on Sirohi, the Jodhpur Darbar was required 
to entrust the police anaDgements of the entire border to the Political Super¬ 
intendent, Sirohi, and to place at his disposal such a body of troops as he 
might require. A special Assistant to the Political Superintendent was also 
appointed. The energetic measures adopted by the Political Superintendent 
were the meaim of restoring order in these border districts, and in 1874 the 
management of the Jalor district was restored to Maharaja Jaswaut Singh, 
who had himself made strenuons efforts since his accession to restore law and 
order throughout his territories. 

The peace of the Jalor-Sirohi border was again disturbed in 1879-80. 
The active measures taken by the Marwar and Sirohi Darbars led eventually 
to the capture of Sadul Singh, the outlawed Thakur of Rewara, who was exe¬ 
cuted by order of the Darbar in September 1382. In (he same year Lohiana, 
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a village which for generations had resisted Darbar authority and been the 
chief resort of the predatory Bhils of the border, was effectually overawed j 
and in 1883 Bans Salji, who owned the Lohiana estate, having become an 
outlaw the Darbar confiscated Lohiana. The Rana died in outlawry in 1884. 
In 188St, also, Moharaj Sir Partab Singh, brother of the Maharaja, took the 
first decided step towards establishing order on the Jaipur border by attack¬ 
ing Bararwa, a defiant village of Rajput robbers. In the same year the 
Sahrais, bold Mnsalman plundered, were attacked by Raj troops; many were 
killed, and the notorious village of Boyatra, to which they belonged, rcdnced 
to subjection. The lawless villages of Sakra on the Jaiaalmir border were in 
1883 brought under oontrol. In 1882-83 ninety-two dakaits, and daring 
the next two years ninety* five, were convicted aod punished by the Jodbpur 
Court of Vakils; and between 1883 and 1890 168 old dakaits who surrender¬ 
ed themselves were convicted on their own confessions and released on security 
for good behaviour and attendance when wanted. Coutinuons efforts have 
been made to encourage the criminal classes, whether Minas, Bhils, Baoris, 
Musalmans or Rajputs, to settle down to agriculture, and, when they 
wanted it, to provide thorn with land and enable them to till it. 

In 1866 the Maharaja agreed (No. LX) to cede lands for railway 
purposes. All rights, short of sovereignty rights, were yielded to the British 
Government in such lands. Duty was relinquished on all goods passing 
through the States without breaking bulk. 

In 1868 an extradition Treaty (No. LXI) was concluded with the 
Jodhpur State. In 1887 the Jodhpur State concluded an agreement 
(No, LXII) in modification of the Treaty of 1888 with the British Govern¬ 
ment, providing that in the extradition of offenders from British India to 
Jodhpur the procedure for the time being in force in British India should be 
followed. 

In 1869 the Maharaja agreed (No. LXIII) to ooniribnte one lakb of 
rupees per annum towards the construction of the main road through the 
Marwar State. 

In 1870 a Treaty (No. LXIV) was concluded with Maharaja Takht 
Singh for the lease of the Jodhpur share of the joint jurisdiction possee- 
eed by it and Jaipur of the salt manufactured at Sambhar. The terms 
of the lease were a payment of Rupees 1,25,000 per annum, with a royalty of 
20 per cent, on the amount of all sales beyond 8i lakhs of maunds of salt per 
annum. A second Treaty (No. LXV) was signed in April of the same 
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year, by which the Jodhpur State agi'eed to lease to the British Goremmeiit 
the Nawa and Gudba salt marts, which are also situated on the Sambhar Lake, 
at a rent of Rupees 3,00,000 per annum, with a royalty of 40 per cent, on 
sales in excess of 900,000 maunds of salt per annum. 

Id 1879 an Agreement (No. LXVl) was concluded with Maharaja Jaswant 
Singh for the lease to the British OoTemment of the four principal Daribas or 
salt sources of Marwar on an annual payment of Rupees 8,91,800, all other 
salt sources with the exception of two being suppressed and the proprietors and 
others interested being indemnified by the British Government. The agree- 
ment also provided for the prevention of the import and export of any salt 
except that on which British dnty had been levied, and for the removal of 
export and transit dues on salt. The Darbar is allowed to draw 225,000 
maunds of salt from the British works free of duty for local oonsumption. 

The -extradition code which came into force in 1873 between Patiala and 
Jaipur, and which was extended in 1883 to Bikanir in its relations with the 
States of Patiala, Jind, and Lobaru, also r^^lates the procedure existing 
between Jodhpur, Bikanir, and Jaipur. This was arranged locally. 

In 1884 the civil and criminal powers of the principal jagirdars were 
regulated and defined by mutual agreement. Under the scheme there are 
three grades of powers*-the highest giving power to imprison for 6 months 
and to fine np to Rupees 300, with jurisdiction in civil suits up to Rupees 1,000. 
The Courts throughout the State have been re-oi^nised, and the system of 
farming out the laud revenue to contractors has been abolished. A settle* 
meat of village bonndaries is in progress and has been completed (1890) 
throughout Uie greater part of the State, and the border with Mewar has 
been entirely defined, and that with Jaisalmir for the most part demarcated. 
A forest department has been constituted, and some important public works 
including a large extension of the railway, have been carried out. 

In 1889 an Agreement (No. LXVII) was concluded with the Darbar 
for the construction of a railway between Jodhpur and Bikanir at the joint 
expense uf the two States. 

In 18S6 transit duties were partially, and in 1890 entirely abolished. 
The customs system was entirely reformed in 1882 and 1883. 

Government Post Offices have been multiplied, and the Darbar is depend* 
ent on them instead of employing its own runners as it did prior to 1884. 

The ordinary salute of the Chief is 17 guns, but Maharaja Jaswant Singh 
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dnjojB a personal salute oE guns. His brother, Maharaj Dhii-aj Partab 
Singh, was made a Knight Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the 
Star of India in 1886, and an Honoraiy LieateQaDt>Colon«l in the British 
Armj on the Slat June 1887. 

The area of Jodhpur is 30,568 square miles, with a population according 
to the census of 1891 of 2,305,109. The revenue is about forty.three lakhs 
exclosire of alienations, which amount probably to more than double the land 
revenue of the State. The military establishment of the State, including 
iri-egulars, consisted in 1890 of 76 guns, classed as serviceable, 256 gunners, 
3,162 cavalry (including camel sowars), and 3,663 infantry. Of these forces 
the Maharaja has offered to place a regiment of cavalry 600 strong at the 
disposal of the Government of India for Imperial service. 


(II). JAISALMIB. 

OwiNQ to its isolated situation this State escaped the ravages of the 
Mahrattos. The first Chief with whom the British Government entered into 
political relatione was Mabsrawal Mulraj, who snooeeded to power in 1763- 
He would gladly have accepted the British protection in 1808, but the policy 
which limited the British ascendancy to the territories east of the Jamna 
prevented the formation of an alliance with him. In 1818, however, a Treaty 
(No. LXVIII) was concluded with Mulraj, by which the State was guaranteed 
to his posterity; the Chief was to be protected from serious invasions and 
dangers to his State, provided the cause of quarrel was not ascribable to bim » 
and was to act in subordinate co-operation with the British Government. No 
tribute was demanded from him. Up to 1823 the Jaisalmir State continned 
to nrge its claims to territories in the possession of other Chiefs, bat these 
claims were rejected, as the investigation of them was ineonsistent with the 
engagements subsisting between the British Government and other States. 

Puring the lifetime of Mulraj, who died in 1820, the State was virtually 
governed by his Minister, Salim Singh, who committed serious atrocities. 
He put to death nearly all the relatives of the Chief. The town of Jaisal¬ 
mir was depopulated by his cruelty, the trade of the country was inter¬ 
rupted, and the relatives of the Maharewal who escaped death fled from the 
country. 
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Muli-aj was secoeeiied by Uis graodson On] Singh. At the time of the 
oOQclasioa of the Ti'eaty of 1818 the Minister, Salim Singh, had endeavoored 
to obtain a guarantee, such as was given to the Minister of the Kota State, 
that the office of Minister would be hereditary in bis family; and on his death 
in 1S24' the leading men of the State appeared disposed to support the cause of 
his eldest eon, who after a ministry of a few months had been imprisoned by 
the Mabarawal; bat on the British Goverument declaring that it did not intend 
to interfere with the jast authority of the Maharawal in the appointment or 
pooishment of his Minister all parties retarned to their allegiance. 

In 1844, after the conquest of Sind, the forts of Shahgarh, Gai-sia, and 
Gbotaru or Ghotrn, which had been wrested from Jaisalmir, were restored to 
that State. The forts were given over by Mir AH Murad Khan, by order of 
the British Government, but no Sanad appears to have been given to the Chief 
of Jaisalmir on this occasion. 

Gaj Singh died in 1846, and his widow adopted Raujit Singh, who in 
1862 received a fomal Sanad {Addendum to No. Y) guaranteeing to him 
the right of adoption. 

Mabarawal Ran jit Singh died in June 1864 and was succeeded by his 
younger brother Bairi Sal, who was born in 1848. 

Bairi Sal died ou the 10th March 18S1, and bis widows, with the consent 
of the Govemiuent of India, adopted Sham Singh, a child of five yeai-s of 
age, who took the family name of Salivahan, It has been arranged that dur* 
iog the minority the administration of the State shall be conducted by the 
Resident of Jodhpur ns Saperintendent, aided by a Diwao and a Council of 
which tlie Diwan is to be Piwsident. 

An extradition Treaty (No. LXIX) was concluded with the Jaisalmir State 
iu 1870. But iu 1887 the Darbar concluded au Agreement (No. LXX) in 
modification of the ti’eaty of 1870 with the British Government, providing 
that in the extradition of ofienders from British India to Jaisalmir the pro* 
cedore for the time being in force in British India should be followed. In 
1801 rules for facilitatiug the extradition of offenders between the States of 
Bikanir and Jaisalmir were introduced with the approval of the Government 
of India. 

In 1879 an Agreement (No. LXXI) was concluded with the State provid¬ 
ing for the abolition of all dues upon British duty-paid salt. By this engage¬ 
ment the Barhar also undertook to limit the local manufacture of salt to 
15,000 maunds a year for local oonsumption. 
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The area of Jaisalmir is 16^447 square miles; the population nocord- 
itig to the census of 1891 is 115,701; aud the I'evenue, exoludiu^ alienation^ 
amounts to Rupees 1,58,000. The military force of the State oonsisted iu 
1890 of 17 nominally serviceable guns, 14 artillerymen, 140 cavalry (mostly 
feudal or horse) aud 353 infantry (irregulars). 


(III). SIROHI. 

Rao Shbo Sixes, with whom the British Government ooueloded a Treaty 
(No. LXXII) in 1823, was called to power in 1818 by the unanimous 
voice of the Chiefs of Sirohi, who bad deposed and placed in confinement 
his elder brother Udaibhanji for tyranny and oppression, Maharaja Man 
Singh of Jodhpur, who laid claim to supremacy over Sirobi, sent a force in 
1819 to liberate Udaibhanji, but he failed; and Udaibhanji coutinned in con« 
finement till his death iu 1847. It was during the disturbances incident on 
the Jodhpur invasion that Rao Sbeo Singh craved the protection of the 
British Oovernmeut. The Treaty of 1823 bouud the Rao to acknowledge 
the British supremacy; to abstain from political intercourse with other Chiefs; 
to govern in accordance with the advice of the British Agent; to introdnco an 
efBcient adminis^ation ; and to pay a tribute not exceeding three-eighths of tlie 
revenues. The British Government extended its protection to the State, 
guaianteed the succession to the heirs of Udaibhanji should there be any 
such on the death of Sheo Singh, and reserved to itself the right to regulate 
transit duties in Sirohl. On the death of Udaibhanji without children Sheo 
Singh, whose position under the Treaty had been that of Regent only, was 
acknowledged as successor bo the State, and his son as heir-apparent. 

The weakness of the Sirohi State rendered it necessary for the British 
Agent to exercise at first an unusual interference in its internal affairs. 
Many of the Tbakurs wei’e in rebellion supported by the wild Miuas of the 
hills. To enable the Rao to keep up a foi'oe to be employed in preserritig 
oMer a loan of half a lakh of rupees without interest was made to him, for 
the repaymeut of which be mortgaged (No. LXXIII) three-fourths of 
his customs duties. One of the most refractory of-the nobles was tbe Thakur 
of Nimbaj, with whom, after the Minas had been reduced by a British force, 
an Engagement (No. LXXIV) was mediated by the Volitical Agent in 1824, 
guaranieeiug to him hia lands on condition of feudal service and payment of

three-eighths of hia revenues to the Rao. Others of the Thahurs, particularly 
those of Bbatana, Gartval, Momal^ Madar, Fatwura^ and Jilivara, had trans¬ 
ferred their allegiance to Falaupur^ a State under the Bombay Govemmeut* 
The Rao of Sirohi claimed their restoration, but it was decided that all 
should remain under Palanpur, except the Thakurs of Madar and Jilwara> 
whose allegiance had not been transferred to Palanpur till after the jeat 
A. D, 1817. 

In 1854, at the earnest request of the Kao (No. LXXV), with a view 
to the liquidation of his debts, then amounting to about two lakhs of mpeesj 
tbe State was taken under the direct management of the British Oovernment 
for a period of eight years or such longer time as might be necessary. 1ft 
consequence of tbe incapacity of the Kao ;.he general control of affairs was 
in 1861 made over to his son Umed Singh, the old Rao retaining the dignities 
and honors of office. He died shortly after, and was sncoeeded by Umed 
Singh. The three brothers of tbe young Rao declined the provision which 
was made for them before their father's death and went into rebellion, but 
they afterwards tendered their submission and accepted a provision in land. 

Rao Sheo Singh did good service in the mutinies of 1857, in considera¬ 
tion of which be received a remission of half his tribute, which had been 
fixed at Salim Shabi Rupees 15,000 or Oovernment Rupees 13,702-8>0. The 
Sirobi tribute is therefore now only Salim Shahi Rupees 7,500 or Govern* 
ment Rupees 6,881.4*0. He also received, in 1862, the right of adoption 
{Adde%d%m to No. V), 

Rao Umed Singh tvas entrusted with the management of bis State in 
1865. Owing to his weakness of character, combined with apathy and super* 
stition, tbe affairs of tbe State very soon fell into confusion, and tbe dis¬ 
organization was increased by \be proceedings of tbe outlawed Thakur of 
fihatana, who resisted all offers of mediation and successfully evaded the 
pursuit of both British and Sirohi forces. In 1869 the Rao of Sirobi inti¬ 
mated bis wish to make over the management of bis State for a term of eight 
years, in order that it might be extricated from its pecuniary embarrassments. 
The negotiations however fell tlirough, ohieQy because the Rao would not 
agree to the oootinuance of British management for twelve years, although 
that was the shortest period within which it was calculated tbe State could 
be relieved of its difficulties, and because he was dissatisfied with a proposal 
to restrict his personal allowances. It became necessary therefore to require 
the Rao to carry out the necessary reforms, and he was warned that in the 
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event of hU proving obstructive or apathetic suoK measures of direct inter¬ 
ference 88 might be necessary would be resorted to. This warniog had the 
desired effect, aud the Rao took steps to reduce his expenditure and discharge 
the liabilities of the State. 

As a means of putting an end to the bingandage which prevailed in 
Sirobi the Political Superintendenoy of the State was transferred from an 
Assistant to the Agent to the Governor-General to the Commandant of the 
Rrinpnra Irregular Force, and he was authorised to station temporarily small 
detachments of the force at Sirohi, so as to relieve a portion of the Rao's 
police for service in the outlying districts; the direct interference of the force 
however was not to be called in except in emergencies with which the police of 
the State were clearly unable to cope. The measures adopted by the Political 
Superintendent for the extermination of brigandage on the Sirobi, Mewar, 
and Marwar frontiers were temporarily successful; but a fresh outbreak in 
1879, which continued for about three years, led to the Eriopura Force being 
employed in the suppression and arrest of dakaits. Since then the country 
has been fairly orderly, the most troublesome boundary cases have been 
settled, and the customs system has been reformed. 

In 1881 the Political charge of Sirohi was transferred to the Realdcnl, 
Weabero Bajputana States. 

Kao Sheo Singh made over to the British Government in 1845 some lands 
on Mount Abu for the establishment of a sanitarium. The grant was fettered 
by several conditions (No. LXXVl), one of which was that no kine should be 
killed. The Chief has on several oecasionB been requested to cancel this con¬ 
dition, but has always refused. In 1866 and 1867 the Kao consented (Nos. 
LXXVII and LXXVlll) to the extension of certain Acts to Mount Abu; and 
to the Political Superintendent being rested in civil and criminal matters 
with any powers which the Qovernment may think proper to delegate to him. 
Since 1870 these powers iu Mount Abu have been exercised by an Assistant to 
the Agent to the Governor.Qeaeral. In accoitlanoe with arrangements made 
with the Kao of Skohi the Government of India in 1884 issued a Notification 
declaring certain Acts to be in force in Abu and Anadra (including the road 
leading to the Abu Road Railway Station, and to the Bazar at Xharari), and 
defined the civil and criminal jurisdiction to be exercised within (hose limits. 

The Rao also agreed to give lands for railway purposes free of cost, to cede 
in them full jurisdiction short of sovereign rights, and to surrender all transit 
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duties on goods carried through his territory. No formal agreement has been 
concluded to this eilect. 

On the completion of the railway line between Ajmir and Abmadabad in 
1880 the Gorerument of India granted (No. LXXIX) an annual compen> 
ention of iiupees 10,000 to the Sirohi Darbar for loss of transit duties. But 
this coDcessioii was withdrawn in May 1886, on the Besident's showing 
that the State had not suffered from the opening of the railway. Tiie 
remaining traosit dues levied by the Sirohi Darbar were relinquished in 
April 1886, an example which the Thakurs of the State were soon induced to 
follow with regard to certain dues which they had the right to levy. No 
transit dues are now levied in Sii'ohi except a duty of Rupees five per msund 
levied by the Darbar on opium. 

In 1867 an extradition Treaty (No. LXXX) was concluded with Sirohi. 
But in 1887 the Sirohi State concluded an Agreement (No. LXXXI) in modi* 
fication of the Treaty of 1867 with the British Government, providing that 
in the extradition of offenders from British India to Sirohi the procedure for 
the time being in force in British India should be followed. 

In 1879 an Agreement (No. LXXXII) was concluded with the Darbar, 
providing for the suppression of the manufacture of salt within the State, tlie 
prevention of the export or import of any salt other than tliat which has paid 
British duty, and for the abolition of transit dues on salt. In 1882, by a 
supplementary Article (No. LXXXIII), the quantity of salt tbe Darbar was 
allowed to purchase ai half-duty rates for the oonsnmption of .the people of the 
State was increased from 13,000 to 16,000 maunds. In 1884 a casli payment 
of Bnpees 9,000 a year was substituted for this half-duty salt (No. LXXXIV). 

Rao Umed Singh died in September 187S, and his sou Xesri Singh was 
recc^ized as bis successor. The Chief is entitled to a salute of 15 guns. Ou 
1st January 1889 the title of Maliarao was conferred on the Chief as a 
hereditary distinction. 

Sirohi contains an area of 3,020 square miles, and a population, according 
to the census of 1891, of 186,310. The revenues amount to about 2^ lakhs 
of rupees. The military force, including in-egular troops, consisted in 1890 of 
5 guns, classed as serviceable, 532 infantry, and 109 cavalry. Of these forcee 
tbe Darbar has offered to place 100 infantry at the disposal of the Govern- 
meot of India for Imperial service. Tbe State pays for no local corps or con¬ 
tingents.

In’the event of any enemy of the Honourable Company evincing a dis¬ 
position to invade the conntry lately taken possession of by tbe Honotimble 
Company in Hindostan, Mahnrajjib Dheeraj shall send the whole of his forces 
to tbe assistance of the Company's army, and shall exert himself to the utmost 
of his power in repelling the enemy, and shall neglect no opportunity of prov¬ 
ing his friendship and attachment.

Whereas, in conseqaeoce of the frieodsbip established by the second Arti¬ 
cle of the present Treaty, the HoDoorablc Company become gaarantee to ^ 
Maharajah Dheeraj for the security of his country against external enemies, 
Mabariijah Dheeraj hereby agrees, that if any misunderstanding should arise 
between him and any other State Maharajah Dheeraj will, in the first instance, 
submit the cause of dispute to the Company's government that the govern¬ 
ment may endeavonr to settle it amicably j if, from the obstinacy of the oppo¬ 
site party, no amicable terms can he settled, Uieu Maharajah Dheeraj may 
demand aid from the CotnpaDy's ^vemment. In the event above stated it 
will be granted, and Maharajah Dheeraj agrees to take upon himself the 
charge of the expense of such aid, at the same rate as has l^n settled with 
the other Chieftains of Hmdostan.

Maharajah Dheeraj hereby agrees, although he is in reality the master of 
bis own army, to act, during the tiroe of war or prosp^t of action, agreeably 
to the advice and opinion of the Commander of the English army wUch may 
be employed with his troops.

The Maharajah shall not entertain in his service, or in any manner gpve 
admission to, any English or French eubjects, or any other person from among 
the inhabitants of Europe, without the consent of the Company’s government.

From His Excellbnct tbo Viceroy and Govbbnoe General 
of India to His Highness Kaj Bajbshwab Mahabaj 
Adhiraj Jaswant Singh Bahadur, g.c.s.i., Jodhpore,— 
dated Simla, Snd August 1885. 

My bokorsd and yalcbd ybibxd, 

Towsids the end of kat year my Agent in Rajpiitana repreaented to me 
that the debt doe irom Your Higboess’s State to the British Government on 
account of the Merwara Battalion had been liquidated by the diet March 
18&4, and that an opportnnity offered iteelf of seeing in a satisfactory manner 
the tenure on which the British Ooveroment administers the district of Mar- 
war-Merwara. I approved of certain terms of settlement which bad beeu 
enggested by Sir Edward Bradford, and I anthorised him to ascertain Your 
Highnesses wishes on the sabject. In reply I have received a copy of a com* 
munication addressed nndei' Yoor Highness's orders on the 1st May 1885, to 
the Resident in the Western States of Rajputana. I understand from this 
letter that Your Highness is witling to leave Marwar^Merwara to the pernoa* 
neat occupation and full administrative control of the British Oovernment, 
subieet to the following conditions, namely 

{!) that the sovereign nghts of the Marwar State over the tract shall 
be fully recognis^ by the British Government; 

(2) that the aarplns revenue of the tract accumulated from past years, 
and now iu tbo possession of the British Ooveroment, shall he 
handed over to the Marwar State; 

{3) that the Marwar State shall in future receive an annual payment 
from the British Government of three thousand rupees on 
aooouut of the revenue of the tract', without regard to the 
amount actually realised from the villages by the British Oov¬ 
ernment; 

(4) that if hereafter the annual revenue derived by the British Gov¬ 
ernment from the villages more than covers the stipulated pay¬ 
ment of three thousand rupees, and the cost of management and 
any charges for improvements specially sanctioned by the Gov- 
ernment of India, a share of the net surplus amoanting to 
forty per ceutum shall be paid to the Marwar State under the 
name of 'Royalty.' 

I now write to inform Your Highness that on behalf of the British Gov¬ 
ernment 1 accept and agree to these conditions. 

The new arrangement may appropriated take effect from the 1st of April 
1885; and 1 have therefore iostrncted Sir Edward Bradford to pay 1o Your 
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Highness's A^nt the halanoe at the credit of the district of Mamar-Merwara 
on that date, aamelj, eleven thousand two hundred and six rupees aud ei^ht 
annas.

Rupees in lieu of the Contingeot of fifteen hundred horse which be is bound to 
furnish when required, as specified in the eighth Article of his Treaty with the 
British Government, dated Delhi, the dtb January 1818; this paper is written 
as an agreement which cancels, on the part of the Britisli Government, the 
following words of the said eighth Article of the said Treaty, ms .: ^*Tbe 
State of Jodhpore shall famish fifteen hundred horse when required," and 
provides for the pecuniary payment at Ajmere by the State of Jodhpore as 
above stated, viz., one lakh snd fifteen thousand Knldar Rupees per year." 
Tiie first payment of one lakh and fifteen thousand Rupees to be ma^e on the 
first day of the month of Poose Sumbut 1893, and the same to be paid on the 
same date in each future year.

' ever the British Government may be pleased to grant it away let it be grant¬ 
ed to me, and not to another, lor Omerkote was mine, so let it be gianted to 
me. In Hajasthan we estimate a right to land very high, and the day on 
which Omerkote is g^veu to me will be a day of great rejoicing. 

''In the meanwhile may the 10,000 Rupees be deducted yearly from the 
1,08,000 (tribate payable to the British Government). This d^uction is 
granted in lieu of land, and tribute is leviable on land, therefore it ought to be 
deducted from the tribute/^

of high grati&oation to the British Government, as its credit will be enhanced 
in its accomplishment. 

The above eng^ement having been negociated as above described 
at Jodhpore on the Sith day of September 1839 will by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Sutherland be submitted for the con&rmation or amendment of the Eight 
Hon'ble the GoverooT'Oeneral of India, and a khureeta to the address of the 
Maharajah of the tenor of the above engagement shall be obtained from His 
Lordship. 

The foregoing agreement has been concluded by Colonel John Suther¬ 
land in virtue of authority vested in him by the Eight Hou'bla George Lord 
Auckland, G.C.B., Governor-General of India.

Article In the original draft it was merely stated that a garrison 
should be placed in the fort; what follows is the Maharajah's: ** a suitable 
spot" was stated to mean that our garrison should not occupy the palace, the 
senaoa, or the temples. 

Article 5 .—The landed and other rights of all these persons to be defined 
in oonfoimity with the Ist Article.

I'hey are not 
to reoeive any instructions through palace servants, or persons about the 
eenana; they are not to he at liberty to del^ate their authority to others 
without the joint consent of the Maharajah and Politioal Agent.

The Minister is to pay puoctnally in half-yearly instalments, to whoever 
the Maharajah may appoint, an annual sum of from Rupees 1,80,000 to 
Rupees 2,^0,000, according to circumstances, for the private expenses (KhaO' 
geekburuch) of the palace. 

This amount has been decided on a confidential estimate on record with 
His Highness and the Governor General's Agent.

I have had the pleasure to receive and understand yonr khureeta of tbe 
I9tb February last to this effect, that Government considers the stipulations 
contained in my former letter to amount to a virtual refusal by this Durbar to 
have a Bailway. I wisb you to know that I never wished to msapprove of tbe 
Eaiiway; indeed, I feel bow many benefits it will confer on Marwar. What 
I first wrote regarding tbe loss of customs duties was founded on this that 
very little foreign go^s are expended in Marwar, and that, besides salt, there 
is no other export; of importance produced in Marwar, therefore the chief 
income of this State is derived from transit dues on articles which pass through 
it («.«., without breaking bulk), and from the loss of this item my revenue 
will certainly suffer heavily. Still in deference to your address to me, to the 
wishes of the British Government, and to the benefit of all my subjects, I 
accede to the Railway passing through Marwar on tbe following conditions 

Articlb 1. 

Ground averaging 200 feet in area will be granted free for tlie line 
or stations, whatever loss is incurred by villages, wells, or gardens in tins land 
will be borne by this Durbar.

Whereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded 
on the %6ih August 1868, between the British GoTemment and the Jodhpore 
State: And whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradi¬ 
tion of offenders from British India to the Jodhpore State has been found by 
experience to be leas simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the 
law as to the extradition of offenders in force in British India : It is hereby 
agreed between the British Government and the Jodhpore State that the provi¬ 
sions of the Treaty preecribing a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall 
no longer apply to oases of extradition from British India to the Jodhpore 
State; but that the procedure prescribed by the law as to the extradition of 
offenders for the time being in force in British India shall be followed in 
every such case.

TRAKSL&.TION of n Khttrebta from His Highness the Maeabaja 
of JouDHPOOR, to Political Agent, Joudhpoob, dated 7tli 
March 1869. 

It is known to von that it has been long under His Highnesses cnns’d^ra* 
tion to oonstruct an Imperial line of metalled road for the benefit of the pub¬ 
lic at large from Erinpoora to Barr in Marwar vid Palee. Previouely, daring 
Major Nixon^t and Captain Impey's tenure of office, ordera had been issued 
by the Durbar, ond here and there a road bad been commenced; but owing to 
the expense of Hie Highness’s jonmeys to Reean, Agra and Serolee the works 
bad to be suspended. 

You have now informed me that the Government of India are contem¬ 
plating making an lmi>erial road through the Burr Pass, from Nya Nnggur 
in the Ajmere District to Burr, and that the work in the Burr Pats has ac¬ 
tually b^n commenced, and you have proposed that the road from Burr to 
Erinpoora through Marwar should be constiDCted by me, and yon have also in¬ 
timated that if the Durbar consented to the construction of the same the 
British Government would assist by giving a portion of tbs expenses. From 
this the Durbar felt its wishes were about to be realized. 1 have now given 
the Bubject my mature consideration and have determined to construct the 
line of road from Burr to Erinpoora through my territory, and to issue orders 
to that effect. Furthermore, a branch road from Joudhpoor to Palee will 
also be made, and as to the cost of the same, the eipeuse of conetruotion, ex¬ 
clusive of what the British Government may give, will be borne by the Mar¬ 
war State, which will pay for and make all the work. Since it was necessary 
to inform you of the fact the above is snbmitted for your information. I 
nave written to you with the view of obtaining your opinion and ideas on the 
construction of both these roads, and whatever is decided upon will be done 
according to your advice. 
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Arrangement concluded between His Highness Tukht Sing, 
Maharaja of Joudhpooe, K.O.S.I., and Colonel J. 0. 
Brooke, Officiating Political Agent, Marwar, for the 
construction of the Imperial road through the State of Mar- 
war, from Burr to Erinpoora.—1869. 

The roads dow sauotioned by the Maharaja are to be constructed by the 
Rajpootana Public Works Department. Bis Higlmess undertakes to pay for 
them at the rate of one lakh of GoTomment Rupees yearly, but will be glad 
to see them proeecated as vigorously as Ooveromeut may oliooae, on the clear 
understanding that he is not to be ^led upon to pay interest for any sums 
advanced for the works in anticipation of the yearly lakh. 

2. The total cost of the work to be defrayed in the proportion of 8D percent, 
by the Marwar Government, and 20 cent by the Government of India. 

The road to be constructed on the same model as the road already sanc- 
honed through the Kisbengurh State and the Ajmere District, and no increas¬ 
ed expenditure to be permitted without the concurrence of the Durbar. 

The present D&k Bungalows to be put in thorough repair by the Depart¬ 
ment Public Works, and a new D4ic Bungalow to be erected at Burr. 

The present Burr Bungalow to be repaired and used as an Inspection 
Chowkee, and three others to be constructed between it and Eriupoora for 
the same purpose. 

The Marwar Government to he charged only with their share of the 
Executive Division or Divisions employed on these works, bnt not with any 
portion of the sopervising establishments. 

8 . No bridge estimated to cost more than Rupees 20,000 to be under¬ 
taken without the express sanction of the Maharaja. 

4. With a view of keeping the Durbar informed of the expenditure and 
progress of the work a copy of all oontracte entered into for these works to 
be furnished to it, and a monthly statement to be sent of expenditure incur¬ 
red in departmental labour. 

Any copies of acooants asked for by the Durbar will be furoisbed on its 
intimating its willingneBS to make arrangensents for transcribing them. 

5. An Ageot will be appointed by the Durbar to meet the Executive 
Engineer who will locate the line. The Agent will remain with him and 
a^ist him in all matters in which the people of the country are concerned. 
As little iujury as possible will be done to rubbee cultivation by the location 
of the line, and all arrangements for making over the land shall be made by 
Ihe Durbar’s Agent. 

In case of any difficulty the Executive Engineer will address the 
Political Agent, who will consult with tbe Durbar. The portions of the road 
already constructed will be utilized as much as possible.

Whereas by Treatv dated 18th April 1870, and made between (be 
British Onvemment and His Highness the Maharajah of Jodhpoor to enable 
the British Ooveroment to carry on the manofacture and sale of salt at 
the Sambhur Lake, it was (amongst other things) agreed that the Govern- 
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m(>nt of Jodhpcor should empower the British Government, and all officers 
appointed bj the British Government in this behalf, to enter and search, in 
case of suspicion, houses and all other places, enclosed or otherwise, within 
the limits hereinafter deBoed, and to arrest and punish with fine, imprison* 
ment, confiscation of goods, or otherwise, any and all persons detected within 
such limits id the violation of any of the rules or regulations which may be 
laid down hy the British Government in regard to the manufacture, sale, or 
removal of salt, or the prevention of unlicensed manufacture or smuggling; 
and that, under the authority of the said Government of Jodbpoor, the Bri* 
tish Government sliould constitute a Court, presided over by a competent 
officer, for the trial and punishment, on conviction, of all persons charged witb 
violntious of the said rules and regulations or with offences connect^ there¬ 
with ; and the British Government was also authoriaed to cause the confine* 
ment of any such offenders sentenced to imprisonment within the aforesaid 
limits or elsewhere os might seem to it most fitting. 

In pursnance of the provisions hereinbefore cited, and under the authority 
aforesaid, the Viceroy and Governor-General of India in Gonncil hereby

Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to prohibit the 6<ntd

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State, or tbe opening at any time with the previous knowledge of the 
Political Agent of snch new saltpetre works as the Maharaja of Jodhpore maj 
consider necessary, 

Artiolr 2. 

His Highness the Maharaja undertakes to prevent the importation 
into, or exportation from, the Jodhpore State, of any salt whatever other than 
salt upon which dnty has been levi^ by the British Government. 


Article 8. 

No export or transit duty shall be levied within the Jodhpore State upon

Provided that if the British Government shall at any time cease to carry 
on or permit the manufacture of salt at any or all of the said salt sonrcea, 
they shall equitably compensate all poprietors of private works therein situ¬ 
ated and all manufacturers therein employed for any losses they may in con¬ 
sequence sustain. 

Provided also that the Mahaiaja of Jodhpore shall only be held to trans¬ 
fer to the British Govemmt^nt such rights, property and authority over any 
works or pits at present existing at any of the said sources as are now actually 
vested in himself. 


Artiolb 5. 

His Highness the Maharaja will, iu consaltation with the Political 
Agent, cauee each of the four salt sources aforesaid to be demarcated by a line 
enclosing the whole tract occupied, and shall extend the provisions of Articles 
8 , 5, 8, and 16 of the Sambbur Lake Treaty of 1870 to the tracts so enclosed, 
so far as they may be applicable. The British Government agrees to the 
extension of Arridcs 10,14, and 15 of the said Treaty to the said tract. 

Articlb 6. 

The Brrrish Government agree to pay annually, in half-yearly instal¬ 
ments, to His Highness the Maharaja for the lease of the four salt sources 
named in article 4 (including compensation to ail holders of dharmade and 
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similar charitable and religious allotments) the following sums in British

If any stocks of salt be fonnd to exist within tbe Jodhpore State at the 
time when tliis Agreement comes into force or when a duty shall be first im¬ 
posed by tbe British Government at the aforesaid works ou their prodace, the 
Moharsja of Jodhpore will, if so required by the British Government, take 
possession of such stocks, aud will give the owners thereof the option either 
of transferring the salt to the British Government at such equitable valuation 
as he may fix, in concurrence with the Political Agent, or of paying tbe said 
Agent snob dnty not exceeding two rupees eight annas per mound on such salt 
as the Governor General in Council may fix.

The British Government agree to deliver annually 2,25,000 (two lakhs 
twenty-five thousand) maunds of good salt (in half-yearly instalments of 
1,12,000 and 1,13,000 maunds respectively), at a prioe not exceeding eight 
annas per maund, free of duty to the officers of His Highness the Maharaja 
for the use of the people of the Jodhpore State. The first instalment of salt 
shall be claimable on the expiration of six months from the date of the 
assumption of the management of the works by the British Government, or 
sooner, should the Maharaja desire it and if the requisite quantity be availahle 
at the works. 

Each instalment shall be removed by the officers of the Maharaja within 
one year from the date of its falling due, failing which all claim to it or of 
such portion of it as may remain uurerooved shall cease.

Memorandum of an Aorebmbnt entered into between the 
British Government and Ills Highness the Maharaja of 
Jodhpur for the construction of a Bailwat from Jodhpur 
to Bikanir.— 1889. 

1. His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur agrees to construct, in con¬ 
junction with His Highness the Maharaja of Bikauir, a Hne of rwlway to 
connect Jodhpur with Bikanir. The Railway will be called the Jodhpur* 
Bikanir Railway. It will he the exclusive property of the two l^ative 
States, each of which will receive all the profits derived from the working 
of the portion of the line running through its territory. 

2. His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur will provide all the capital 
reqaired for the construction, maiotenance, and working o! the Marwar 
section, the Bikanir Darbar providing the same for its portion. 

The line will be on the metre-gauge, and will he constructed in accord¬ 
ance with the standard dimensions prescribed by the Government of India. 

3. His Highness the Maharaja of Jodhpur has accepted the offer of the 
Biknnir Darbar to lend on behalf of the project twenty iakbs of rupees at 
four percent, interest: this sum His Highness undertakes to liquidate by 
annual instalments of not less thon three lakhs, to be paid from the Salt 
Treaty payment received by the Jodhpur Darbar. His Highness the Maha¬ 
raja will be at liberty to apply more than three lakhs annually towards 
repayment of the loan, but it is to be understood that from the inst^ment so 
paid the interest ac^iraed will first be deducted and the balance will be 
credited towards the liquidation of the principal. 

4. Tbe preparation of separate estimates for each Statens portion of the 
line shall be completed as soon as possible, and the same shall be submitted for 
tbe inspection of the Ooverniueut of India. 

5. The construction and man:^ement of the proposed line shall be entrust¬ 
ed to tbe Manager for the time being of the Jodhpur Railway, who shall also 
be the Manager of the Jodhpur-Bikanir Railway. The work shall com¬ 
mence from the Jodhpur side. 

6 . The Station staff and the police required shall be appointed by, and be 
placed under the general control and direction of, tbe Manager for the time 
Ming of the Jodhpur-Bikonir Railway, subjert to the approval of the 
Jodhpur Darbar for the section within Marwar limits. 

7. Tbe Jodhpur Darbar shall exercise complete autliority over the por¬ 
tion of the line situate in its territory subject to tbe condition that His High¬ 
ness the Maharaja shall cede full criminal and ci?il jurisdiction over the land 
occupied by the Railway whenever the Government of India consider it 
deeimble. 

K. The line sholl not he opened until it has been inspected and passed as 
safe by an ofiBcer duly empowered in that behalf by the Uovernmont of 
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India. Further, the OoTcmment of India shall ho at liberty to depute a 
competent officer to inspect all the works of the Railway at all times, and all 
reasonable facilities shall be given to him in such inspections for ascertaining 
bow the works are being constructed and the Railway worked. 

9. Such I'etuma and information as are sapplied in the case of tiie Jodh¬ 
pur Railway shall be furnished for the Jodhpur-Bikanir line. 

* The line shall be worked in accordance with the general rules and regula¬ 
tions in force on Indian State Railways. 

10. The British Government has consented to the construction by the 
Telegraph Department of a line of telegraph for the joint nse of the Tel^iAph 
Department and of the Jodhpur-Bikanir Railway on the same terms as are 
applicable to State Railway Telegraphs in British India, subject to the exception 
that the Jodhpur and Bikanir States will bear the drst cost for the portion 
of the line within their territories, in proportion to the number of wires used res¬ 
pectively by the Telegraph Department and the Jodhpur-Bikanir Railway, 
aod be relieved of any charge for interest therefor, and on the underetandiog 
that the Licensed Telegraph Knles in force in British India are observed on the 
said Railway. Under this arrangement each State will retain tbe collections 
made at tbe offices within its territory, and be liable for the whole cost of 
working and maintaining its portion of tbe telegraph line. 

11. This agreement may be modified at any time by mutual consent.

Eatifiod the 8th May 1879. 

Article 1. 

His Highness tbe Maharawal agrees to levy a duty of one rupee per 
maund on all salt manufactured in leysulmere territory. This duty to be in 
excess of the existing chargee for salt sold by the State. 

AnncLB 2. 

His Highness the Maharawal undertakes to prevent tbe export of salt 
manufactured in Jeysulmere into any other State. 

AaTiOLB 8. 

His Highoess undertakes that no export or transit duty of any kind 
shall be leviM within tbe Jeysulmere State upon salt upon which duty has 
been levied by the British Government. 

Aatiole 4. 

From and after Ist October 1878 tbe amount of salt manufactured in 
tbe Jeysulmere State shall not exceed 15,000 (fifteen thousand) maands in 
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eaeb jear, and this amount shall be roanufaetured oolj for coosumptioa and 
use within the limits of the Jeysulmere State. 

Provided that if it be found that this amount of salt is less than, or in 
excess of, actnal requirements, the limit of mauafactnre shall by mutual 
agreement hereafter be increased or diminished. 

Article 5. 

His Highness the Maharawal undertakes to supply the Political Agent 
with yearly retarns of the actnal amoont of salt manofactuved and used in 
the Jeysnlmere State. 

This Agreement is to come into force from Ist October 1878, the date 
on which the British Government assumed charge of the salt sources in the 
Marwar State.

Whereas at this time Rao Sheo Sing, the Regent of Serohi and repre« 
sentative of the rulers of that principality, has solicit^ that the protection of 
tlie British Government may he extended to bis coontry, and the British 
Government has satisfied itself that the State of Serobi is not politically 
dependent on any of the other Princes or Chiefs of Rajpootana, the request of 
the Rao has been complied with, and the following Articles have been agreed 
upon as a lasting engagement to define the relations between the parties, and 
to determine the terms and conditions of the alliance which will be adher^ to 
by both governments as long as the sun and the moon shall endure. 

Articls 1. 

The British Government consents to take under its protection, and to 
receive amongst the number of its dependent and tributary States, the cbief- 
■liip and territory of Serobi. 
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Abticlb 2. 

Tbe Reg^t Rao Sbeo Sing on bis own behalf, and in tbe name of the 
]lao, hia heirs and successors, hereby achaowledgee the supremacy of the 
British (iovernment, and engages to disobarge with 6delity the duties of alle¬ 
giance, and to observe panctually tbe other conditions detmled in this engage- 
meut. 

Abticlb 8. 

The Rao of Serohi will not form or maintaio oonnections with any other 
States or Clnefs. He will not commit aggression on any one. If by accident 
disputes arise with a neighbour] they shall be sobmitted to tbe arbitration and 
decision of tbe British Oovemroent. That Government undertakes also to 
arbitrate and adjust any claims which may be possessed or advanced by other 
States upon Serohi or vice vend, whether for lands, service, money, oontriba- 
tions, or otherwise. 

Abtiols 4. 

The jurisdiction of the British Government shall not be introduced into 
the territories of Serohi, but the rulers thereof shall at all times attend to tbe 
advice of the officer of the British Government in the administration of their 
affairs, and act in conformity thereto. 

Articlb 5. 

Tbe territory of Serohi having at this time become a perfect desert, in 
consequence of intestine divisions, the disorderly conduct of the evil-disposed 
portion of its inhabitants, and the incursions of predatory tribes, the Regent 
hereby expressly and specially engages to follow the counsel of the British 
authority in all bis proceedings for the restoration of tbe prosperity of the 
country and the intr^uction oE good order and regularity. Tbe Regent like* 
wise promises that he will use bis most strenuous exertions, both now and 
hereafter, for the improvement of the oouotry, the suppression of robbery 
and theft, and the due and efficient administration of justioe to all his 
subjects.

If any of the Sirdars and Thakoors of Serohi shall commit offences or be 
guilty of disobedience, the same shall be punished by fine or confiscation of lands, 
or such other infiiotion as may be in each case determined on, in concert and 
concurrence with tbe Officers of the British Government. 

Articlb 7. 

All classes in Serohi, noblee and peasants, having with one voice declared 
that Rao Oodebaun, the former ruler, was jnstly deposed and thrown into 
conffnement, with the approbation of all the Sirdars and Thakoors, on account 
of his tyranny and oppression to his subjects, and tbe Rao Sbeo Sing being 
by all parties admitted to be tbe proper snccessor, tbe British Government 
will recognize the Bao Sbeo Sing as K^ent of tbe State during the time of 
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his Datara.1 life, bat after his decease, should there be auy lavrful heirs of Rao 
Oodebaun, they will succeed to the principality. 

AaTiGLi 8. 

The State of Serohi shall pay such tribute to the British Gorernment to 
defray the expenses incurred by uudertabinff its protection, as may be deter¬ 
mined on, at the expiration of three years the date of this engagemeot, 
provided, however, that the amount thereof shall not exceed three-eighths or six 
pTinan of the annual revenues of the country. 

Axtiolb 9. 

With the view to the enooursf^ment of trade and the promotion of the 
general welfare of the community it shall he competent to the Officers of the 
British Government to recommend such rates of transit duties and regulataons 
for the collection of customs within the limits of the Serohi territory as may 
on further experience be judged expedient, and to interfere from time to time 
to enforce or amend the same. 

Artioia 10. 

When any detachment of British troope shall be employed in or near 
Serohi the Rao will, in tlie due dischuge of his duty to the British Govern¬ 
ment, provide the same with all the needful supplies without charging any 
duty thereon. The Commanding Officer of such force will, on his part, use 
his best endeavours for the protection from injury of the crops and corn-fields; 
aud should it meet the views of the British Government to canton a force in 
Serohi it shall be optional with it to do so, and no dissatisfaction with the 
arrangement will be lelt on the part of the Rao. So also should it be found 
neeessjiry hereafter to raise for the service of the State of Serohi a corps, to he 
officered and disciplined by Europeans the Rao engages to adopt that measure 
to the extent of his means on the recommendation of the British Government: 
a liberal regard being had to the amount paid by him as tribute. The militia 
actually entertained by the Rao will be at all times ready to act in subordinate 
co-operation with the Officers of Uie British Government.

The Right Honourable the Governor-General in Council having been 
pleased to authorize a loan not exceeding fifty thousand Sonat Rupees for 
three years without interest to Maba Rao Sbeo Sing» Regent of Serohi, for 
the specific purpose of entertaining and keeping up a small corps of Irregulars, 
to be employed for the police and revenue duties of the State under the advice 
and superintendence of the British Agent; Maha Rao Sbeo Sing engages, 
after the expiration of three years from the date of the first payment to the 
troops, to commence the liquidation of such sums as be may have borrowed by 
mortgaging three-fourths of custom duties. 

Any difference in exchange or loss in raising the money to be borne by 
the Bao, it being clearly understood the repayment is to be made in a Rupee 
of equal value to the advance.

Tacooob of Neeububgb concluded at Serohi on Bysak Sood 
chut Sumbut 1880, corresponding with the 4th May, A.D., 
1824. 

On Bysak Sood Ebum Sumbut 1S18, corresponding with the 29th April 
1824, Race Sing Tacooor and Prim Sing Tacooor of Neembudge having h^n 
reconciled, and having submitted themselves to Maha Rao Sea Sing of Serohi, 
hereby acknowledge his supremacy and subscribe to the following seven 
Articles of agreement which are to endnre from generation to generation and 
to which no objections shall ever be made. 

Articlb 1. 

From produce of every description, whether of land, transit, or town 
duties from the village and pnttab of Neembudge, six annas in the Rupee, 
or three-eighths, shall be paid to the Sree Durbar of Serohi. Fines and exao 
tions of every description from the ryots to be discontinued. 

ARTicr.E 2. 

Koonwur Oody Sing, the son of the Taocoor of Neembudge, wishes to 
obtain the rente of the villages of Girwur, Pornera, and Moongthullah, the 
jaghire of the late Tacooor Lakh Jee; at present that State is under Pablao* 
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poor y%Dteotion, should it be leslored to Serolu, ibis point will be decided by 
the Maha Rao agreeably to the rules of strict justice. 


Abtict.b S. 

In Xeembndge and its dependencies all affiiirs of revenue, justice, &o.» 
shall be conducted in concert with tbe kamdars of Serohi ; no injustice or 
opprewioQ will be allowed. 


Anneut 4. 

Whenever the sirdars and tbe troops of Serohi assemble for any particular 
service the Tacooor of Neembndge in person apd bis troops sliall also attend 
without making any excuse. 


Article 5. 

Tbe Tacooor of Neembudge will not maintain or form connexions with 
any other State; he will not join in any disturbances which may take place in 
the Jodhpore Pablanpoor Territories amongst his brethren or the Kolies. If 
disputes should occur with any one be will acquaint the Dorbar of Serohi and 
submit to the orders which he may receive. 


Articlb 0. 

Tbe Taccoor of Neembudge to ensure traDqnillity to his ryots will adopt 
every measure in bis power to keep bis Bbeels, Kolies, and Meenahs in order. 
Whatever theft or robbery may take place on his e^te be shall certainly 
make good. 

Articib 7. 

Tbe Dorbar of Serohi has, for the maintenance and support of the 
Kocnwur, Tsocooranies, and female relatioos of the Neembudge Taccoor, 
exempted the uuder-mentioned eighteen wells from tbe payment of the snm 
chargnabie on the other lands of his estate: no alteration in these shall ever 
take place.

into a thriving condition ; shonid the object desired not be obtained in the 
above-named seven or eight years, the period to be extended. This S(ate 
has been saved by the British Oovemmeot. I tberefoi'C trust to its hindnees 
to adopt further measures for its improvement. Syud Niamut AU (Vakeel) 
has been directed to accompany you as far as Neemuch ; he is well acquainted 
with the affairs of Serohi, both past and present, and can give information 
on all questions concerning it, &c., &c. 


Translation of a Khureeta from His Highness the Rao of 
Serohi to Libtjtenant-Oolonel Sir H. M. Lawrence,

Aftrk CoiiPLTiiBNTS.—I have received your letter of the 3rd February 
(instant) (being a reply to one from" me), informing me that before my 
request can be complied with it is necessary that you should be informed 
whether I am prepared to give my ready assent to all such arrangements 
as the Political Superintendent may consider necessary and advisable, xedno- 
tion of expenditure, &o., &c., my own station and respectability being duly 
observed; also whether I engage that no sort of impediment shall be offered 
to the Political Superintendent's entire management of affairs, and requiring 
an early answer to those propositions. 

I fully understand your letter, and state in reply that my position being 
duly respected, I shall be extremely happy that the arrangements take place 
as proposed, and engage tliat there shall be no obstacles made to the Politiosd 
Superintendent’s arrangements daring the period agreed on for his manage¬ 
ment.

That proper precautions be taken to prevent the soldiers being robbed, as 
tbe Bao could not consider himself responsible in such cases. 

Abticlb 9. 

That measures be taken to prevent injury to tbe cultivation, crops, and 
other property. That the soldiers be forbidden to gather or destroy mangoes, 
jamnns, nectarines, honey, &o., the same being private property (except tbe 
earounda, which alwundB, and to which they are welcome). 
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■ Articlb 10. 

That no roads or footpaths be stopped np. 

Aetioli 11. 

That the Bao be not called upon to assist the bazaar, bat that all 
arrangements for the collections oS supplies be made independentiy of his 
assistance. 

Aetiolb 12. 

That indiyiduals, either Enropean or Native, do not travel alone in the 
Serohi Territory without a gnide as a defence against robbery; and that all 
guides, coolies, and labourers be paid acoordiog to the rates obtained in Serohij 
and which were settled by Colonel Sutherland. 

Abticlb 13. 

All labonrers and coolies on Aboo to be paid agreeably to the rates there 
obtaining, and which were settled by Colonel Sutherland, 

Aetiolb 14. 

That the Anadra and Dumanee Ghats be the ones used by the soldiers. 

Aeticls 15. 

If oircurostances should arise to render further conditions or arrange¬ 
ments necessary that they should be made in communication with the Kao 
through the P^itical Soperintendent. To prevent misapprehension 1 have 
given the above points in detail, though it will be perceived that they resolve 
themselves almost into the ordinary observances of troops on a march.

I have duly received yoor khureeta dated 27tb August. I have 
already addressed you iu my khureeta dated 26rd August, in which I have 
consented to the extension of Aot XLV of 1860, Act XXV of 1861, Act VllI 
of 1859, and any Municipal Acts to Aboo and Anadra, and I now write to say 
that I likewise agree to all amendments or modiScations which may be made 
in these Acts applying to Aboo aud Anadra. 

And further that Act VI of 1864, Act X of 1862, and Aot XIV of 
1859 be extended to these places, any revenue derived from stamps being 
expended on the Aboo roads and bazars. 

The Sapreme Government may also fix the powers of the Political 
Superintendent in civil and criminal matters. Any cases beyond those powers 
to be heard by the Agent, Governor-General, in whose Court also appeals 
from the Political Superintendent should be heard. 1 make, however, these 
provisos: Iti, that any civil or criminal cases between Serohi subjeote, either

Extradition.— 1887. 


Whereas a Treaty relating to tlie extradition of ofienders was concluded on 
the Slst October 1867 between the British Government and the Serolii State : 
And whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition of 
offenders from British India to the SeroUi i^tate has been found by experience 
to be less simple and effective than the pntcedure prescribed by the law as to 
the extradition of offenders in force in British India: It is hereby agreed be¬ 
tween the British Government and the Serohi State that the provisions of the 
Treaty prescribing a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer 
apply to cases of eztmdition from British India to tlie Serubi State; hot that 
the procedure prescribed by the law as to the extradition of offenders for the 
time being in force in British India shall be followed in every such case.

Aktioui 1. 

His Highness the Kao of Sirohee agrees to prevent absolutely the making 
of salt within the limits of the Sirohee State. 

Abticlb 2. 

His Highness the Rao agrees to prevent the import into, and export 
from, the Sirohee State of any salt whatever other than salt opon which doty 
has been levied by the British Government. 

A&ticle 3. 

No transit daty shall be levied within the Sirohee State upon salt upon 
which duty has been levied by the British Government. 

Astiolb 4. 

Id consideration of the faithful and effective observance of these condi¬ 
tions the British Government agree to pay to His Highness the Kao of Sirohee 
annually the follomng sums:— 

For reasonable charges to be incurred in preventing the making of salt 
and the illicit import or export of salt, Ks. 900 (nine hondred). * 

For compensation for the exemption from transit duties stipulated under 
Article 3, Rs. 900 (nine hundred). 

Furthermore, the British Govemment agree to permit His Highness tlie 
Rao to purchase annually from the salt-works at Paclibndra and from the Luni 
Tnat, for the consumption of the people of hie State, thirteen thousand 
(13,000) British Inditt mannds of salt. The British duty on the salt thus 
purchased shall be levied at half the fuU i-ate of duty at the time leviable at 
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the works from which the salt is supplied. The British Government will endea* 
Tonr to deliver this salt from Paobbadra and the Lnni Tract, so long as salt is 
made at those two places, in such proportion as His Highness the Rao may 
require. This salt shall be forthwith removed into the Sirobee State and shall 
not be re-exported therefrom. 

Aktiolb 5. 

If any considerable stocks of salt be proved to exist within the Sirobee 
State when this Agreement comes into force the Rao will, if so required by 
the British Government, take possession of such stocks, and will give the 
owners thereof the option either of transferring the salt to the British Gov¬ 
ernment at such equitable valuation as may be fixed by His Highness the 
Kao in concurrence with the Political Agent, or of paying the said Agent such 
duty not exceeding two rnpees eight annas per maund on such salt as the 
Governor General in Council may fix. In the event of the owners aforesaid 
accepting the latter alternative, they shall be allowed to retain the salt on 
which the duty so provided may be paid, but not otherwise. 

Aeticlb 6. 

In the event of iU being proved bv experience that the arrangements 
made in accordance with this Agreement by His Highness the Kao of Sirobee 
for the safety of the British salt revenue are practically insnfBoient, or in the 
event of its being proved to the full satisfaction of toe British Government 
that the quantity of salt provided for the consumption and use of the people 
of Sirobee in Article 4 is materially insufficient, this Agreement will be open 
to revision. 

A&tioli 7. 

This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed hereafter 
by the British Government.

SUPPLEMEKTAKT AkTICLB tO the AGREEMENT for the SECURITY of 
the Salt Kevenue of British India executed between the 
British Government and the Serohi State on the 21st 
January 1879.—1882. 

Whereas it is laid down in Article 6 of the Salt Agreement executed 
between the British Government and the Serohi State on tl;e 14th April 
1879 that in the event of its being proved to the full satisfaction of the British 
Government that the quantity of salt provided for the consumption and use 
of the people of Serohi in accordance with Article 4 of the aforesaid Agree- 
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meat is tDateriftlly ioinfficieiit, the said Agreement will be open to revisioD; 
and whereas it has been found bj experience and enquiry that the quantity 
of salt allowed^ ms., 19,000 inauadSj is not sufficient for the consumption of 
the inbabitanta of the Serohi State; it is hereby provided tliat the Oar^r may 
purchase, in future, 18,000 maunde of salt at the reduced rate of duty agreed 
upon by Article 4.

1 am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 9670G. of 
the 9rd October 1983, on the subject of a propos^ modification of the terms 
of the agreement with the Rao of Serohi in r^ard to aait arrangements. 

9. In reply, I am to say that the Government of India are pleased to 
sanction the m^ification proposed by you, whereby His Highness the Bao 
shall, in lieu of being permitted to purchase 18,U00 maunds of salt annually 
for ^e use of hia S^te at half-duty rates, receive an annual payment of 
Hs. 0,010 from the Government of India, on the dlstinot understanding that 
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His Hig:liiie88 will free tlie salt trade in the Serohi State from all iiDpK>stB of 
every deseripliou, and will notify tbe removal of imposts so as to ensure the 
merchants fully uoderstandiDg it. 

S. I am to esquire on what date or dates you would propose that the an¬ 
nual money payment should be made. 

4. Keferrin^ to the 9th paragraph of your letter under reply I am to say 
that a record of the change now made, and of its acceptance by His Highness 
the Rao of Serobi by a kbarita addressed to you, will be sufficient, without 
any formal modification of the treaty. 
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IV.-HARAOTI AGEKCY. 

The Haraoti Agency includes the States of Boudi and Took and the 
Chiefship of Sbahpcra. It is in charge of a Political Agent, who has his 
bead-qoarters at the Cantonment of Deoli. 


(I).—BUNDI. 

The ruling family of Bundi belong to the Hara tribe of Rajputs. The 
first Chief with whom the British Oovemmeut had any interconrse was Umeda 
(or Timed Singh), who gave most efficient assistance to Colonel MoD6on'’8army 
in its retreat before Holkar in 1804, and brought down on himself the vengeance 
of Holkar; he died in 1804 after a rule of upwards of fifty years, and was 
succeeded by his infant son Bishan Singh. During the Mahratta supremacy 
this State sofieied much at the hands of Sindhia and Holkar, who virtually 
assumed the management of its revenues. 

The territory of Bundi was so situated as to be of great importance during 
the war in 1817 in cutting off the flight of the Pindaris. Maharao Raja 
Bishan Singh early accepted the British alliance, and a Treaty (No. LXXXV) 
was concluded with him on 10th February 1818. Although his forces were in. 
considerable be co-operated heartily with the British Government. It was this 
connection with the British Oorernment that raised Bundi from the lameuta. 
ble condition to which it had been reduced by the Mabrattas. By the Treaty 
of 1818 the tribute paid to Holkar and the lands in Bundi held by Holkar 
were relinquished to the Maharao Raja, who engaged to pay to the British 
Government the share of tribute he bad hitherto paid to Sindhia. The tribute 
was fixed at Rupees 80,000> of which half was on account of two-thirds of 
the pargana of Patau held by Sindhia; the remaining one-third of the par- 
gana which bad been held by Holkar was restored to Bundi under Article 4 of 
the Treaty. It bad been the intention of Government to restore to Bundi the 
territories usurped by Sindhia as well as by Holkar, and under the belief that 
the two-thirds of Patan bad been so usurped these districts were entered in the 
schedule of the Treaty. It was not known at the time that the whole pargana 
of Patan had been ceded to the Peshwa during the ministry of Nana Famavis 
for assistance rendered in expelling a nsurper from Bundi, and that the Peshwa 
had conferred two-thirds of it on Sindhia and the rest on Holkar. The real 
state of the case however was afterwards discovered, and the tribute of Rupees 
40,000 on account of the two-thirds of Patan was never exacted from Bundi. 
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As coonpeosatioD to Holkar for the share of Patao of whioh be was deprived, 
BQ annua] payment of Rupees 30,000 is made to him by the British Govern- 
ment. In Sindhia transferred to the British Government the two-thirds 
of Patau as part of the territoiies ceded in trust for the support of the con¬ 
tingent; the Chief of Bnndi thereupon revived the question of its cession to 
him. Sindhia was unwilling to give up the suzerainty, but in an Agree¬ 
ment (No. LXXXVl) was effected with the consent of the Gwalior Darbar, by 
which the district was made over in perpetuity to Bondi on payment of 
Rnpees 80,000 a year to he credited to the Gwalior Darbar. Under the Treaty 
of 1860 with Sindhia the sovereignty of the two-thirds of Patan was transfer¬ 
red to the British Government, so that Bondi now holds the district as a perpe* 
tual Hef from the British Government, subject to a payment of Rupees 80,000 
in addition to the tribute of Rupeee 40,000 payable under the Treaty of 1818 as 
the ** chauth of Bundi and other places/' The whole sum of Rupees 1,20,000 
ie now realised at the same time. 

Bishan Singh died on I4th July 1821 and was succeeded by his son 
Ram Singh, who was then about eleven years of age. During the long 
minority which ensued the British Government bad on more than one occasion 
to interfere in the internal administration of the State. Maharao Raja Ram 
Singh was so indifferent in bis allegiance to the Government during the 
mutinies of 1857 that friendly intercourse with him was broken off and 
not resumed till 1860. 

He had four sons, the eldest being Maharaj Kunwar Raghubir Singh, 
born 27th September 1869. The Chief was created a i^nigbt Grand Com¬ 
mander of the Star of India and a Councillor of the lUmpreas of India in 
1877, and a Companion of the Order of the Indian Empire in 1878. 
He received the right of adoption in March 1862 {addendum to No. Y). 
He died on the 28tb March 1889, and was succeeded by Maharaj Kunwar 
Raghubir Singh; who was invested with full governing powers on the 9th 
January 1890. 

In 1869 an extradition Treaty (No. LXXXVII) providing for the mutnal 
snrrender of persons charged with certain specided offences was concluded with 
the Bundi State. But this was modified by the Agreement (No. LXXXVIII) 
of 1888, by which it was arranged that in cases of the extradition of offenders 
from British India to Bundi the procedure for the time being in force in 
British India should be followed. 
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In 1888 an Agreement (No. LXXXIX) waa made proyidiijg for the 
suppression of the manafactore of Xbari saitj the prevention of the import 
and expoit' of any salt excepting that on which British duty has been levied, 
and for the abolition of all State duties thereon. 

The area of Bnndi is about 2,800 square mites; the popnlation according 
to the oensus of 1891 18 295,676; and the annual revenne averages Rupees 
8,00,000. The military force of the State, inclnding irregulars, ansonnts 
(1890) to 446 horse, 1,885 infantry, 152 artillerjmen, and 129 guns classed 
as serviceable. The Darbar has made a general offer to place camels and 
troops at the disposal of the Oovernment of India for Imperial service. 
Buodi pays no contribution to any local corps or oontiogeut. The Chief 
receives a salute of 17 guns. 


(II).—TONK. 

The present Nawab is the great-grandson of the famoos predatory leader 
Amir Khan, the companion in arms of Jaswant Bao Holkar, who played a 
most oonepiouous part in all the distractions which preceded the British settle¬ 
ment ofMalwa. Amir Khan was by conneotion, habit, and disposition essen¬ 
tially a Findari. On the entrance of tbe British into Malwa he made over¬ 
tures to be admitted to protection, but the conditions he proposed were too 
extravagant to be acceded to. He was however offered a guarantee of all tbe 
lands he held under grants from Holkar and tbe protection of the British 
GoveiDment, on condition of his abandoning tbe predatory system, dismissing 
his army, surrendering his artillery with exception of forty gone to the 
British at a valuation, and furnishing a body of troops to co-operate with tbe 
British force. It was deemed both just and expedient that the price of re¬ 
claiming Amir Khan from his predatory habits of life shonld be paid by the 
Holkar State, whose weak and dishonest course of policy had raised him to 
hit actual power. The request of Amir Khan to be confirmed in lands simi¬ 
larly obtained from different Rajpat States under every ciroamatance of 
violence and extortion was positively rejected. To the terms offered him 
Amir Khan agreed, and they were embodied in a Treaty (No. XC] in 
November 1817. To the territories thus guaranteed the fort and district of 
Rampura were added by the British Oovernment as a free gift; and a loan 
of three lakhs of rupees, afterwards converted into a gift, was made to him* 
Tbe district of Palwa) was also conferred on his eon in jagir for life. In Hen

of the reveuue of this district wliich it was foQod ioconireaieQt to make over to 
the management of tbe Nawab's son a monthly stipend of Rupees 12,500 
was aasigued. 

Amir Kbau died iu 18S4 and was succeeded by his son Wazir Maham< 
mad Rban. Wazir Muhammad Khan did good service during the matinies; 
and in May, 1862, be received a Saned (No. XCI) gnaranteeing tbe sucoes- 
siou to his family according to Huitammadan law in the event of the failure 
of natural heirs. 

Wazir Muhammad Khan died in 1864. He was succeeded by his son 
Muhammad All Kban, who wes deposed in 1867 by the British Government by 
a Proclamation (N o. XCII) as a punishment for his complicity in the attack 
on the ancle aod followers of his tributary, the Tbakur of Lawa.*^ As a further 
mark of the displeasure of the British Government tbe salute of the ruler of 
T'onk was reduced from seventeen to eleven guns. The original salute was 
TO>granted to the present Chief in 1877 for his life only, but was permanent¬ 
ly restored to the State in 1878. Nawab Mubammad All Kban was placed 
under surveillance at Benares, and an annual allowance of Rupees 60,000 
was assigned for bis support out of the revenues of the Tonk State. Hakim 
Sarwar Shah, a Tonk official who had taken an active part in the murder, was 
sent as a State prisoner to Chunar. Tbe arrangement made respecting the 
Bhum rights held by tbe Lawa Chief within tbe Took territory is describ¬ 
ed in tbe account of Latoa (Jaipur Agency). 

Mubammad Ibrahim Ali Kban,tbe Ex-NawaVsson, was placed on the mae¬ 
nad in 1867, and the State was administered by Ibadulla Kban, eldest surviving 
son of Nawab Amir Kban, assisted by a Council of Regency and controlled by 
the authority of a British officer specially deputed to Took. Nawab Muhammad 
Ibrahim Ali Khan was entrusted with tbe management of bis State in 1870, 
subject during tbe first year to the presenoe of a British officer. He was bom 
on the 8th November 1849and has three sons, of whom the eldest is Muhammad 
Abdul Hafiz Khan, boro 28tb January 1877. He was present at tbe Impe¬ 
rial Assemblage at Delhi on the let January 1877, and was made a Knight 
Grand Commander of the Order of the Indian Empire in October 1890. His 
uncle, ObaiduUa Khan, was appointed W''azir when the Nawab assumed tlie 
administration. 

In 1866 tbe Nawab agreed to cede lands for railway purposes, but no 
formal engagement was concluded for the purpose.

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In 1869 an extradition Treaty (No. XCIII) waa concluded with theTonk 
State for the mutual sun’ender of criminals^ but tbia Treaty was modibed by 
an Agreement (No. XCIV) settled in 1887j wbioh provided that in cases of 
the extradition of offenders from British India to Took the procedure for the 
time being in force in British India should be followed. 

In 1882 an Agreement (No. XOV) uas entered into with tbe Took 
State for the suppression of the manofactnre of Kbari salt, the prevention of 
the import or export of any salt except that on which British duty had been 
levied, and for tbe abolition of all dues thereon. 

The area of Took is 2,938 square miles; tbe population according to tbe 
census of 1891 is 879,944; and the revenue about 14 lakhs of rupees. One 
of the Tonk Disftriots, Sironj, is for certain purposes included in tbe Political 
Agency of Bhopal, Central India. Tbe State pays no tribute to the British 
Government, nor are any local corps or contingents maintained from its 
resources The military establishment, inclnding irregulars, consists (1890) of 
77 gUDS, all classed as serviceable, 299 artillerymen, 510 cavalry, and 2,0Hl 
infautry, with a small force of police. On tbe occurrence of the Lawa out* 
rage tbe number of mercenary troops then maintained was rednccd, and tbe 
State was prohibited from raiaing any such levies in future. The Darbar has 
offered, generally, to place its troops at the disposal of the Government of 
India for Imperial service. 


(HI).—SHAHPXTRA (CHIEPSHIP). 

The Raja Dhiraj of Shahpnra belongs to the Sisodija Rajput clan, and is 
immediately descended from a former Rasa of Udaipur. Tbe founder of the 
House of Sbahpura was Suraj Hal, a yonnger son of the Rasa, from whom tbe 
late Chief, Raja Lachhman Singh, was tenth in direct lineal descent Suraj Mai 
received as his portion the pargana of Ebarar in Mewar and bis son also acquired 
from the Emperor Shah Jahnn, in reward for his gallant services, a grant out 
of the Crown lands of Ajmir of the pargana of Fhulia, upon condition of 
famishing certain horse and footmen for service. He abandoned the town of 
Pbulia, and founded the present town of Shahpnra. 

Tbe Chief thus holds Kharar, the Eachola pargana of Mewar under tbe 
Mabarana of Udaipur, and Shahpnra under the British Ooveroment ns part 
o£ Ajmir. 
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Id 1&48 the Gbief, Jagat Singb, received a Sanad (No. XCVI) from Gov* 
emmeDt^ fixing the amount of bis tribnte at Knpees 10,000 per anDum, but 
with the proviso that if the customs duties levied in Ajmir were abolished be 
should also cease to collect such duties, and, in consideration of such loss of 
revenue, the tribute payable by him should be reduced to Rupees 2,000. 
Under the terms of his Sanad be is permitted to exercise civil and criminal 
jurisdiction in the Pbulia pargana independently of the Ajmir Courts, but is 
required to report all beinons crimes involving the punishment of death or 
imprisonment for life to the Political Agent, Haraoti, and to adjudicate upon, 
them with bis advice and concurrence. 

In March 1862 the Chief received a Sanad {Addendum to No. V) 
gnaranteeiDg to him the right of adoption. 

In 1869, on the redistribution of the Rajputana Agency, Shahpnra was 
transferred from the control of the Commissioner of Ajmir to the charge of 
the Political Agent, Haraoti. 

Baja Laobhman Sipgh died in November 1869, having, it was alleged, 
adopted on his deatb>bed the son of the Tbaknr df Bishnia, a distant branch 
of the Sbabpura family. The balance of evidence went to show that no 
adoption was really made by the deceased Chief, but that the ceremony was 
performed after hia death by the Minister Fanj Mai. In these circumstances 
it was necessary that the recognition of a successor to the deceased Chief 
should be based on the usual principle of selection from among the nearest of 
kin and those beet qualified for the administration of the State. The wishes 
of the Tbakurs and the intereets of the State pointed to Nahar Singh of 
Danop, a minor, and he was accordingly recognised as Chief of Shahpnra 
by the British Government. The clmms of a posthumous son of Eishan 
Singh of Kberi were disregarded on the ground of bis father's prior adoption 
into a more distant branch of the family. 

Pretensions were advanced by the Maharana of Udaipur to a right of 
interfereDoe in this succession on the ground of Shahpnra being a feudatory 
of Mewar; but the Maharana was informed that his arguments were an ten¬ 
able, as the pargana of Shahpnra was originally a grant from the Emperors 
of Delhi and was now held directly by grant from the British Government; 
the fact that the Chief also held estates in Mewar gave the Udaipur State 
no voice in the succession. The British Government does not interfere in 
regard to well-known and defined relations between Udaipur and Shahpnra in 
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80 far ae concerna that portion held by the lUja from the Maharana of 
Udaipur; hat the domande made on the Baja bjr the Udaipur State must 
be limited to wimt ia legitimate and fair having reference to the reveuaes 
of the Mewar portion only. 

The fief held by the Baja under Mewar condsts of 74 villages with 
a population of about 16,000, and a revenue of Bapeee 35,000; a tribute of 
Bupees 3,000 is paid to the Mewar Darbar. 

In 1882 an Agreement (No. XCVII) was entered into with the Chief for 
the anppresdon of the manufacture of Khari salt, the prevention of the import 
or export of any salt other than that which had paid British duty, and for 
tho removal of all duties thereon. 

Baja Nahar Singh, who was bom on the 7th November 1855, was 
entrusted with the management of his State in 1875. His eldest son is 
Umed Singh, born 7tb March 1876. 

The area of Shahpura is 400 square miles; the popnlation according 
to the census of jl891 amounts to 63,645; snd the revenue, excluding 
alienations, to Rupees 2,89,000. The military force consists (1890) of 42 
serviceable guns, 24 artillerymen, 265 cavalry, and 240 infantry. Both the 
Cavalry and infantry are classed as irregular.

Abticli 1. 

There sball be perpetual fnendship, alliance, andnnitjof interests between 
the British Government on the one hand, and tbe Rajah of Boondee and his 
heirs and aucceasors on the other. 


Ajitiolb 2 . 

The British Government takea under its protection the dominions of tbe 
Bajah of Boondee. 

Articl* 3. 

Tbe Bajah of Boondee acknowledges the supremacy of, and will co-operate 
with, the British Oovammeot for ever. He will not commit agressions on 
any one. He will not enter into negociations with any one without the 
consent of the British Government. If by chance any dispute arise with any 
one it ahall be anbmitted to tbe arbitration and awaid of the British Govern¬ 
ment. The Rajah is absolnte ruler of his dominions, and the British juris¬ 
diction shall not be introduced therein. 


Astiols 4. 

The British Government spontaneously remits to the Bajah and descend¬ 
ants the tribute which the Bajam used to pay to Maharajah Holkar, and whioh 
has been oeded by the Maharajah Holkar to tbe British GovernmeDt. The 
British Government also relinquishes in favour of the State of Boondee the 
lands heretofore held by Maharajah Holkar within the limits of that State 
according to the annexed Schedule No. 1. 

Articls 5.

Be it known to the Nobles, Chiefs, and people of the Principality of 
Tonk that tidiogs of the outrage which was perpetrated on the 1st of Angust 
last on the person of the uncle and certain followers of the Chief of Lawa, 
have been reported to the Viceroy and Governor-General of India i« Council. 

His Excellency the Viceroy and Governor-General, from the fall evidence 
taken on the spot, has been forced with pain to the conviction that the 
« tragedy could not have taken place without the knowledge, and, indeed, 
without the instigation of the Nawab, the present Ruler of Tonk. 

The Viceroy and Govemor-Geoeral in Council has resolved, both as a 
punishment of this crime, and because, since its commission, the Government 
of India could repose no C'-nfidence in his administration, that the Nawob 
shall be removed from his Guveromeot, and that his son shall he proclaimed 
successor. 
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During tbe minority of tbe yoang Nairab the Britieh Gorernmenb 
will administer tbe government through Ibadoolla Khan, the anele of the 
ex-Nawab, or make each other similar arrangement as it may see fit. But 
beyond the separation of Lawa from Tonk no alteration will be made in tbe 
constitution, of tbe State. Lawa will now become a separate Chiefsbip, and 
will so remain for ever under the protection of the British GoTernment. The 
heirs of tbe murdered men will receive maintenance throngh the British 
Governmeut out of the revenues of Tonk, 

Tbe Viceroy and Governor-General in Council accordingly now pro¬ 
claims to tbe Nobles, Chiefs, and people of Tonk the change in the succes¬ 
sion, and calls upon them to submit to the Government of the new Nawsb, 
and during his minority to the administration which will temporarily be intro¬ 
duced by rhe Agent to the Governor-General. 

Tbe Goveroor-General in Council entertains the hope that the present 
le&«on will not be lost upon the country, but that it will lead, both in Tonic 
and throughout tbe Province of Rajasthan, to the well-being and prosperity 
of all concerned, both of those who govern and of the people.

Abtiolb 1. 

HU Highness the Nawab of Tonk agrees to suppress and absolutely 
prohibit and prevent the manufacture of salt within any part of the Tonk 
State^ whether overtly or under the guise of mannfacturing saltpetre or other 
aaline prodnot, and to destroy and erase existing salt-works, if aay, so that 
salt cannot there be made. Provided that nothing in this Article shall be 
held to prohibit the bond fide manufacture of saltpetre at the works mentioned 
in Schedule attached now exishng mthin the Tonk State, or the opening at 
any time, with the previous knowledge of the Political Agent, of such new 
saltpetre works as the Nawab of Tonk may consider necessary. 

Abtiolb 2. 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatever shall be levied on 
salt, whether exported from, or imported into, or sold in, or carried throngh, 
the Tonk State. 

Abtiolb 3. 

His Highness the Nawab of Tonk agrees to prohibit the importation in¬ 
to, or consumption within, the Tonk State of any salt whatever, other than 
salt upon which duty has been levied by the British Government. 

Abtiolb 4. 

In oonsiderstion of the effective observance by His Highness the Nawab 
of Tonk of the stipulations in this Agreement the British Government agree 
to pay to HU Highness tbe Nawab of Toiik in lUu of import, export, transit, 
sale, and every other charge on suit, the sum of twelve thousand rupees annually; 
and as oompeusation for the suppression of tbe Khan salt-wortcs throughout 
tbe Tonk State the sum of eight wonsand rupees annually. 
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Aktioli 5. 

None of tbe stipnI&tioDs set forth in this Agreement shall he modified or 
annulled vithont the previous consent of both the contracting parties. 

Article 6. 

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to affect any Treaty now exist* 
ing between tbe British Q-overnment and tbe Kawab of Tonk^ except in so far 
as its provisions may be repugnant thereto. 

Asticle 7. 

This Agreement is considered to have come into force on the 1st October 
1881.

Translation of a Sunnud continuing Pbegunnah Phoolba to 
Bajah Jtjggut Sing Jbo, Chief of Sbabpoora, dated 27th 
June 1848. 

Whereas tbe question of fixing tbe tribute of Per^onnah Phoolen^ payable 
by the Chief of Shahpoora, has been under the consideration of the British 
Olficers for a long time, and from the enquiries which have now been made, 
it appears that at first Pergunnah Pboolea was granted in jaghire by Aorungo 
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zeb Alamgeer, Kin? of Delhi, to Rajah Soojan Singh Jeo, the fonnder of the 
family of the Chief of Sbahpoora; and from that period to the preeeut day 
the Pergunnah has been in the poaseesion and enjoyment of the descendant* of 
the said Rajah, and Bajah Joggat Sing Jeo, son of the late Rajah Madho 
Sing Jeo, holds it now as a right of snocegmon to his father: Therefore the 
Government, with reference to the foregoing oiroiimstances, has decided that 
Pergannab Fhoolea shall as before remain in the possession of Rajah Jug^at 
Sing Jeo and his heirs, and has fixed a snm oi ten thousand Company's 
Rupees os its annual tribute, which should be paid annually by the Chief of 
Sh^poora to the Oovemment. As it is the wish of the British Officers to 
lay down certain stipulations with regard to the administration of the affairs 
of the Illaqa, it has l^n deemed proper to insert in this Sunnud the following 
conditions, for future observance, vxt,\— 

'That if at any time the customs duties, &o., be abolished in the 
District of Ajmere, and if the Government wish that the customs duties 
should also be abolished in Pergunnah Phoolea, the Chief of Shahpoora shall 
cease to collect any customs duties in that Pei^unoah, and in this case the 
sum of ten thousand rupees, which has been fixM as annual tribute to Govern* 
meat, shall be reduced to two thousand rupees only. If the customs duties 
shall not be abolished entirely, but only a portion thereof cease to be levied, 
the annual revenue now fixed shall be reduced iu proportion to the loss which 
may be found to be entailed upon the Chief by the abolition of the duties. 
It will likewise be understood that tbe amount which the Ooveroment will 
take as its revenue shall, on no account, be less than two thousand rupees. 

That all tbe rules and regulations which are now existing in res¬ 
pect to tbe civil and criminal oases shall remain in force, but in acriminal case 
no one shall be liable to punishment which may be deemed unjust and against 
the established rules, such as is sometimes indicted in KativeStates. All cases 
of heinous crime, involving tbe punishment of death, or imprisonment for 
life, shall be reported to the Agent and Commissioner of Ajmere, and disposed 
of in accordance with bis advice. 

Brd .—That the rights, which the brothers and sons of the Chief, or others, 
are in the enjoyment of, shall be respected and continued to them, bat it is 
proper for them all to present peshkush, or to render service, &c., as they may, 
agreeably to the custom of Pergunnah Shahpoora, be required to do, and in 
no respect to fail in performing the same. 

should at any time the affairs of Pergunnah Fhoolea be found 
mismanaged the Government shall draw the attention of the Chief of Shah* 
poora to that circumsta-nce, and direct him to adopt proper measures for the 
better management thereof. Thereafter the Government shall, if it be neces¬ 
sary, make such arrangements as may be deemed proper, either through tbe 
Chief or without him. 

5ih .—That the Chief of Shahpoora shall, without any excuse on aooount 
of calamities, failure of crop, &c., pay by two equal instalments, into the 
Treasury of Oovernment, the sum of ten thousand Company's Rupees per 
annum, fixed as above, vis., five thousand rupees in the month of Ughan, and 
five thousand rupees in month of fiysakh. Tbe Rajah of Shahpoora, 
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considering this document as a Sunnad for the perpetual grant of Pergunnah 
Pboolea, should be under obligation lo Government. He shall deem the above- 
mentioned conditions as binding on him, and continue to abide by them.

Abtiolb 1. 

The Raja Bhiraj of Sbabpoora agrees to suppress and absolutely prohibit 
and prevent the manufacture of salt vrithin any part of the Sbabpoora State, 
whether overtly or under the guise of manufacturing saltpetre or other saline 
product, and to destroy and erase existing saltworks, if any, so that salt cannot 
there be made. Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to prohi¬ 
bit the hondjide mannfactore of saltpetre at the works mentioned in Sobedule 
attached now existing within the Sbabpoora State, or the opening at any 
time, with the previous knowledge of the Political Agent, of such new salt¬ 
petre works as the Baja Bhiraj of Sbabpoora may consider necessary. 

Articlb 2. 

No tax, toll, transit duty, or due of any kind whatever shall be levied on 
salt, whether exported from, or imported into, or sold in, or carried through, 
the Shahpoora State, 

Artiou 8. 

The Baja Bhiraj of Shahpoora agrees to prohibit the importation into, or 
consumption within, the Shahpoora State of any salt whatever, other than 
salt upon which duty has been levied by the British Government. 

Abticlb 4. 

In consideration of the effective observance by the Raja Bhiraj of Shah¬ 
poora of the stipulations in this Agreement the British Government agree to 
pay to the Baja Dhiraj of Shahpoora, in lien of import, export, transit, and 
every other charge on salt, the sum of rupees three thousand annually, and as 
compensation for tiie suppression of all the Khari salt-works in the State the 
sum of rupees two thousand annually. 

Article 5. 

None of the stipulations set forth in this Agreement shall be modified or 
annulled without the previous consent of both the contracting parties. 
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Artigia 6. 

Nothing: berein contained shall be deemed to affect any treaty now existing 
between the British Ooveroment and the Raja Dhiraj of Shshpoora^ except in 
60 far as the provisions may be repugnant thereto. 

Articlb 7 . 

This Ag^reement is considered to have come into force on the let October 
1881 .

I'liis Aji^ency vom[>riiie8 the States of Bhartpur, Karauli, and Dholpur. 
(I].—BHAETPUR. 

This Jat principality was founded by a freebooter named Birj, who held 
tne village of Siosani in the pargaoa of Dig (Deeg); bat the power of the State 
was ohiefiy extended during the decline of the Mughal Empire by his great- 
grand'Son Suraj Mai, who was killed in 176S. Suraj Mallet iive sons, three 
of whom administered Ihe State of Bhartpur in succession. During the rule 
of the third son, Kawal Singh, the fourth son, Ranjib Singh, rebelled and called 
in the aid of Nsjaf Khan, who stripped the family of all their possessions 
except the fort of Bhartpur, which was held by Runjit Singh. At the inter¬ 
cession of the widow of Suraj Mai, however, be lestored to the family lands 
yielding nine lakhs of mpees. On the death of Najaf Khan Sindhia possessed 
himself of all bis territories including Bhartpur, but again, at the intercession 
of the widow of Sara] Mai, he gave to Ranjit Singh eleven pai^nos yielding 
ten lakhs of rupees, to which three parganas yielding four lakhs were subse¬ 
quently added as a reward for services rendered to General Perron. These 
fourteen pnrganas now constitute the State of Bhartpur. 

At the commencement of the Mahratta war in. 1803 the British GoveiTi- 
ment concluded a Treaty (No. XCVIII) with Ranjit Singh, and in October 
1803 confened upon him the districts of Kisbangarh, Kattawa, Rewari, Goknl, 
and Sahar. After the l»ttU of Dig Holkar took refuge in the fort of Bhart- 
pur, whither be was pursu'd by Lord Lake. His surrender was demanded, 
but Ranjit Singh refused to give him up. The fort was besieged. Ranjit 
Singh made a memorable defence and repelled four assanlts with a loss to the 
besiegers of 8,000 men. Fearing eventual defeat, however, and being unable 
from the exhaustion of his resources to continue the war, Ranjit Singh sur¬ 
rendered the fort and agreed to expel Holkar from bis territories. A new 
Treaty (No. XCIX) was concluded with him in 1805, by which he agreed to 
pay an indemnity of twenty lakhs of rupees, seven of which were subsequently 
remitted, and was guaranteed in the territories which be held previously to 
the accession of the British Government, The parganas which had beer» 
granted to him in 1803 were resumed. Notwithstanding the leniency with 
which he hud been treated, and the protection secured to him by this alliance 
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from the mpaeity of the Mnhrattas, neither Ranjit Singh nor his successor 
eyer showed attnohment to the British Goveramont. 

Maharaja Ranjit Singh died in 1805 leaving four sons; he was succeeded 
by the eldest, Randhir Singh, who died in 1823 and was succeeded by his 
brother Baldeo Singh. After a rule of about eighteen months Baldeo Singh 
died leaying a son, Balwant Singh, then six years of age, whose succession 
was recognised by the British Government; he was opposed and cast into 
prison by his cousin Darjan Sal, who had laid claims to the snccession on 
Rnndhir Singh^s death. The Resident at Delhi moved out a force for the 
support of the rightful heir, but tbe operations were stopped by Government, 
who did not consider that the recognition of the heir^apparent daring tbe life 
of his father imposed on it any obligation to maiutain him in opposition to tbe 
wishes of the Chiefs and people. While Dnrjan S.al professed to leave tbe 
decision of his claims to the British Government bo made preparations 
to maintain them by force and was secretly supported by the neighbouring 
Rajput and Mahrntta States. The excitement tlireatened to end in a pro¬ 
tracted war, and accordingly, with a view to the preservation of the pnbUo peace, 
Government ultimately determined to depose the usurper and place Balwant 
Singh in power. Tbe fort of Bhartpur was stormed on I8th January 1826 and 
dismantled, Dntjnn Sal was carried a prisoner to Allahabad, and tbe young 
Maharaja was established iu the succession under the regency of his motlter 
and tbe superintendence of a Politicnl Agent. Tbe Rani was removed in 
lvS26, and the ministers of the State were formed into a Council of Regency. 

In 1835 Balwant Singh was pnt in charge of the administration; he 
died in 1853 and was succeeded by his only son, Jaswant Singh, the present 
Maharaja, then a minor. The administration was conducted by a Council 
consisting of five Sardars nnderthe superintendence of a Political Agent. The 
administration of the State was made over to the Maharnja in 1869, subject to 
his observance of certain rules which had been framed for the conduct of affnirs 
during bis minority. The restrictions imposed by these rules were withdrawn 
in 1871. 

In 1865 the Bhartpur State agreed to cede the land required for railway 
purposes free of cost and to compensate the owners of the land, to make over 
to the British Govemroent full jurisdiction short of sovereignty rights in tbe 
land, and to abolish all transit duties on goods passing throngh by railway; 
but no formal engagement has been concluded. In 1878 the Maharaja, who 
bad then attiUned his majority, questioned the power of the Council to 
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assent to buoIi an agreement daring bit miooiity, bat He wm informed that, 
eabject to the general control which the British GoTernmenb exeixitea over 
Native States and the special control which is iuoanobent on it daring a 
minority, the administration of Bhartpur in 1865 were competent to enter 
on all the functions and to exercise all the powers belonging to the govern¬ 
ment of the State. 

In 1868 an extradition Treaty (No. C) was conoluded with the 
Bhartpur State for the mutual surrender of persons charged with certain 
specified offences. This Treaty was modified in 1887 by an Agreement (No. Cl) 
providing that in cases of the extradition of oSeiiders from British India to 
Bhartpur the procedure for the time being in force in British India should 
in future be followed. 

lu 1882 a set of rules for facilitating the arrest and surrender of criminals 
was introduced in the States of Bhartpur and Alwar with the approval of the 
Goveromeat of India. In 1888 the Bhartpur Darbar entered into similar 
agreements with the States of Kaxuuli and Dhoipur, and about the same 
time with the State of Jaipur.* 

In 1879 an Agreement (No. CII) was concluded with the Bhartpur 
Darbar for the sappression of the manufacture of suit within that State, the 
British Government compensating salt manufacturers and others. Arrange¬ 
ments were at the same time made to abolish all duties on salt, and also upon 
sugar and other saccharine produce, except such local cesses as octroi, chungi, 
&c., levied on those articles when imported for consumption into towns of 
above 5,000 inhabitaota. 

In 1884 tbe Bhartpur Darbar abolished all transit duties, with the ex¬ 
ception of those on liquor, opium and other intoxicating drugs, throughout 
tbe Bhartpur State. 

In 1885 arrangements were made for the transfer of five Bhartpur 
villages in exchange for five Alwar villages. Details will be found in the 
account of the Alwar State {infra). 

In 1862 the Chief received a Sanad {addendum to No. V) eonferriug on 
him the right of adoption. His ordiuary salute is 17 guos, but Maharaja 
Jaswant Singh enjoys a personal salute of 19 guns which was granted in 1890. 
He was present at the Delhi Imperial Assemblage on the Lst January 1877, 
and was created a Knight Grand Commauder of the Star of India in the same 
year. 


* GoramiuMit of India letters of 16th Jalj 1882, 7th April 1688, and lllb Jun« 1683, 
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The area of fibartpar is 1,974 square miles; the populatioa according to 
the oensas of 1801 is 639,826 ; and the revenne Rupees 27,00,000. Bhartpur 
pays DO tribute and do oontribution to any local corps or contingent. The 
army, including irregular troops, consists of 8,207 infantry, 1,647 cavalry, 
298 artillerymen, and 12 guns, classed as serviceable (1890). Of these forces 
the Barbar has offered to place a regiment of 600 cavalry and another of 800 
infantry at the disposal of the Government of India for Imperial service.

*This Slate formerly paid a tribute of Rupees 25,000 to the Pesbwa, 
by whom it wss ceded to the British Government under the 14th Article of the 
Treaty of Poona in 1817. The Maharaja had made over the village of Machal- 
pur and its dependencies to the management of the Pesbwa in lien of the 
tribute; bnt as it was inconvenient for the British Government to take posses¬ 
sion of vi)]^^ so isolated the tribute was relinquished in November 1817, at 
the time of the conclusion of the Treaty (No. CIII) by which the Sl^te of 
Karauli was taken under the protection of the British Government. In con¬ 
sideration of the relinquishment of the tribute tbs Maharaja, Harbakhsh Pal, 
was bound by the 6th Article of the Treaty to furnish troops at the requisi¬ 
tion of the British Government according to bis means. When the ti-eaty 
was being considered the Maharaja wished for a guarantee that some of 
bis old possessions south of the Cbambal, then under the government of Sin- 
dhia, should be restored to him, subject to an annual tribute if they should 
ever come into the possession of the British Government; this was refused. 
In 1825 when Borjan Sal rebelled against bis cousin lialwant Singh, the 
legitimate heir to the State of Bhartpnr, the rebel was 8npporte<l by the 
Maharaja of Karauli. After the fall of Bbartpur, however, the Maharaja 
made humble professions of submission, aud it was not thought necessary to 
take serious notice of his conduct. 

Beyond the adjustment of some boundary disputes between Karauli and 
Jaipur no communications of any importance took place with Karauli till the 
death of Harbakhsh Pal in 1838. Ho was succeeded by his adopted son 
Partab Pal, who died in 1848, leaving no son and no near male relative. In 
consequence of the factions which prevailed during tho government of Partab 
Pal a British officer was on four occasions deputed to Karauli to mediate 
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between the parties, bat. without much aaooesa. Naraingh Fal, a minor, was 
adopted by the family as the soocesaor of Partab Pal. Althoagh there were 
many disputes regarding the guardianship of the boy there was none rega t<1« 
ing his seleotioD. The Karauli State was at this time in debt to the British 
Government, and the recognition of the adoption of Narsiugb Pal was with> 
held till the first instalment should be paid. This debt was originally incurred 
by the Maharaja of Earauli to the State of Bbartpnr, which was indebted to 
the British Ooverument. lu arranging for the liquidation of the Bhartpur 
debts Government gave credit for amount doe from Karauli, and took 
upon itself to recover it from that State. In 1844 the Earauli debt amounted 
to Rupees 1,64,312. Very advantageous terms were given to the Maharaja ; 
he was allowed twelve years to pay it off by instalments, and no interest was to 
be charged except on instalments remaining unpaid. Up to 1847, however, 
nothing had been, paid, and a further period of ayear and a half was allowed 
before the first instalment should be demanded. After some delay the young 
Chief offered payment of the first instalment; but as it was not made ttneondi- 
tionolly, and was advanced by a speculator for employment in Earauli, the 
money was not accepted. The factions at Karauli, however, were daily gaining 
strength, and therefore Government deemed it expedient to recognise the sue* 
cession of Narsingh Pal, warning him at the same time that paymeut of the 
debt would be exacted; and as mediation between the factions had hitherto 
been uusuccessful it was determined to send an Agent of the British Govern- 
ment to Earauli to control all parties and exercise the direct management of 
affairs. 

Narsingh Pal died on 10th July 1852 having adopted the day before his 
death a distant kinsman named Bharat Pah It was first proposed to treat 
the State as a lapse, but finally the adoption of Bharat Pal was recognised. 
In the meantime a strong party was formed in favour of Madan Pal, a nearer 
relative, whose claim was supported by the opinions of the Chiefs of Bhart¬ 
pur, Dholpur, Alwar, and Jaipur. Au inquiry was ordered, by which it was 
ascertained that the adoption of Bharat Pal was informal by reason of the 
minority of Narsingh Pal and the omission of certain necessary ceremonies. 
As Madan Pal was nearer of kin than Bharat Pal and was accepted by the 
Ranis, by nine of the most inflnential Tliakurs, by three-fourths of the roiuor 
feudal retainMS^of the State, and by the general feeling of the country, he was 
recognised in 1854 as successor to the Earauli Chiefsbip. The direct inter¬ 
ference of the Political Agent iu the interual administration was withdrawn 
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and the Ai^ency was renaoTed io 18^5; but Madsn Pal was warned that, 
in the event oi his failin|r in the regular payment of the annual instalment 
of the debt, then reduced to Rupees 94,81£, one or more of his distriota would; 
be sequestrated for a time by the British Oovernment till the whole of the 
debt should be liquidated. 

Maharaja Madan Pal rendered good service in the mutinies of 1857, izt 
consideration of which the sum of Rupees 1,17,008 due by him to the British 
Government was remitted, a Hilat was conferred on him, and bis salute was 
raised from fifteen to seventeen guns. 

In 1859, in consequence of the pecuniary embarrassments of the State, a 
Political Agent was deputed as a temporary measui'e to assist and advise the 
Maharaja in the adjustment of his debts. The Agent was withdrawn in 1861. 

In 1862 a Sanad {addendvm to No. V) guaranteeing the privilege of 
adoption to the Balers of this State was granted by the Government of India. 

Maharaja Madan Pal, who bad been created a Knight Grand Comman¬ 
der of the Order of the Star of India, died in 1869, when his nephew Rao 
Lacbbman Pal of Hadauti was recognised as his successor. Lachbman Pal 
however died before his installation, and the oboioe of the leading persous in. 
the State fell upon Jaisingh Pal, a descendant of Kirat Pal, second son of 
Maharaja Uharara Pal, the common ancestor of the family. Jaisingh Pal 
was the nearest of kin to Maharaja Madan Pal, with the exception of hia 
own grandfather, who was still alive but who had resigned in bis grandson’s 
favour the Raoship of Hadauti. The Rao of Hadauti is looked upon as the 
next heir to the Karauli fndi in the event of failure of direct heirs. The 
choice was confirmed by the British Government, and Jaisingh Pal was 
installed as Maharaja of Kai-auli. 

Maharaja Jaisingh Pal died in December 1875, and the succession of 
Aijun Pal, Rao of Hadauti, then 48 years of age, was recognised by the Bri- 
.tish Government 

Sojan Pal, second cousin of Maharaja Jaisingh Pal, laid claim to the 
yadt of Karauli, and, on the rejection of bis pretentions, to the Raoship of 
Hadauti. A reference to the principal Tbakurs resulted in their unanimous 
decision that Bhim Pal, nephew of Arjun Pal, was the rightful successor to 
the Raoship of Hadauti. 

On the 1st Janoary 1877, at the Delhi Assemblage, the Government of 
India decided, as a mark of ^vour, to remit the interest due upon the amount 
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of debt at that time owing bj tbe Ksranli State to Government. The Chief 
was also allowed to take, on certain conditions, S six-ponnder guns from tbe 
nearest Government arsenal. 

« 

In 1881, owing to financial diffionlties in tbe State, a temporary 
change wtis made in tbe administration by tbe transfer of tbe Chief^s 
anthority to a Council with full powers to administer the State under 
Ihe general control of the Political Agent. Maharaja Arjun Pai died in July 
1886, and was succeeded by his nephew Bhanwar Pal, the Rao of Hadanti, on 
the 14tli August 1886. The adminiatration of the Rarauli State continued, 
however, to.he carried on by the State Council under the general supervision 
of the Political Agent, bnt in June 18S7 the Maharaja was given, subject to 
certain conditions, increased powers. In Jnne 1889 the Karauli State wns 
cleared of nil debts, and Maharaja Bhanwar Pal was invested with full powera 
in the adminiatration of his State. 

In 1882 an Agreement (No. CIV) wns concluded with the KaranU Dar- 
har for the suppression of salt mannfacture in the State, for the prevention of 
tbe import and export of any salt excepting that on which British duty had 
been levied, and for tbe abolition of all State duties thereon. 

In 1884 tbe Darbar abolished all transit duties, save on opinm and in¬ 
toxicating drugs, thronghout tbe State. 

In 1868 an extradition Treaty (No. CV) was concluded with the 
Karauli State for the mutual snrrender of criminals in certain cases. Bnt in 
1887 an Agreement (No, CYI) was concluded in modification of the treaty of 
1868 providing that in the extradition of offenders British Indis to 
Karauli the procedure for the time being in force in BritisK India should be 
followed. 

In 1888 a set of rules for facilitating tbe arrest and surrender of criminals 
was introduced in tbe States of Karauli, Bhartpur, and Dholpur with the 
approval of the Government of India, and abont the same time tbe Knranli 
Darbar entered into a similar agreement with the State of Jaipur. 

The area of KaranU is 1,260 square miles, and the population, accord¬ 
ing to'the census of 1891, is 156,587. Tbe revenue from all sources is about 
Rupees 4,65,0()0. The military force of the State consists (1890) of 281 
cavalry, 1,640 infantry, 10 guns classed as serviceable, and 162 artillerymen. 
These fign-es inclnde irregnlars. The Chief receives a salute of 17 guns. 
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(III).—DHOLPUR. 

Lokendar Singh, better known as the Ranaof Gohad, wasthearst Chief 
of Dholpiir with whom the Biitish Government formed political relations 
The famUy belong to the Jat tribe, and aret rose to notice under the Peshwa 
Baji Rao. After the overthrow of the Mahrattas at Panipat the naele of 
Lofcendar Singh rebelled and possessed himself of the fort of Gwalior 
during the Mahiatta war, which ended with the peace of Salbai in 1782 the 
British Government (in 177») formed aTreaty (No. CVII) with Lokendar Singh, 
both .IS a barrier against invasion of the British territories and as a basis for 
creating a divei-sion in favour of the military operations from Bombay. By 
this Treaty Government agreed to furnish the Maharana with a force for the 
defence of his dominions or for their enlargement by conquest from the 
Mahrattas, to share with him their joint conquests, except the territories con¬ 
stituting bis jagir aud not then in possession of the Mahrattas, and to include 
the Maharana in any peace concluded with the Mahrattas. Article 8 of the 
Treaty .also guaranteed that whenever peace should be oonoinded the Maharana 
should retain his present possessions together with the fort of Gwalior 
*' which of old belongs to the family of the Maharana," if it shonld then be 
in his possession, and also such acquisitions as it should be stipulated to leave 
in Lis hands. Accordingly, in the Uh Article of the Treaty with Sindhia of 
ISth October 1781, it is stipulated that Sindhia shall not interfere ivith 
the territories of Maharana Lokendar Singh so long as the Maharana observes 
his Treaty with the English. After the peace of Salbai, however, the Maharana 
was abandoned on the ground that he had been guilty of treachery, and 
Sindhia re-possessed himself of Gohad and Gwalior. 

Ambaji Inglia who was Governor of Gohad, seeing the rapid success of 
the British arms in 1803, threw off his allegiance to Sindhia and joined the 
forces of the British Government, who in the same year concluded a Treaty 
(No. CVIII), by which he agreed to surrender the fort of Gwalior and eer- 
tain districts which the Government intended to confer on the Rana of Gohad 
and was in return guaranteed in his remaining posscjfsionB free of tribute 
The districts ceded by Amhaji Inglia under the 2nd Article of his Treaty were 
made over to Rana Kirat Singh of Gohad by Treaty (No. CIX) on 17th Janu¬ 
ary 1804, with the exception of the fort and city of Gwalior, which were by the 
4tb Article permanently ceded to the British Ghvernmeat, Ambaji Inglia 
was however from the first insincere, and was active in endeavouring to excite 
Sindhia to unite with Holkar^ the treaty with him therefore became null 
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and void. By the 9th Article o£ the Treaty of Surji Anjangaon concluded in 
1803 Siudbia agreed to renounce all claims on his feudatories with whom 
the British Oovernment had made Treaties, provided that none of the 
territories belonging to the Maharaja situated to the southward of those of the 
Hajos of Jaipur and Jodhpur and the Raua of Gohad, of which the revenues have 
been collected by him or liis Amildars, or have been applicable as Saran jami to the 
payment of his troops, are granted away by such Treaties.*' This clause gave 
rise to a dispute which threatened for some time a breach of the peace estab¬ 
lished with Siudbia. Siudbia argued that the Treaties he was bound to res* 
pect oould not embrace the Kana of Gohad, inasmuch as the pretensions of 
that family hsd been extinct and their territories had been in Sindhia's posses¬ 
sion for thirty years. The right, however, was clearly with the British Gov- 
ernmeut both by the Treaty with Ambaji Inglin and by conquest, aud the 
discussions did not prevent Siodbia from concluding the Treaty of defensive 
alliance with the British Government on f7th February IBOt although he 
shortly afterwards again hazarded tliis alliance by attacking and plandering 
the camp of the British Kesident aud detaining the Resident a prisoner. 

One of the obstacles to the establishment of the peaceful policy adopted 
by Lord Cornwallis in 1806 was the retention of Gwalior aud Gohad from 
Sindhia. The Governor-General deemed it expedient to abandon the connec¬ 
tion with the R^na independently of any reference to the settlement of differ¬ 
ences with Sindhia, und bad no hesitation in resolving to transfer to Daulat 
Rao Sindhia the possession of Gwalior snd Gohad. On this basis the IVeaty 
with Sindhia of SSrd November 1805 was concluded, and by a separate 
Ti'eaty (No. CX), settled in 1806, the parganasof Dholpur, Bari, aud Rajkhera 
were assigned to the Maharaj Rana of Dholpur. The river Chambal thus be¬ 
came the boundary between Sinohia's territories aud Dholpur. 

Maharaj Rana Rirat Singh lived to a great age. He died in 1836 and was 
succeeded by Mahaxaj Raua Bhagwant Singh. This Chief rendered assistance 
to the fugitives from Gwalior in 1857; but his minister Deo Hans incurred 
the displeasure of Government by plundering villages in the Agra District, lu 
1862, in consequence of the intrigues of Deo Huus and bis attempts to sub¬ 
vert the authority of Lis Chief, it was found nccessaiy to remove him to 
Benai-es, where he wss placed under surveillunoe. Attempts were sabscquently 
made by Deo Hans to regain bis position at Dholpur by the payment of 
a large sum of money to the Maharaj Rana, but it was intimated to the 
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Chief that direct commanication with ]>«o Hans wonld subject him to the 
displeasure of Ooverameot. 

Maharaj Bana Bhagwaot Singh received the right of adoption in 1862 
{ad^iendum to No. V). He was created a Knight Grand Commander of the 
Order of the Star of India. On bis dealdi, in February 1873. his grandson^ Nihal 
Singh, a minor nine years of age, whose father bad died in 1870, was recog¬ 
nised as his snccessor. Raja Sir Dinkar Bao was appointed goardiau of the 
young Cliief, and was invested with general powers of control and supervision in 
tbeadministratioD of the State, subject generally to the control of the British 
authorities. Ill health compelled Sir Dinkar Rao to retire from this office to¬ 
wards the close of the same year, when a British officer was appointed to the poli¬ 
tical charge of Bholpur and to supervise the education of the young Chief. 
Maharaj Rana Nihal Singh was invested with full powers of administration 
on the 19th Febroary 1833. He was appointed an honorary Major in the 
British Army in 1882. 

In 1860 Sindhia consented to the construction of a bridge over the 
Chambal by the agency of the British Government in connection with the 
trunk road then being made by him on the right l)ank of the river. In this 
arrangement the Maharaj Rana of Dholpur also acquiesced on the understanding 
that the cost of the construction of the bridge should be borne in equal shares 
by the two States, that they should share equally in the -net profits, and that 
in the event of the failure of the bridge the ferry at Rajghat should revert to 
Dholpur, Sindhia retaining the ferry at Khantri. It was also arranged that 
the British Government should collect the tolls and maintain the bridge so 
long as the two States conld not come to an understanding in respect to its 
management. At the close of 1860 Sindhia relinquished the construction of 
the trunk road through Gwalior into the hands of the British Oovernmeut, 
and it was then settled that on the bridge being oonstmcted both Chiefs 
should enjoy the privilege of a free pass^^when crossing in person with their 
snites. It had been at first decided that the British Government should share 
equally with Sindhin and the Maharaj Rnna of Dholpur in the proceeds of 
the bridge; Government however subsequently waived its claim to a share, and 
it was settled that the whole net profits should be divided aonuaJly between the 
two States, any deficit being debited against toe income of the following year. 

In the naeantime disputes had arisen between Sindhia and the Maharaj 
Rana of Dholpnr relative to the management and division of profits from the 
Rajghat aod-Khsotri ferries, Dholpur laying claim to a share in the profits of 
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the KhantH ferry which belonged to the Gwalior Darbar. »To this Smdhia even* 
tually agreed, and it was decided that the ferry at Rajghat should be worked 
and a bridge of boats oonstmcted by the British GoTemment, the net profits on 
the combined ferry and bridge being divided annually between Gwalior and 
Dholpur. Government has no ooncem with the Ehantri ferry, which remaina 
as before nnder Sindhians management, beyond taking care that Dbcipar in 
held to be an eqaal sharer in the rights appertaining to it. 

In 1866 the land revenue of the villages of Saji, Sathwa, and Patbarwa, in 
the Benares district, was assigned to Rao Gaogadhar Rao Ragbonatb, Minis¬ 
ter of Dholpnr, in consideration of the transfer of Mauza Eheiia by the Ma- 
haraj Ran a of Dholpur in full sovereignty to the British Government. 

Belonging to Dholpur is the pargana of Jhiri held in rent>free tenure 
by the Rao of Sar Mattra, a feudatory of Dholpur, the sozeraiuty of whiuh naa 
claimed both by KarauU and Dholpur. Both Jhiri and Sar Mattra formerly 
belonged to Earauli, but the claims of that State were completely extinguished 
during the Mahratta supremacy. Jhiri is situated in the district of Bari, 
which was received by the British Government from Sindhia and afterwards 
made over to Dholpur under the Treaty of 1806. Its omission from the 
schedule of villages attached to that Treaty is explained by the fact that it is 
held on renUfi’ee tenure, and that all rent>free villages are excluded from the 
schedule. 

In 1866 the Dholpur State agreed to give the land required for railway 
purposes free of cost, to cede full jurisdiction short of sovereignty rights in 
such land, and to surrender all transit and other duties on goods carried 
through its territory j but no formal engagement was concluded. The Darbar 
has been permitted to levy a small royalty on atone quarried for railway 
purposes. 

In 1879 an Agreement (No. CXI) was concluded with the Dholpur 
Darbar for the suppression of the manufacture of salt within the State, and 
for the prevention of the import or consumption within its territories of any 
salt excepting that on which British duty had been levied. At the saine time 
the Darbar, which had already, in 1871, abolished all transit duties on the 
Agra-Owalior road passing through its territories, relinquished all duties on 
articles imported into, exported from, or passing through, the State save only 
on sulphur, saltpetre, tobacco, opium, bhang, ganja, spirits and other iutoxi- 
eating drugs. 
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In 1868 on extraditron Treaty (No. CXII) was concluded with Dholpur 
for the mutual surrender of persona charged with certain speoiHed offences. 
This was modified in 1887 bjr an Agreement (No. CXIII) providing that in 
the extradition of offenders from British India to Bholpar the procedure for 
the time being in force iu British India shonld be followed, 

The area of Dholpur is 1,200 square miles, with a population according 
to the census of 1891 of 279,729. The revenue amounts to Rupees 0,59,000. 
The militarj force consists (1890) of 139 cavalry, 1,588 infantry, with 17 
serviceable gnns and 75 gunners. The Maharaj Rana receives a salute lb 
guns.

The Mabaramh shall not in future entertain in bis service, nor give 
admission to any English or b'reitch subjects, or any other person from among 
the inhabitants of Europe, without the sanction of the Honourable Company's 
government: and the Hononrable Company also agrees not to give admission 
to any of the Maharajah's relations or servants without his consent. 

The above Treaty, comprised in eight Articles, has been duly conclnded 
and confirmed by the seals and signaturos of His Excellency Genera! Gerard, 
Lord Labe, and Maharajah Seivaee Beshoinder Kunject Sing Bahadoor, at 
Bhurtpore, in the Soubah of Akberubad, on the 17th day of April 1805, 
oorresiionding with the 10th of Mohurrum, 1220 Hegira, aud with the Srd 
day of Bysauk, 1862 Summnt. 

When a Treaty containing the above eight Articles shall be delivered to 
Maharajah Sewaee Beshoinder Runjeet Sing Dabadoor, under the seal and 
signature of His Excellency the Most Noble the Govemor>GeaeraI in Council, 
the present Treaty, under the se^d and signature of His Excelleucy General 
Gerard, Lord Lake, shall be reiurued.

That any person, other than a Bhurtpore subject, committing a heinous 
offence within the limits of the Bhurtpore State and seeking asylum in 
British territory, will be apprehended, and the case investigated by such Court 
as the British Oovemment may direct. As a general rule such cases will be 
tried by the Court of the Political Officer, in whom the political supervision 
of Bhurtpore may, at the time, be vested. 

AnnoLB 4. 

That in no case shall either Government he hound to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence, except on requisition duly made by, or by the 
authority of the Government within whose territories the offence shall be 
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cbaiged to h&ve been committed: and also, upon snch evidence of criminality 
as, aooordinff to the laws of tbe country in which the person accused shall be 
found, would justify bis appreheusion and sustain the charge if the oSence 
had b^u there committed.

Whereafi a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was conolnded 
on the llth March 1868 between the British Goyemment and the fihurtpore 
State; And whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition 
of offenders from British India to tlie Bbortpore State has been found by ex¬ 
perience to be less simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the 
law as to the exti’adition of offenders in force in British India: It is hereby 
agreed between the British Government and the Bhnrtpore State that the 
provisions of the Treaty prescribing a procedure for the extradition of offenders 
shall no longer apply to cases of extradition from British India to the Bbnrt- 
pore State; but that the procedure prescribed by tbe law os to the extraditioa 
of offenders for the time being in force in British India shall he followed in 
every sooh case.

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'vvhetber overtly or under the gnise of manufacturing saltpetre or other saline 
product, and to destroy and erase existing salt-pans, so that salt cannot be 
there made. 

Artiolb 2. 

Ko tax, toll, transit duty or due of any kind whatever shall be levied by, 
or with the permission or knowledge of, the Maharaja of Bburtpore on salt, 
sugar, or other saccharine produce, whether exported from or imported into, or 
carried throngh the Bhurtpore State: Provid^ that nothing in this Article 
shall be held to prohibit the levy at the town gates of octroi, choongbi, or 
other cess or duty on the said articles imported for actual consumption into 
tovras the population of which exceeds 5,000 inhabitants. 

Artiois 3. 

The Maharaja of Bburtpore agrees to prohibit the importation into, or 
eonsumption within, the Bburtpore State of any salt whatever other than salt 
upon which duty hae been levied by the British Government, and the one 
thousand maunda of salt mentioned in Article 7. 

Articlb 4. 

From the date on which this Agreement comes into force the Maharaja 
will refuse to sauction any further sales from stocks of salt then existing 
within the said State held partly or wholly by or on behalf of the Bhurtpore 
State. As soon after the said date as conveniently may be these stocks shall 
he examined by officers to be appointed jointly by ^e Maharaja of Bburtpore 
and the British Government, and shall be then transferred to the British Gov¬ 
ernment on payment of each price as the examining officers may apprise as 
their then present value. 

Articia 6. 

If any <»nsiderahle private stocks of salt be proved to exist within the 
Bhurtpore State at the time when this Agreement comes into force the Maha¬ 
raja of Bburtpore will, if so required by the British Government, take posses* 
sion of such stocks and will give the owners thereof the option either of trans¬ 
ferring the salt to the British Government at such equitable valnation as he 
nay nx, in coocurrence with the Political Agent, or of paying to the said 
Agent such duty not exceeding two tupe^ eight auuns per maund on such 
salt as 1he Governor-General in Council may 0x. In the event of the owners 
as aforesaid accepting the latter alternative they shall be allowed to retain the 
salt on which daty so provided may be paid, but not otherwise. 

ARTtOI.B 6. 

The losses of salt manufacturers and Lagdars within the Bhurtpore State 
having been considered in concert by the British Government aud the Maha¬ 
raja of Bhurtpore, the British Government have paid to the Maharaja of 
Bhurtpore the snm of Rs. 2,it6,000 by way of compensalion to the said per* 
eons, and the Maharaja has undertaken to distribute the said sum of Rs. 
2,26,000 among the said persons. 
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AtTicu 7. 

The Mabaraja declines to receive any compensation on account of the 
present suppression of his salt-works, becaase he has independently determined 
on and ordered this, but in consideration of the due observance of tbe other 
stipulations hereinbefore provided, tbe British Government shall pay to the 
Alabaraja of Bhurtpore, with effect from tbe date on which this Agreement 
comes into force, tbe sum of Ks. 1,60,000 per annum, tbe said sum to be paid 
in half-yearly instalments of Rs. 75,000. Further, the British Government 
engage to deliver yearly at Sombhar, free of cost and duty, one thousand 
maunds of salt of good quality for the use of tbe Maharaja to any one ena- 
powered by him in that behalf.

No tax, toll, transit duty or due of any kind whatsoever shall be levied 
on salt, whether exported from, or imported into, or carried through, the 
Kerowlee State.

His Highness the Maharaja agrees to prohibit the importation into, or 
consumption within, the Kerowlee State of any salt whatever, other than salt 
upon which duty has been levied by the British Oovemment. 

Aetio!.! i. 

In consideration of the effective observance by His Highness the Maha¬ 
raja of Kerowlee of the stipulations in this Agreement, the British Govern¬ 
ment agree to pay to His Highness the Maharaja of Kerowlee, in lieu of 
import, export, transit and every other charge on salt, the sum of Rs. 5,000

‘Whenever a war shall aetoally take place between the contracting parties 
and the Mahrattas, if Maharajah Luckindar Bahadoor shall require the assist¬ 
ance of an English force from the Company for the defence of his conntrjj or 
for the acqnisition of territory, such a force, proportioned to the exigency of 
the service, shall be immediately sent on his requisition, mode in writing, to 
the Commanding Officer of the nearest station or the Company*! troops, shall 
remain with him as long as be shall reqnii’e it, and return when be shell 
dismiss it.

Tbe payment to commence on tbe day when the said force shall par^s 
the borders cf the Company's domitiions or the dominions of the Nabob of 
Oude, and cease on the period stipulated for its return to either; four coss 
being allowed for each day's march. 

Articlb 3. 

This force shall be employed for the defence of the Maharajah's dominions 
against all foreign or domestic enemies, or for tlie enlargement of his dominions 
by conquest on the Mahrattas. 


Abtiolb 4. 

Whatever countries shall he acquired from tbe Mahrattas, in pursuance 
of this Treaty, by the troope of the Company or of the Maharajah, separately 
or in conjunction, whether by war or Treaty, except the fifty-eix mahals which 
constitute the Maharaja's jaghire, and which are not now in the possession of 
the Mahrattas, shall be shared m the following proportions, vis., nine annas 
to the Company, and seven annas to the Mal^rajab. Tbe mean amount 
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of tlie gross reveiioe of the vvhole shall be ascertained by Ameens, chosen by 
each party,.on the oollectioos made iu the ten preceding years; and the amount 
of the Company's share, as determined by the said Ameens, after dedacling 
the charges of collection which are oastomary in such countries, shall be fixed 
and paid by the Maharajah as a TOrpefcnal tribute to the Company j and the 
lauds aud forts shall be ceded to the Maharajah. 


Abticlb 5. 

Id case it shall be judged advisable to employ the combined forces of the 
Company and the Maharajah in any hostile operations against the Mahrattas 
beyond the borders of the Maharajah’s dominions, on requisition made to him 
in writing from this Government, he shall furnish ten thousand horse for such 
service, and each party shall bear his own separate expense; and if, upon the 
return of the English forces towards their own borders, the M aharajah shall 
have occasion for their services, and shall make a requisition to retain tliem, 
from the instunt of such requisition he shall pay their charge iu the same 
manner as stipulated in the second Article. But it shall not be required of tbe 
Maharajah, nor be in the power of this Oovernment, to detach or employ his 
troops l^yond tbe furtherest borders of Eugeio and Indoor without bis spi>oial 
consent.

In conformity to the friendship established the fri*ude and eoe- 
miea of one party shall be the friends and enemies of both, and neither party 
shall swerve from this obligation. 
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Auticlb 2. 

Rajah Umbajee hereby agrees to deliver over, without delay or evasion, 
to the Company's Oovemmeut the foiirees of Gwalior with the districta 
undermentioned, which have been hitherto held by him in farm, with the forts 
situated in them, whenever the Officei's of the Company's Government may be 
deputed for the purpose of taking possession of them ; and further agrees that 
these districts and forts may be disposed of as may appear expedient to the 
British Government, relinquishiug on his part all further claims on any aocouut 
whatever to the said districts and forts

Abticlv S. 

Bajah Umbajee, during the period of this or any future war which may 
take place with the enemies of the British Government in the viduity of his 
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powessions, sball juin the Company's army with tbe whole of his troops; and 
ID this erent, altboagh the Rajah retains the sole command of his own army, 
he agrees to act in the war agreeably to the advice and ooansel of tbe Com¬ 
mander of tbe Company's troops. 

Aktiolb 6. 

Whereas, in oonseqaence of the third Article of tbe present Treaty, tbe 
Honourable Comiiany becomes guarantee to Rajah Umbajee for the security 
of bis coantry against external enemies, Rajah Umbajee herel^y agre«»8 that, 
if any misunderstanding should arise between him and any otlier State, the 
Rajah will, in (be brst instance, submit tbe caose of dispote to the Company's 
government, that tbe government may endeavour to settle it amicably. If, 
from the ol>stinacy of tbe opposite par^, no amicable terms can be settled, 
then Bejah Umhajee may demand aid from the Company's Oovernment. In 
the event above stated in this Article it will be grant^; and Kajab Umbajee

The guns, ammuniiqon, and military stores, now in tbe Torts, to be 
delivered over to the Honourable Company, shall be considered the property 
of the Honourable Company. Rajah Umbajee is at the same time empowered 
to carry off whatever money, grain, or property of any otlier description 
than that above-mentioDed, which may be in the forts, and no iutermption 
shall be given on tbe part of the Company's Officers to his so doing. 

Aeticcb 8. 

Tbe Honourable Company agree that Rajah Umbajee, whenever he may 
make a request to that purpose, shall be allowed to reside with his relations 
and family and property in whatever place, within the Company's dominions, 
he may choose, witbont any molestation on the part of the Company's 
government.

In the event of a peace being concluded between the Honourable Com¬ 
pany and the Mahratta States the Honourable Company shall oonsider Rajah 
Umbajee included in the Treaty as an ally of tbe Company.

Article 3, 


Three battalions of the HoDOQra)>Ie Company's sepoys shall be perma¬ 
nently stationed with Maharaj Ranah for the protection of his country the 
expenses of which shall be regularly paid by Maharaj Ranah to the Honour¬ 
able Company every month, at the monthly rate ot tweuty-Bve thousand 
Lucknow Sicca Rupees, or Rupees of the same standard value, for each batta¬ 
lion, amoauting to the monthly sum of seventy-five thousand Rupees, or nine 
lakhs of Rupees annually. In the event of a failure on the part of the Maha- 
laj Ranah, in the regular monthly payment of the expenses of the battalions, 
the Honourable Company's government retains to itself the right of appoint¬ 
ing a person to Buperintend the oolleotioo of the above amount from the 
country, 

Articlb 4. 


Maharaj Ranah agrees that the possession of the fortress and city of 
Gwalior shall be permanently vested in the Honourable Company's govern¬ 
ment, and that it shall be at the option of the government to station the 
Honourable Company's troops in whichever of the other forte or places of 
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strength in the Ranah’s country, and at whatever time the government may 
deem expedient, with tite exception of Oobud; and to level such furts and 
places of strength in the Banah's country, with the exception of Gobud, as to 
the government may appear advisable. 

Articli 5. 

The Honourable Company shall not demand any tribute mom the country 
delivered over to Maharaj Ra]^h Kerrut Sing. 

Arttcu 6. 

In the event of any enemy of the Honourable Company evincing a 
disposition to attack the cuuntries lately taken possession of by the Honourable 
Company in HindostaU) Aialuirnj Kanab agrees to send tlie whole of bis forces 
to their assistauoe, and to exert himself to the utmost of his power to repel the 
enemy, and to omit no opportunity of proving his friendship aud attachment. 

Aeticlb 7. 

As, by the second Article of the present Treaty, the Honoumble Gomi>any 
becomes guarantee to Maharaj Ranah for the security of his country against 
external enemies, Maharaj Hanah hereby agrees that, if any misunderstanding 
should arise between him and the eirenr of any other chieftain Maharaj Ranah 
will, in the first instance, submit the cause of dispute to the Company's 
government, that the government may eudeayour to settle it amicably. If, 
mm the obsUnaej of the opposite parly, no amicable terms can be settled, 
then Maharaj Ranah may employ the Honourable Company's troops, stationed 
for the protection of bia country, against the opposite party. 

Aeticlb 8. 

Although Maharaj Kauab retains the exclusive command of his own 
army yet he hereby agrees to act, during the period of a war, in conformity to 
the ^vice and counsel of the Commander of the Company's troops. 

Aeticlb 9. 

Maharaj Ranah shall not entertain in his service, or in any mnnner give 
admission to any English or French subjects, or any other persous from 
amongst the inhabitants of Europe, without the consent of the British 
Government. 

The above Treaty, oomprised in nine Articles, bag been duly concluded 
and confirmed, under the seal and signature of His lUxoellency General Gerard 
Lake, at Beannb, on the 17th day of January 1804, of the Cliristinn era.

Ran^ Kerrut Sing Luckinder Bahadoor, at Gwalior, on the 29th day of 
January 1804, of the Christian era, corresponding with the 15th of Sowall, 
1218 Hegira, aud uith the 3rd Phagoon 1860 Sumbut. When, a Treaty 
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eontaming the above nine Articles shall be delivered to the Maharajah Seway

BnglisU East India Company and Maharajah Ranah Kerrot Sing', providing 
for mutual advantages to be derived by the contracting parties; and whereae^

Aetioli 8. 

The Honourable Company from the consideration that the failure in the 
stipulations of the former Treaty, on the part of Maharajah Ranah, has arisen 
from inability and want of means, is inclined to grant to Maharajah Raoah 
an adequate provision, and hereby agrees that the districts of Dholepore, Baree, 
and Rajekeerah, agreeably to a separate schedule, containing a detailed state- 
meet of the villages which compose these districts, shall be delivered over to 
Maharajah Ranah in sovereignty to him, bis heirs and successors. Maha¬ 
rajah Ranah on bis part agrees that he will not enter into any disputes with 
the possessors of the neighboring districts respecting the ancient boundaries 
of these pergunnahs, of which the extent shall remain the same as before 
the Ranah took possession of them.

As by the third Article of the present Treaty the districts of Dliolepore, 
Baree, and Rajekeerah have, in conformity to the request of Maharajah Rnnah^ 
been granted to him in sovereignty, and will remain exempt from nil orders 
of the Adawlut, or other demanO of the Honourable Company, Maharajah 
Kanah hereby agrees to take upon himself the responsibility of adjusting all 
disputes which may arise, either external or interns], and no responsibility for 
assistance or protection remains with the Houourable Company. 

The above Treaty, comprised in four Articles, framed in conformity to 
the Articles agreed upon by the contracting parties at Gwalior, on the 19th 
December 1805, corresponding with the 28th of Ramzaan, 1220 Hegira, and 
with the l4th of Poos, 1862 Summnt, has been duly concluded, under the seals 
and signatures of Mr. Otssme Mercer aud of Maharajah Kanah Eorrut Sing, 
in the vicinity of Agra, on the lOth day of January 1806, corresponding with 
19th of Sowall, 1220 Hegira, and with the 6th of Maug, 1862 Sammut, and 
delivered to the parties respectively.

AftTlCLB 1, 

The Maharana of Dholpur ag^rees to auppress and abeointelv prohibit 
and prevent the manufaulure of salt fritUio any pact of the Dholpur Stnte, 
whe^er overtly or under the guise of isanufacturing saltpetre or other saline 
product, and to destroy aud erase all existing salt-works, so that salt cannot 
there be made. 

ABTtCLS 2. 

No Uz, toll, transit duty or due of any kind whatsoever shall be levied 
by or with the permission or knowledge of the Mahai-anu of Dbolpur un any 
articles (not excepted onder the next following clause), whether exported from 
or imported into or carried through the Dholpur State. 

Provided that nothing in the foregoing clause shall be held to debar the 
Maharana of Dholpur from levying such duties or taxes on sulphur, saltpetre, 
tobacco, opium, bhang, ganja, spirits, and other intoxicating drogpa and pre¬ 
parations as he may from time to time consider expedient: and provided fur¬ 
ther that nothing in the said clause shall be held to affect the royalties levied 
on stone and mineraU extracted from State quarries, grass and timber grown 
on State domiuos aud the like. 


Abticlv 3. 

The Maharana agrees to prevent the importation into, and cr>n6umptioQ 
within the Dbolpur State of any salt whatever other than salt on which doty 
has been levied by the british Government, and the three hundred maunds of 
salt mentioned in Article 7. 


Articls 4. 

The Maharana agrees to prohibit the export from bis State into British 
terriboiy of bliang, ganja, spirits, opium or other intoxicatiog drug or prepa¬ 
ration. 

Artiolb 5. 

If any considerable stocks of salt be proved to exist within the Dholpur 
State at the time when this agreement comes iuto force the Maharana will, 
if so r^uired by the British Government, take possession of such stocks, and 
will give the owners thereof the option either of transferring the salt to the 
British Goveminent, at snoh equitable valuation as he may fix in coocuirence 
with the Political Agent, or of paying to tlie said Agent such duty not exceed¬ 
ing two rupees eight annns per maund on such salt as the Governor-Geueral 
in Council may fix. 
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In the event of the owners as aforesaid accepting the Utter alternative, 
they shall be allowed to retain the salt on which daty so provided may be 
paid, bat not otherwise. 


, A RTICTA 6. 

The losses of salt mauuracturers in the Bhoipnr State, oonseqneut on the 
sappression of local salt works hereinbefore provided for, having been con- 
eidered in concert by the British Government and the Maharana of Dholpiir, 
the British GUvernment hereby agree to pay to the Mabaraoaof Dbolpur a 
lump sum of three hundred and sixty rupees {Rs. 3f>0) as compensation to the 
said manufacturers, and the Maharana of Dbolpnr agrees to distribute the whole 
of the said sum, in consultation with the Political Agent, amongst the said 
persons in such wise as may be most equitable. 

Amicli 7. 

In consideration of the due and effectual observance by the Maharana of 
Bholpur of all the stipulations hareinbefoie provided the British Government 
agree to pay to the Maharana yearly the sum of sixty thousand rupees (Rs. 
6U,000) iu half-yearly instalments; the first instalment to bo paid after the 
expiration of six mouths from the date on which this agreement comes into 
force. The Maboraiia agrees to pay out of this above-said sum a yearly com¬ 
pensation noc exceeding rupees three thousaod (Ra. 3,000) (the exact amount 
to be determined on consultation by the Maharana and the Political Agent) 
to the Roo of Sir Muttra in consideration of his relinqnising all taxes, tolls 
and duties of every kind on all articles entering, leaving, or passing through 
liia estates. 

The Maharana also agrees to pay yearly to the Lumbardxirs of the several 
villages enumerated in .Schedule A, annexed to this Agreement, iu which salt 
manufacture shall have been suppressed in accordMOce with the provisions of 
this Agreement, the sums therein specified as compensation for their loss of 
Huq Lumbardari. 

Further, the British Government engage to deliver yearly at Sambhar, 
free of cost and duty, three hundred (300) mannds of salt of good quality lor 
the use of the Maharana of Dbolpur to anj' one empowered by the Maharana 
in that bebtdf. This suit shall be fortliwitU removed into the Dhnlpur State 
and shall nut l»e re-exported therefrom. 

Aeticlb 8. 

Note of the stipulations set forth in this Agreement shall be modified or 
annulled withemt the previous consent of both parties. 

Aeticlx 9. 

This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed hereafter by 
the Britiiih Government.

Article 1. 

That any peraon, whethei' a British or Foreign subject, committing a 
heiaous offence in British territory, and seeking shelter within the limits of 
the Dholepoor State, shall be (ipprebended and delivered up by the latter 
Ooverument to the former on requiaitdoa in the osual manner. 

Article 2. 

That any person, being a snbjeot of Dholepoor, committing a heinons 
oScnoe within the limits of the Dholepoor State, and seeking asylum in 
British territory, will be apprehended and delivered up by the latter Govern¬ 
ment to the former on requisition in the usual manner. 

Article S. 

That any person, other than a Dholepoor subject, committing a heinous 
offence within the limits of the Dholepoor State, and snekiog asylum in 
British territory, will be apprehended and the case investigated by such Court 
as the British Goveroment may direct. As a general rule such cases will be 
tried by the Court of the Political Officer in whom the Political supervision of 
Dholepoor may at the time be vested. 

Abticlb 4. 

That in no case shall either Government be bound to smirender any 
person accused of a heinous offence, except upon requisition duly made by or

by the aatbority of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall 
be ohorfred to have been committed, and also npon sncIi evidence of criminality 
as, nccordingto the laws of the oonntry in which the person accused shall be 
found, would justify bis apprehension, and sustain the cbar^ if the offence 
had been there committed.

Wbereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was concluded 
on the 16th February 1869 between the British Oovemment az^ the Dbole- 
pore State: And whereas the procedure proecribed by the Treaty for the ex¬ 
tradition of offenders from British India to the Bholepore State has been 
foQud by experience to be less simple and effective than the procedure pre¬ 
scribed by the law as to the extradition of offenders in force in British India : 
It is hereby agreed between the British Oovornment and the Dholepore State 
that tlze provisions of the Treaty prescribing a procedure for the extradition 
of offenders shall no longer apply to cases of extradition from British India 
to the Dholepore State ; but that the procedure prescribed by the law ns to 
the extradition of offenders for the time being in force in British India shall 
be followed in every such oase.

ALWAR. 

The Almir State is composed of petty Chiefships which till the middle o£ 
last oeotary owed allegiance to Jaipur and Bhartpur. Tiie southern portion 
was usurped ab«)ut 1780, during the minority of the Maharaja of Jaipur, bv 
Partnb Singh of the olan of Naraka Rajputs, who was holding Macheri 
ns a &ef from Jaipur with the title of Rao. Partab Singh was suc¬ 
ceeded by his adopted son, Bakhtawar Singh, with whom the first relations of 
the British Government were formed. Ahmad Bakbsb Khan, the Alwar 
vakil, joined Lord Xiake at the commencement of the war with the Mahrattas, 
and received the grant of Loham from Alwar and of Firozpur from Lord Lake 
as a reward for bis services (see Zoiarn). The Maharao Raja accepted the 
protection of the British Government in 1803, and a Treaty (No. CXIV) of 
offensive and defensive alliance was concluded j Alwar was to pay no tribute, but 
its troops were to co-operate with those of the Biitish Government. Asa rewanl 
for the assistance which Alwar rendered in the campaign the districts which 
had been granted to Bhartpur and afterwards resnmed were conferred in ISO.S 
on the Maharao Raja by a Samid (No. CXV) from Lord Lake. In 1805 an 
exchange of territories was effected (No. CXVl) with Alwar for mutual 
convenience* 

It was discovered in 1811 that the Chief of Alwar had interfered in the 
affairs of Jaipur and engaged to be security for the payment of Rupees 1,60,000 
a month to a Patimn adventurer, Mnhammad Shah Khan, for the supply of 
troops to establish one KhosUbali Ram as minister of Jaipur. Althongh the 
obligation to form no such engagements without tlie knowledge and consent of 
the British Government necessarily resulted from the nature of the relations 
practically subsisting between the two Governments it was not speoificsily in¬ 
cluded among the provisions of the treaty, A fresh Engagement (No. CXVIl) 
was therefore made in 1811 with the Maharao Kaja, expressly prohibiting 
(>olitical intercourse with other States without the cognizance and approval 
of the British Government. In 1812 Bakhtawar Singh took possession of the 
forts of Dhobi and Sikrawa and adjoining territory belonging to Jaipur, and 
refused to restore them on the remonstrance of the Resident at Delhi. As this 
was a direct violatiou of bis engagements it became a question whether to 
dissolve the alliance with him. To this course there were many objections, 
and chiefly that the Alwar State would hare been left exposed to the invasion 
of Pindari leaders ; it was therefore resolved to compel the Maharao Kaja to 
restore the forts and territory to Jaipur. A force was moved against him, 
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and when the troops were within one inarch of bis capital Bakhtawar Singh 
yielded, restored the usarped territory, and paid three lakhs of rupees as the 
expenses of the British expedition. It was the intention of Government, had 
actual hostilities taken place, to have pauished the Chief by resuming the 
districts conferred on him by Lord Lake, and even annexing his entire territories 
had bis conduct justified such a measure. 

Bakhtawar Singh died in 1815, and the question was raised whether the 
lands granted in ISOfi should lapse; Government however decided not to 
ioterfere with them. On Bakhtawar Singh's death a dispute arose as to the 
sDcceseion. Banni Singh, the nephew and adopted son of the late Maharao, was 
supported by the Kajput nobles, while Balwant Singh, an illegitimate son, was 
supported by a Muhammadan faction beaded by Ahmad Bakhsh Khan. A com¬ 
promise was effected, and it was agreed that the nephew should enjoy the title 
while the illegitimate son should exercise the power of the State; this arrange¬ 
ment was sanctioned by the British Government. Both parties were minors at 
the time of this agreement, and when they grew up Maharao Banni Singh 
seized the reins of the administration and made his consio a prisoner. Moreover 
an attempt was made onthelifeof Ahmad Bakhsh Khan while he was a gnestof 
the Kesident at Delhi. The crime was traced to the instigation of persons at 
the Coart of Alwar, and the Chief was required to surrender them, but it was 
not till I8it6, after the fall of Bhartpur and the advance of a British force on 
Alwar, that the Chief complied. The Maharao Raja was then required (1826) 
to agree CXVIll) to make a provision, half in land and half in money, 
for Balwant Singh and the lawful heirs of his body. The lands reverted to 
Alwar on the death of Balwant Singh without issue. 

In 1831 a negotiation was discovered between Alwar and Jaipur, origin¬ 
ating in the desire of the Chief of Alwar to do fealty to Jaipur and receive 
a UcAilat of investiture. This correspondence was considered to be a bresicb of 
treaty engageineuts, but not to be iu itself of much importance. 

Banni Singh died in 1857 after the outbreak of the mutinies. After his 
death the Muhammadan Ministers acquired an ascendancy over his son Sheodan 
Singh, then thirteen years of age. Their influence, however, was obnoxious to 
the Rajput nobles who rose and expelled them. The ministers were compelled 
to reside at Benares nnder aurveillanoe, and a Political Agent was appointed to 
Alwar to advise and assist the Council of Regency which was formed to 
<w>ndnct the administration during the young Chief's minority. Sheodiiu 
Singh attained his majority in September 1868, and was put in charge of the 
administration, but it was resolved to retain the Political Agent at Alwar 
for a fvrth*T per^.od of two years. 
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The affairs of the State sooo after the Chief's aocession to }>ower fell ioto 
eoofosion: the Muhammadan Ministers^ who had beeu permitted to rtftuni 
from Benares to Delhi on condition of their having no communication with 
Alwar^ regained their asoendancj and wielded the real power of the State. 
The discontent of the Mahnrao Raja's subjects showed itself in an unsnccess- 
ful insurrection headed by Tliaktir Lakhdbir Singh j a settlement was tern- 
porurily effected, bat the extravagance of the Chief, bis Muhammadan sym¬ 
pathies, and his resumption of numerous hereditary holdings and religious 
grants widened the breach, and the authoritative interference of the British 
Government became necessary. In 1870, therefore, the Maharao Uaja was 
deprived of power and a Council of Management, presided over by a British 
officer, was formed; a sum of Rupees 15,000 per mensem was fixed for the 
personal ex])enditure of the Chief, and an establishment on a reasonable scale 
was allotted for his use; but (he Maharao Raja continued to oppose all measures 
of Teform and to foment dissension among the Thaknrs, until at length 
he was warned that if any disturbance took place be would be removed from 
Alwar. This warning proved sufficient to check all overt opposition, but the 
Cliief could not again be entrusted with the management of his State. Ihe 
administration was conducted by the Council until bis death which took 
place in October 1874. He had received the right of adoption in 1862 
{Addendum to No. V), but he died without leaving auy legitimate descendant, 
either lineal or adopted. 

The State consequently escheated to Government, hat in view of all the 
circumstances of the case it was decided to allow the selection of a ruler from 
the collateral branches of the former ruling family. The choice between Thakur 
Mangal Singh of the Thatia family and Thakur Lakbdlu'r Singh of Bijwar, 
who appeared to have the strongest claims to the vacant was left to the 
twelve Kotris as the Naruka families are called. A majority was iu favour of 
Mangal Singh, who was therefore recognised by the Briti»‘h Goverument as 
ruler of Alwar. Maharao Baja Mangal Singh being a min(>r the affairs of the 
State continued to be conducted by a Council presided over by the Political 
Agent, until December 1877 when the Chief was invested with full governing 
powers. 

In 1865 the Alwar State consented to give the lond required for railway 
purposes free of ot>Bt and to coni]>ensatc the owners, to cede full jurisdiction in 
this land, short of sovereign rights, to the British Government, and to surren¬ 
der all transit and other duties on goods passing through the State. No 
formal agreement however has been concluded to this effect. 
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In 1867 an extradition Treaty (No. CXIX) waa oonclnded with 
Alwar. But this waa nwxhfiedin 1887 by an agreement (No. CXX) provid¬ 
ing that in the extradition of offenders from British India to Alwar the 
procedure for the time being in foroe in British India should be followed. 

The Alwor State agreed in January 1875 that tlio code of rules drawn 
op in 1873 for regulating the pursuit and extradition of criminals on the Tati- 
ala and Jaipur border (see Jaipur), should be reciprocally observed between 
Altvar and Patiala or any other Punjab State touching or closely adjoining 
Alwar. On the S2od March 1879 these rules were formally declared to be in 
force between Patiala, Nabba and Alwar. In 1882 a set of rules for &cilitat- 
ing the arrest and surrender of criminals was introduced in the States of 
Alwar and Bhortpur with the approval of the Government of India; and in 
1890 similar rules were introduced as a tentative measure for one year with 
the Jaipur State. In 1891 they were extended for another year. 

In 1879 an Agreement (No. CXXT) was entered into with the Alwar 
Dnrbar for the suppression of the maoufactare of salt within the State, and for 
the abolition of duties on all articles, excepting bhang, gaoja, spirits, 
opium, or other intoxicating drugs. 

British copper coin was introduced into the State in 1873. In 1877 the 
Maharao Raja entered into .'in Agreement (No.CXXII) with the Government 
of India under the Native Coinage Act of 2876 for the supply to the State, 
from the Calcutta Mint, of silver coins bearing the Alwar device. 

On Ist August 1885, in consequence of frequent disputes between Alwar 


sod Bhartpnr regarding the irrigation of certain villages by the waters of the 
Buparel river, an exchange of the undermentioned villages was effected 
with the permission of the Government of India (Government letter No. 252, 
dated 22nd January 1886) :—

In 1885 the Maharao Raja was appointed an Honoreiy Lieutenant- 
Colonel in the British army, and in 1886 a Knight Grand Commander of the 
Order of the SUr of India. On the Ist January 1889 the tide of Maharaja 
was conferred oo tlie Chief as ao hereditary distinction. 
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Maharaja Mangal Siogh died on the 22ud May 1H92, and was succeeded 
by bis only son, Maharsj Kunwar Jai Singh, who is ten years of age. During 
the young ('hief's minority the adminietration will be carried on by the exist¬ 
ing State Conncil, under the general guidance of tlie Political Agent. The 
Chief receives a salute of 15 guns. 

The area of Alwar is about 3,024 square miles j and the population 
according to the census of 1891 is 766,757. The revenue from all sources is 
twenty-six lakhs of i-upees. The State pays no tribute or contribution. Its 
military establishment, inelqding irregulars, consisted in 1890 of 2,189 
cavalry, 3,676 infantry, 272 guns, classed as servicable, and 443 artilleiymen. 
Of these forces the Maharao Raja has offered to place 600 cavalry and 1,060 
infantry at the disposal of the Government of India for Imperial service. 


jVtWnAn.—Among the lands granted to Alwar by Lord Lake in 1803 was 
the district of Nimrana. The Chief of this district for many years urged 
oluims to independence of Alwar which were frequently rejected; they were 
again brought forward in 186U. A fnll investigation was made, and it was 
oleurly proved that the Alwar Chief had conferred the district on Chandarbhan, 
Raja of Nimrana, subject to a payment of Rupees 8,648, being the amonut of 
tribute levied by the Mahrattas on Nimrana; that in consequence of Chan- 
darbban^s rebellion, the lands were afterwards resumed by Alwar with the con¬ 
sent of the British Government, and held till 1815 when a portion of them was 
restored; and that when the Nimrana Chief claimed the restoration of the 
remainder the British Government declined to interfere. It was therefore 
finally decided in 1862 that Nimrana is a 5ef of Alwar. The measure of feudal 
subjection however remained undecided for years; finally, after a lengthened 
correspondence, it was settled {tee Agreement No. CXXIII} in 1868 that though 
his claim to independence could not be admitted the Chief of Nimrana should 
pay au annual sum fixed for terms of thirty years to the Maharao Raja of 
Alwar, who should receive it ss a full compensation for all conditions of feudal 
subjection. This sum is for the first thirty years Rupees 3,000 per annum. 
It was further decided that the Chief of Nimrana has the right to adopt, but 
is bound in the first instance to consult the Maharao Raja of Alwar. la case 
of disagreement the decision rests with the British Goveiumenb. 

Rnja Mokand Singh died at the Mayo College, Ajmir, in December 
1885, and was succeeded, with the sanction of the Government of India, by bis 
first cousin Jaoak Singh, a youth of about fifteen years of age at present 
(1892).

A permanent friendship i* estaMished between the Honnnrahle Hie English 
East India Company and Maba Rao Rajah Sewoee Boktawar Sing Babadoor 
and between their heirs and snccessors. 

Artiolb 2. 

The friends and enemies of the Honourable Company shall be considered 
tbe friends and enemies of Maba Kao Rajith, and tbe friends and enemies of 
Maba Hao Rajah shall be the friends and enemies of the Hononraye Com¬ 
pany. 

Abticlb 8. 

The Honourable Company shall not interfere with the country of Maba 
Rao Rajah nor shall demand any tribute from him. 

Abticlb 4. 

In the event of any enemy evincing a disposition to attack the countries 
now iu the possession of tbe Hoooarable Companj or of their allies in Hiu* 
doostau Maha Rao Kajah agrees to send tbe whole of bis force to their assist* 
anoe, and to exert himself to the utmost of bis power to repel tlte enemy, 
and to omit no opportunity of proving his friendship and attachment.

As from the friendship established by tbe second Article of tbe present 
Tieatj the Honourable Company become goarantee to Maha Rao Rajah for 
the security of his country against external enemies, Maha Rao Rajah hereby 
agrees that, if any misunderstaudiog should arise between him and tbe Circar 
of any other Chieftain, Maha Rao Rajah will, in the first instance, submit tbe 
cause of dispute to the Company's government, that the government may 
endeavour to settle it amicably. If, from the obstinacy of the opposite party 
no amicable terms can be settled, then Maba Rao Kajah may demand aid from 
the Company's government. In the event above stated in this Article it will 
be grants, and Maha Rao Rajah agrees to take upon himself tbe charge of 
the expense of such aid at the same rate as has been settled with the other 
Chieftains of Bindoostan. 
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Tlie above Treatj^ comprised in five Articles, has been duly exchanged 
aader the seal aod signature of His Excellency General Gerard Lake, and 
under the seal and signature of Maha EUo Hajab 3aktawur Sing Babadoor, 
at Puhessur, on tlie 14th day of November, 1803 of the Christian era, agree' 
ing with the 26tb of Rujib, 1218 Hegira, and the 15th of Aghuo, 1860 
Summnt. When a Treaty containing the above five Articles shall be driivered 
to Maba Rao Rajah, under the seal and signature of His Excellency the Most 
Noble the Marquis Wellesley, Governor-General, &o., &c., &o., the present 
Treaty, under the seal and signature of HU Excellency General Lake, shall be 
return^.

Whereae certain districts, Tijara, Tupoobra, Botaee, Moondawnr, &c., 
were granted to the late Rao Rajah Buktawnr Sing by the British Govern¬ 
ment through the mediation of General Lord Lake, 1 cede an equivalent for 
those districts, half in territojy and ball in money, to my dear brother, Rajah 
Bulwunt Sing and his heirs in perpetuity, aooording to the desire of the 
British Government. The said Rajah shall be absolute master of the ceded 
territory and pecuniary stipend. If he or any of his descendants die child- 
less, and no heirs of his body remain, then the territory settled shall revert to 
the principality of Ulwor. If the said Rajah or any of his descendants 
adopt any son other than the issue of bis own loins, the territory and pecu¬ 
niary stipend shall not go to the adopted child. The territory to be settled 
on idle J^jah shall be compact and adjoining to the frontier of the British 
dominions, and shall be under the protection of the British Government. 
Brotherly relation shall continue between me and the said Rajah. The 
British Government shall be guarantee of this engagement both for me and 
for the said Rajah.

Wbei-eas a Treaty relating to tl^e extreditioo o£ offenders was conduded 
on the 29bh October 1S67, between the British OoTemmeut and the Ulwur 
State: And whereas the procedure prescribed by the Treaty for the extradition 
of offenders from British India to the Ulwnr State has been found by experi* 
ence to be less simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law as 
to the extradition of offenders in force in British India: It is hereby agreed 
between tbe British Government and the Ulwur State that Ihe provisions of the 
Treaty prescribing a procedure for the extradition of offenders shall no longer 
apply to cases of extradition from British India to the Ulwar State; but that 
the procedure prescribed by Idle law as' to the extradition of offenders for the 
time being in torce in British India shall be followed in every such case. 

Signed at Ulwui* this fifteenth day of August in the year a.d. one 
thonsand eight hundred and eighty-seven.

Ulwtje Salt Agebbwlbnt, dated the 17rH Apkil 1879. 
Batieied the 13 th May 1879. 

Articls 1. 

The MabaraoBaja agrees to suppress and absolutely prohibit and prevent 
tbe noanufactoie of' salt within tbe Ulwur State, whether ovei-tly or under 
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tbe gaifie of maDufaotaring saltpetre or other ealiae product^ and to destroy 
existiug salt-panSj so that salt cannot be made therein. 

Asncti 2. 

No export, import or traosit daty of any kind shall be levied within the 
Ulwur State*. 

Provided that nothing in this Article shall be held to prohibit the levy 
by the Maharao Baja of Ulwnr, of any octroi, ohootigi, or other cess or duty 
on any articlee imported into any town within tbe Ulwur State and intended 
for actual consumption therein, where such octroi, ohoongi, cess or duty is 
levied at the date of this Agreement coming into force, or where such town 
contains a population of not less than five thousand (5,000) inbabitante; and 

Provided farmer that nothing in this Article shall be held to debar the 
Maharao Raja from levying any such dnty on bhang, ganja, spirits, opium, or 
other intoxicating drug or preparation, as he may consider necessary. 

Abticlb 3. 

Tbe Maharao Raja agrees to prevent tbe importation into and consamp* 
tion within Uie Ulwur State of any salt other than salt npon which duty has 
been levied by the British Government, and the one thousand maunds of salt 
mentioned in Article 7. 


AnricLi 4. 

The Maharao Raja also agrees, if so req^nired by the British Goverament, 
to prohibit tbe export from his State into British territory of any of the 
intoxicating drags or preparations referred to at the close of Article 2. 


Abticlb 5. 

If any considerable stocks of salt he proved to exist within the Ulwur 
State at the time when this Agreement comes into force, the Maharao Raja 
will, if so required by the British Government, take possession of such stocks 
of salt, and will give the owners thereof the option either of transferring the 
salt to the British Government at such equitable valuation as he may fix in 
concurrence with the Political Agent at THwor, or of paying to the said 
Agent such duty not exceeding two rup^ eight annas per maund as the 
Governor-General in Council may fix. In the event of the owners as afore¬ 
said accepting the latter altemati?e, the salt on which tbe duty may be paid 
shall be restored to them. 


Abticlb 6. 

If it be proved to the satisfaction of the Maharao Raja that private rights 
bave in any case been infringed by tbe snppression of local mani^actnre above 
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provided for, the Mabareo Raja will equitablv compensate any persons whose 
rights have been infringed for any losses thereby snstaincd. 

Artiolb 7. 

So long as the Maliarso Baja of Ulwur duly and efficiently observes the 
stipnlatioQS hereinbefore contained^ the British Government agree to pay to 
him yearly the sum of one hundred and twenty-five thoosand rupees in half- 
yearly instalmente, the first instalment to be paid after tbe expiration of six 
months from ^e date on which this Agreement comes into force. 

Farther, the British Government engage to deliver yearly at Sambbar, 
free of cost and duty, one tbonsand mauods of salt of good quality for the use 
of tbe Maharao Baja of Ulwar to any one empowered by the said Maharao 
Baja in that behalf. This salt shall be forthwith removM into the Ulwur 
State and shall not be re-exported therefrom. 

AnnoLB 8. 

None of the stipnlations lierein agreed upon shall be in any way set aside 
or modified witliont the previous consent of both parties. 

Artiolb 9. 

Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to affect any Treaty now exist¬ 
ing between the British Government and tbe Maharao Baja of Ulwur, except 
in so far as its provisions may be repugnant hereto. 

Artiolb 10. 

This Agreement is to come into force from a date to be fixed hereafter by 
tbe British GovernmenL

Articles of Agreement made this tenth day of May 1877, bstween tbe 
Government of India on tbe one part, and His Highness Sewaee Mangal 
Sing, Maharao Raja of Alvar, on the other part. Whereas under the Native 
Coinage Act, 1876, the Qovernor-Oeneral in Council has power from time to 
time to declare by Notification in the of India that a tender of pay¬ 

ment of money, if made in the coins, or the coins of any specified metal, made 


« 
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aoder the said Act for any Native State, shall be a legal tender in British 
India. And whereas, ae by Section 4 of the said Act it is declared that such 
power shall be exercisable only nnder certain conditions, amongst which is the 
tiondition that the Native State for which snch coins are ooined shall enter 
into Agreements corresponding with the Brst three Articles of these preeents. 
And whereas by section 5 of the said Act any each State is authorized to send 
to any Mint in Bintish India metal to be made into coin under the same Act, 
and (snbject as therein mentioned) the Mint Master is required to receive 
snob met^ and convert it into ooin. 

And whereas His Highnees the said Mabarao Baja of Alwar is a Native 
State within the meaning of the said Act, and has pursuant to such authority 
sent to the Mint of Calcutta silver to be coined under the said Act into two 
Iskbs of rupees, and bos requested the Government of India to exercise the 
power hereinbefore recited in the case of the said coins, and the Goverareeot 
of India has consented to exercise such power by issuing the requisite Noti> 
hcation in the Qaz«iu of India on the execution by His Highness the said 
Maharao Raja of Alwar of this Agreement. 

Now, these presents witness, and it is hereby agreed between the parties 
hereto as follows (that is to say) 

Pirttly .—His Highness the Mabarao Raja of Alwar agrees for himself 
and bis snocessors to abstain during a term of thirty years from the date of 
the Dutibcation afoi'esaid from coining silver in bis own Mint, and also under* 
tukes that no coins, resembling silver coins, for the time being a legal tender 
in British India shall, after the expiration of the said term, be struck under 
the anthority of himself or his successors, or with his or their permission at 
any place within or without bis or their jurisdiction. 

Secondly .—His Highness the said Maharao Rajs of Alwar hereby sgrees 
for himself aod his successors that the law and roles for the time being in 
force, respecting the cutting and breaking of coin of the Goveromont of India 
reduced in weight by reasonable wearing or otherwise, or counterfeit, or called 
in by proclamation, shall apply to the coins made for the said State under the 
said Act, and that the said State will defray the cost of cutting and breaking 
them. 

Thirdly .—His Highness the said Maharao Raja of Alwar further agrees 
for himself and his successors not to issue the said coins below tbeir nominal 
value, and not to allow any disci'unt or other advantage to any persou in 
order to bring them into circulation. 

Povrthly .—His Highness the said Mabarao Raja of Alwar agrees for 
himself and bis successors that if at any time tbe Government of India calls 
in its coinnge of rupees, His Higlmess or bis successors will, if so requested 
by the Government of India, call in, at his or their own expense, all coins 
made for him under this Agreement.

Aorbskisrt entered into between Eis Highness Mahabao Raja 
SB liOHAH Singh of Alwar and his feudal Raja Bhiu Singh 
of Nugiana, dated December 1868. 

The OorernoMot of India has idready declared that the Chief of Nimrana

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it a feudatory of the Alwar State, and that his claim to iodepecdence cannot bo 
admitted. To this deoiaion the Government of India adheres j but it consi¬ 
ders that the terms recently proposed to define the exact measure of feudal 
subjection due by Nimrana to AWar mi^ht with advantage be altered so as to 
prevent oomjilication, which would otherwise probably arise. His Excellency 
the Viceroy and Govemor-Gienera) in Council considers the best «ay of set¬ 
tling the dispute is to fix a certain sum which the Chief of Nimrana shall pay 
yearly to the Alwar State, and which the latter shall receive as a fall compensa¬ 
tion for all conditions originally or at any time proposed. 

In accordfince with the principle thus laid down the following terms 
have been agreed to by both parties 

Auticlb 1. 

That Nimrana pay to Alwar an annual tribute amounting to one-eighth of 
the land rent of the whole Nimrana estate, jagirs, temple lauds, and aU other 
alienations included, calculated on the average ra^s iu the surrounding terri¬ 
tories ; the amount of the tribute to be 6xed for terms of (30) thirty years 
according to the above-mentioued scale in. advance through the mediation of 
British officei's. 

Abucli Z. 

Tliat the tribute from the jiresent year till the close of the yearfSOS aj>, 
he settled at Imperial Rupees 3,000 per aunuin. 


Akticlk 8. 

That the tribute is to be paid at Alwar in half-yearly iostalmeDU of 
Rupees 1,500 duiing the first week of July and first week of January of each 
year. 

Akticli 4. 

That besides the annual tribute Nimrana will pay to Alwar nazarana on 
occasions of successious in the former Chiefship in accordance with the scale 
liiid down in G. O. G. G., No. 578 of the 6th June 1868, which re^lat^ 
the nasarana of feudntorivs of the Imperial Government, i.t., in successions in 
the direct line, that is to say, where the son succeeds bis father, or the grand¬ 
son his grandfutber, nazarana shall be levied to an amount equivalent to one- 
half ot the yearns revenue of the Chiefship, 

In Buccesaions by collaterals, that is to say, by brothers, cousins, nephews, 
and the like, nazarana shall be levied to an amount equivalent to one year’s 
rental of the Chiefship. 

When a succession shall have followed within one year the last preceding 
succession no nazarana shall be levied, and when within two yeaia one-half 
of the usual nazarana alone shall be levied. 

Nazarana shall be Calculated on the revenue of the Chiefship, deducting 
only the tribute payable for the year of succession.

On sncodstioD in the Alwar State Nimrana ahull pity a nazarana of 
Bnpeea 61)0. 

Aktiolb 6. 

The Nimrana Chief ahal) maintain a Vakil nt Alwar, whoae expenses, 
isclnding his estabiii^hment, shall not fall short of Bupees 600 per annum. 


Abtiolb 7. 

A Vakil from Nimrana must be maiutmoed with the Govemor-GeneraPs 
Agent, or such other odicer as be may nominate. 


Articlb 8. 

No cnatoms or transit duty to he collected in the Nimrana estate either 
by the Nimrana Chief or by Aiwar. Trade is to be entirely free. 

The Aiwar customs duty on goods passing to and from Nimrana shall be 
collected at tlie same rate as in tbe tariff of the rest ol the State. 


AKTIOI.B 9. 

The Nimrana Chief will exercise civil and criminal juri*dii*tion within Ins 
estate, subjeet only to suclt oonditions as the British Govemmunl be phrased to 
lay down from time to time for the guidance of Chiefs of a like position and 
status. 

Article 10. 

He will not be requirf-d to visit Aiwar against his wish. 
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VII.—BIKANIE AGENCY. 

BtKANIR. 

Bikanir was originally inhabited by various sinall tribes ol Jats and 
others, the quarrels among which led to the conquest of the country by Bika 
Singh, a son of Raja Jodb Singh of Jodhpur. After coneolidatmg hit power 
he conquered Bagor from the Bfaattis of Jaisalmir and founded the city of 
Bikanir; bediedinAD. 1505. Rai Singh, the fourth in descent from Bika 
Singh, succeeded to power in 1573, and in his time began the counection of 
Bikanir with the Delhi Emperors. Rai Singh became a leader of horse in 
Akbar's service, and received a grant of fifty-two parganas including Hansi 
and Hissar. 

The first Treaty (No. CXXIV} of the British Government with Bikanir 
was concluded in 1813 with Surat Singh who bad succeeded to power in 1801. 
This Chief bad applied for the protection of the British Government in 1808 
when his territories were invaded by a force from Jodhpur and other States, 
but interference on the part of the British Government was contrary to tbs 
policy which then prevailed of withdrawing from all connection with the 
Chiefs to the west of the Jumna. Bikanir, however, was embraced in the 
general scheme of alliances formed at the beginuing of the* Pindari war. 
The Maharaja was bound by the Treaty of 1818 to subordinate co-operation, 
and the British Government engaged to protect his territories and to reduce 
his rebellious subjects to obedience. No tribute was exacted; the Bikanir 
State had paid none to the Mahrattas. 

Surat Singh died in 1828 and was succeeded by his son Ratan Singh. 
The chief discussions with Bikanir had been regaining disputed boundaries, 
but in 1829 the Maharaja, in violation of his treaty engagements, invaded 
Jaisalmir to revenge some injuries committed by subjects of the latter. Jaisal- 
uiir prepared an aimy to repel the invasion, and both parties had applied to 
neighbouring States for assistance when the British Government interfered, 
aod through the arbitration of the Mabaraua of Udaipur the dispute was 
settled, both parties making reparation for the injuries done. In 1880 also 
preparations were made by the Resident at Delhi to send a force to Bikanir 
to assist the Chief in reducing some rebellious nobles* The Resident acted 
under a misapprehension of the tenor of the 6th and 7th Articles of the Treats 
of 1818 reganliog llie cluims of the SUte upon the British Governmeut lor 
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ftseistaoce. These Article* referred to temporary circametances and effect was 
to tlieir provisions at the time. They gave the Chief of Bikimir no right 
to call on the British Governmeut for military aid against his disaffected subject* 
at any future period. Government was of opinion that the case was not oue in 
which they were called on to interfere, and reminded the Resident that 
military aid should never be given to Native States for the suppression of 
internal disturbances except under the speciRo authority of Government. 

In 1844 the Bikanir State agreed to a scale of duties on goods passing 
by the route of Sirsa and Babawalpnr through Bikanir. The transit trade of 
Bikanir was at one time considerable. The principal rente from Kabul to 
India lay through Bikanir, and one of the chief advantages secured by the 
Treaty of 1818 was the protection cf trade on that route. 

Maharaja Uatnn Singh was succeeded in 1852 by his son Sardar Siugb. 
He did good service daring the mutinies of 1867, both by sheltering £aro> 
pean fugitives and by co-operating against the rebels in the districts of 
Ilansi and Hissar. As a reward for these services he received in 1861 
a grant (No. CXXV) of forty-one villages, which some years before liad 
been declared to belong to the Sirsa district and were of the annual value 
of Rupees 14,281. In consequence of complaints by the inhabitants of 
the transferred villages the Maharaja was required in 1868 to abstain 
from interference with the rights securad to them under a twenty yeara' 
settlement which had been made with the British Government in 1856. 
In the following year (1869) the Maharaja signified his intention to exempt 
these villages from all but the usual customs doties, to uphold the Government 
settlement, and, in compensatiou fovtbe losses sustuined by the villagers during 
the seven years which had elapsed since the transfer of the lands to his State, 
to oontiiine the settlement for seven years beyond i be date of its expiry. Sagads 
were accordingly issued by the Maharaja to the villagers and corresponding 
agreements were taken from them. An example of each of these will be found 
on pages 316-S16. 

^ - In consequence of outrages committed from Bikanir on subjects of Jodh- 

. pnr Chief of Bikauir was in 1861 reminded of his treaty obligations. 
During the first years of Maharaja Sai'dar Singh's rule the State had been 
administered with integrity and ability by the Minister Rnm Lai. On his 
remOTid fiotn ofioe the affairs of the State fell into confusion, a large amount 
of debt was iacarred, and the exactions of the Maharaja in his anxiety to 
rerenue gave rise to much discontent. This rose to such a pitch 
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that in 1871 some of the Tfaaknra left Bikanir and took refuge at Sirsa in 
British territory. A British officer was deputed to Bikaoir to enqnire into 
the state of affairs, adjust the differences between the Malfaraja and bia 
nobles, and endeavour to introduce some reforms which the exertions of the 
Minister Pandit Manpbul, C.S.I., were powerless to effect. The Maharaja 
promised to rednce bis expenses, laid down a scale for regulating the State 
expenditure and appointed a Council to assist Pandit Manphol in the manage¬ 
ment of affairs. These promises were not fulfilled and the misgovernment of 
the State continued. 

Maharaja Sardar Singh died in May 1872 without issue. He fa.'id re* 
ceived a Sanad of Adoption in 1862 {Addendum to No. V). His widow 
aud the principal persons of the State selected as his successor Dungar Singh, 
a descendant of Chhatar Singh, brother of Maharaja Surat Singh, and then 
about eighteen years of age. The choice was allowed aud confirmed by the 
British Government, and Dungar Singh was installed as ruler of Bikanir. 
He was entrusted with the management of his State, which had been tem¬ 
porarily administered by a British officer sssisted by the Council, ia January 
1873. Maladministration and the discontent of the Thaknvs did not, however, 
cease with the accession to power of Maharaja Dungar Singh, and it became 
necessary to impress upon him the necessity of carrying out the reforms pro¬ 
mised by his predecessor. 

This aud other repeated warnings had a salutary effect for a time only. 
Gradually the affairs of the State relapsed into confusion until in 1888 an 
attempt to raise the ** rekh," or money psyment taken from the Thakurs in 
commutation of service, brought matters to a crisis. Most of the nobles rose 
in open reheilion against their Chief, and though a British officer was deputed 
to enquire into and effect a settlement of their differences the Thakurs refused 
to come to any amicable agreement. It became necessury at length to sup* 
port the authority of the Chief by mai-ching a small British force into the 
country, when the Thakurs quietly submitted. A resident Political Agent 
was appointed to Bikanir, and the Maharaja was required to conform to certain 
conditions so as to ensure to the Polltioal Officer tlie power of removing abuses 
and of controlling the administration. 

An extradition Treaty (No, CXXVI) was concluded with Bikanir in 
1869. But this tras modified in 1887 by an Agreement (No. CXXVII} provid¬ 
ing that in the extradition of offenders from British India to Bikanir the 
procedure for the time being iu force in British India should be followed. 










In 1888 the Darbar consenled, with the approval of the GovernmeDt of 
India, to the exteosioo of the extraditioo rules of 1873 in foroe between the 
States of Patiala and Jaipur to Bikauir in its relations with the States of 
Patiala, Jind, and Loharu. Rules regulating the pursuit of offenders bad been 
framed for Bikauir and other Rajput States in 1874. In 1891 rules for faoi* 
litatiog the extradition of criminals between the States of Bikanir and JaisaU 
mir were introduced with the sanction of Government. 

In 1879 an Agreement (No. CXXVIll) was concluded with the Darbar for 
the abolition of all duties on British salt. The Darbar is allowed to mauu’ 
factiire everj year 30,000 maundsof salt locally for local consumption, and to 
supplement this amonnt by purchasing SO,000 maunds a year from Government 
at half-duty rates. Export from Bikanir of locally manufactured or balfniuty 
salt is prohibited. 

In 1889 au Agreement (No. CXXIX) was concluded with the Darbar 
for the construction of a railway between Jodhpur and Bikanir at the joint 
expense of the two States. The entire line was opened to public traffic on 
the 9th December 1801. 

Maharaja Dungar Singh died without issue in August 1687, having pre¬ 
viously adopted bis only brother Gangs Singh, who was bom in 1880. Tbs 
adoption was confirmed by tbs British Government, and the State is admin¬ 
istered daring the minority by a Council of Regency of which the Political 
Agent is President. The young Maharaja is being educated at the Mayo 
C<^Iege, Ajmir. 

The area of Bikanir is 2£,S40 square miles ; and the population as ascer¬ 
tained by the census of 1891 is 831,943. The revenue is Rupees 17,00,000. 
Bikauir contribates to no local corps or contingents; it maintains (1K90) a 
force of 400 cavalry, 113 artillerymen, 564 infautry (including 74 irregular 
tioops), and 91 guns of which 58 are cls^ed as serviceable. There are also 

men in the camel corps. The Darbar has offered to raise a camel corps 
500 strong and place it at the disposal of the Qovemment of India for Im- 
pujid service.

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No. CXXIV.

Auttclb 1. 

There shall be perpHii&l friendship, alliance, and unity of interests be¬ 
tween the Honourable Company and Maharajah Soorut Sini^ and bis heirs and 
aaoceaiort, and the friends and enemies of one party shall be the frienda and 
enemies of both parties. 

Aancia 2. 

Tlie British Government engages to protect the principality and territory 
of Bikaneer. 

Aeticlb 3. 

Maharajah Soorut Sing and his heirs and successors will aot in snbor* 
dinate co-operntion with the British Government and acknowledge its supre¬ 
macy, and will not have any conuection with any other Chiefs or States. 

Articlb 4. 

The Maharajah and his heirs and successors will not enter into negocia- 
tion with any Chief or State without the knowledge and sanction of the 
British Government; but the usual amicable correspondence with friends aud 
relations shall continue. 

Abtioli 5. 

The Maharajah and bis heirs and sncoessors will not commit aggressions 
on any one ; if by accident any dispute arise with any one the eettlement of 
it shall be sabmitt^ to the arbitration and award of the British Government. 

Abticli 6. 

'Whereas certain persons of the principality of Bikaneer have adopted the 
evil oourses of highway robbers and banditti, and have plundered the property

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of mtiij, to tbe g^reat molestation of the peaceable enbjecte of both of the 
contracting parl>es> the Maharajah eog’a^B to cause to be reetoi*ed the pro* 
pertj plundered from iohahitante of the British territories up to this time, and 
for the future entirely to suppress the robbers and plunderers in bis principa¬ 
lity. If the Maharajah be not able to effect their suppression assistance shall 
be a£orded on bis application by the British Goverument, in which case the 
Maharajah will pay all the expenses of force employed j or, in tl)e event of his 
not finding means to pay those expenses, he will in lieu cede parte of bis terri* 
tory to the British Government, wliioh, after the payment of those expenses, 
shall be restored. 


Article 7. 

The British Government, on the application of the Maharajah, will 
redace to subjection the taukoors and other inhabitants of bis principality who 
have revolted and thrown off bis authority. In this case the Maharajah will 
pay all the expenses of the force employed; or, in the event of not having the 
means, will, instead, code parts of his territory to the British Goverumeut, 
which shall be restored after the payment of those expenses. 


A&tiolb 8. 

The Maharajah of Bikaneer will furnish troops at the requisition of the 
British Government, according to bis means. 


Articlb 9. 

The Maharajah and his heirs and successors shall be absolnte rulers of 
their country, and the British jurisdiction shall not be introduced into that 
principality. 


Article 10. 

As it is the wish and intention of the British Government that the roads 
of Bikaneer and Bhutueer be rendered passable and safe for the transit of 
trade to and from the countries of Cabul and Kborasaun, &c., the Maharajah 
engages effectually to accomplish that object within his own dominions, so as 
that merchants ehdl pass with protection and safety and meet with no impe¬ 
diment; and with respect to custom duties the established, rates shall not be 
exceeded.

Whereas it appears from a report of the Governor-OeneraBs Ageot in 
Rajpootaoa that during the rebellion Maharajah Sirdar Sing Bahadoor of 
Bikaneer, with a feeling of loyalty and devotion to the British Government, 
came ontin person, spent money, protected lives of certain Europeans, and 
rendered other good services to government; and whereas, these circumstances 
being highly satisfactory to government, the said Maharajah obtained thanks 
and a khillut of distinction; the government is now pleased to confer on him 
in perpetuity the villages specified in a separate schedule, situated in the dis¬ 
trict of Sirsa, jrielding an animal revenue of fourteen thousand two hundred 
and ninety-one Rupees, and which are hereby incorporated with his former 
territory, subject to the same conditions as are observed with reapect to the 
latter: the grant will take effect from 1st May 1661.

Extradition Treaty between the British Government and 
His Highness Sirdar Sing, Maharaja of Bikanexr, hia 
heirs and successors, executed on the one part by Xietite- 
NANT^CoLONBL Richard Kartb Kbatinge, c.s.i. and T.C., 
Governor-General's Agent for the States of Rajpootana, 
in virtue of the full powers vested in him by His Excel¬ 
lency the Right Hon’blb Sir John Laird Mair Law¬ 
rence, Baronet, g.o.b. and g.c.s.i.. Viceroy and Gover¬ 
nor-General of India, and on his own part by Maharaja 
Sirdar Sing aforesaid—1669, 

Articlb 1. 

That any peraon, whether a British or Foreira subject, committing a 
heinoQB offence tn British Territory, and seeking sh^ber within the limits of 
the Bikaneer State, shall be apprehended and delivered tip by the latter 
Government to the former on requisition in the usual manner. 

Article 2. 

That any person, being a subject of Bikaneer, committing a heinous 
offence within the limits of the Bikaneer State, and seeking asylum in British 
territory, wiH be apprehended and delivered up by the Latter Government to 
the former on requisitiou in the usual manner. 

Article 8. 

That any person, other than a Bikaneer subject, committing a heinous 
offence within the limits of the Bikaneer State, and seeking asylum in British 
territory, will be apprehended, and the case investigated by such Court aa the 
British Government may direct. As a general rule such cases will be 
tried by the Court of the Political Officer in whom the political supervision of 
the Bikaneer State may at the time be vested. 

Arttolb 4. 

That in no case shall either Government be bound to surrender any per¬ 
son accused of a heinous offence, except on requisition duly made by, or by the 
authority of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall he 
charged to have been committed ; and also upon such evidence of criminality aa, 
according to the laws of fclie country in which the person accused shall be found, 
would justify his apprehension and sustain the charge if theoffeoce bad been 
there committed.

ernment at encb eqnitable valuation as may be fixed by Hie Highness the Ma* 
haraja in concairence with the Political Agent, or of paying the said Agent 
such duty not exceeding two rupees eight annas per mannd on such salt as tbe 
Governor-General in Council may fix.

failure, the estimated quantity of salt required for the consumption of the 
people of Bickaneer has materially increased subsequent to tbe making of this 
Agreement, this Agreement will be open to revision.

Memoeandum of an Agbement entered into between the Bri¬ 
tish Governuknt and the Bikanir Darbar for the CoN- 
STHHCTION of a RAILWAY from JODHPUR tO BlKANIR.— 
1889. 

1. 'Ihe Bikanir Darbar agrees to construct in ccojunction with tbe 
Jodhpur Darbar a line of railway to oonneot Jodhpur with Bikanir. 
The ^ilway will be called the Jodhpur-Bikanir Bailway. It will be tbe 
exclusive property of tbe two States, each of which will receive all the profits 
derived from the working of the portion of the line running through its terri¬ 
tory. 

2. The Bikanir Darbar will provide all the capital required for the eon- 
structiou, maintenance and working of the Bikanir Section, tlie Jodbp< r 
Darbar providing the same for its portion. The line will be on the metre 
gauge and will he constructed in accordance with the standard dimensions 
prescribed by the Government of India. 

3. The Bikanir Darbar agrees to advance to the Jodhpur Darbar on 
behalf of the project twenty lakhs of ru|)ee8 at four per cent. inUrest. This

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Bum will be repaid by the Jodhpur Darbar by aDuoal instalments of tliree 
Itikhs, to be disbursed from tbe Salt Treaty payment received by the Jodhpur 
Darbar. 

Tbe Jodhpur Darbar will be at liberty to apply more than three lakhs 
'annually towards repayment of tbe debt, but it is to be understood that from 
the instelmeni ao paid tbe Bibauir Darbar will first deduct the amount due 
on account of iuterestj and will credit the balance towards the liquidation of 
Its loan. 

4. The preparation of separate estimates for each State's portion of the 
line shall be completed as soon as possible, aud tbe same shall be submitted 
for the inspection of the Government of India. 

5. The construction and management of tbe proposed line shall be 
entrusted to tbe Manager for tbe time being of tbe Jodhpur Railway, who 
sbnll also be tbe Manager of the Jodhpur-fiikauir Railway. The work 
shall commence from the Jodhpur side. 

6. Tbe station staff and the police required shall be appointed by, and be 
under the general control and direction of, the Manager for tbe time being 
of the Jodbpor>Bikanir Railway, subject to the approval of the Bikanii* 
Darbar for the portion of the line within its territory. 

7. The Bikanir Darbar shall exercise complete anthority over tbe portion 
of the line within Bikanir limits, subject to the condition that the Darbnr 
abidl cede full criminal and civil jurisdiction over the land occupied by thu 
liailway whenever tbe Government of India consider it desirable. 

8- The line shall not he opened until it has been inspected and passed as 
safe by an officer duly empowered in that behalf by the Government of India. 
Further, tbe Government of India shall be at liberty to depute a competent 
officer to inspect sll the works of tbe Railway at all times, and all reasonable 
facilities shall be given to him in such inspections For ascertaining how the 
works are being constructed and the Railway worked. 

9. Such returns and information as are supfdied in the case of the Jodh” 
pnr Railway shall he furnished for the Jodhpur«Bikanir liue. 

The line shall he worked in accordance with the general rules and regula¬ 
tions in force on Indian State Railways. 

10. The British Government has consented to the construction by the Tele¬ 
graph Department of a line of telegraph for the joint use of the Telegraph 
Department and of the Jodhpur-Uikanir Railway on tlie same terms as are 
applicable to State Railway Telegraphs in British India subject to the excep. 
tion that the Jedbpor and Bikanir States will bear tbe first cost fortbe por¬ 
tions of the line within their territories, in proportion to the number of wires 
used respectively by the Telegraph Department and the Jodhpur-Hikanir 
Railway, and be relieved of any charge for iuturest therefor, and on the under¬ 
standing that tbs Licensed IVlegrapb Rules in force in British India are ob¬ 
served on the said Railway. Under this nrrangemeut each State will retain 
the collections made at the offices within its territory, and be liable for the 
whole cost of working aud D)aintaiQiDg its portion of the telegraph line. 
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n. This Agreement may be modified at any time by mutual eouaent.

4tA Condition .—We have given this agreement of onr own free will in 
the presence of tbe Assistant Agent to the Governor'Gkneral. Provided that 
tbe Darbar holda to the condition specified and we wrongfully complain we 
shall submit to 6ne. 
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VIII.-K0TA AGENCY. 

KOTA. 

The principalUj of Kota was formed about tnro centuries and a half ago 
by the Chief of Bundi, who woe forced by the Maharans of Udaipur to cede 
half hie territory to bis yoanger brother, in whose family it oontinned till the 
time of Umed Singh, when the British Oovemment formed their first conneC' 
tion with Kota. Like all the other Rajput States Kota had been de¬ 
spoiled by the Mahrattas, and was under obligations, which it was too poor to 
fulfil, to pay tribute to each of the three great Mahratta families of Malwa, 
the Puars, Sindkia, and Holkar, as well as to the Peahwa. 

Kota was saved from absolute ruin by the talents of the Minister Raj 
Rana Zalim Singh, into whose bands Maharao Umed Singh surrendered all 
power. In the coarse of forty-five years he raised Kota to the position of one of 
the most powerful and fiouriehing States in Rajputana. He was one of the 6rst of 
the Hajput Chiefs to co-operate with the British Government for the soppres- 
sion of the Fiudaris in 1817. Through Zalim Singh a Treaty (No. CXXX) 
was concluded with the Kota Chief in December 1817, by which Kota was 
taken under the protection of the British Government; the tribute formerly 
paid to the Mahrattas was made payable to the British Government, who 
accounted to Sindhia for his share; and the Maharao was to famish troops 
according to his means when requited. A supplementary Article was added to 
the Treaty, vesting the administration in Zalim Singh and his descendants, tbe 
Chiefship being continued to the descendants of Maharao Umed Singh. The 
tributary claims on Shahabad, tbe personal estate of Zalim Singh, were remitted 
on Kota restoring to Udaipur some lands held from that State as security for 
a bond debt of nine lakhs of rupees. The fidelity and active seal of Zalim 
Singh in the Pindari war were further rewai'ded in 1819 by the permanent 
annexation to the State (No. CXKKI) of four districts ceded by Holkar. It 
was at first intended to make a separate grant of these districts to tbe Minis¬ 
ter, but he insisted that they should be annexed to the Kota State. 

During the life of Maharao Umed Singh no inoouTenience was felt from 
the arrangements made by tbe Treaty of 1817, by which one person was 
recognised as the titular Chief and another was guaranteed as tbe actual 
ruler; but on his death in 1820 his successor Kishor Singh attempted to 
secure the actual adroinistratiou by force. An aoeommodation was effected after 
tbe defeat of Kisbor Singh by a British force. Kishor Siugh received an 
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allowance of Ropces l,64^000j and on hie part recognised in 1821 the per¬ 
petual succeeaion to the administration of Zalim Singh and his heirs (No. 
CXXXII). 

Zalim Sihgh died in 1824, and his son, Madbo Singh, succeeded him. 
The unfitness of Madbo Singh for office was a matter of notoriety ; but he 
received undisputed charge of the administration nnder the Treaty. In 1828 
Mabarao Kiahor Singh was succeeded by bis nephew Ram Singh. In 1834 
the disputes between Kam Singh and bis Minister Madau Singh, the son 
and eucceesor of Madbo Singh, broke out afresh. There wus danger of a 
popular rising for the expulsion of the Minister; audit was therefore resolved 
with the consent of the Chief of Kota to dismember the State and to create 
the new principality of Jhalawar as a separate provision for the descendants of 
Zalim Singh. Seventeen parganas, yielding a revenue of twelve lakhs of 
rnpees, were made over to Madan Singh; this arrangement formed the basis 
of a new Treaty (No, CXXXIII) concluded with Kota in 1838. The Maba- 
rso’s tribute was reduced by Rupees 80,000, which sum was to he paid by 
Jbalawar, and he agreed to maintain an auxiliary force at a cost of not more 
than three lakhs of rupees. It was with much reluctance that the Mabarao 
agreed to the formation of this force; aud in consequence of bis repeated 
remonstrances the payment for it was reduced to two lakhs in 1844, and it 
was agreed that if this sum should prove insufficient the difference would 
l)e paid from the Kota tribute. At the same time the Chief was warned that 
if he failed to make bis payments punctually a temtorial security would be 
required both for the tribnte and the payments for the auxiliary force. 

The auxiliary force was known as the Kota Contingent: these troops 
znntinied in 1857. The Maharao's troops also mutinied and murdered the Poli¬ 
tical Agent and his two sons at the Kota Residency. The Mabarao made no 
attempt to offer assistance to the Political Agent, and as a mark of the dis¬ 
pleasure of Government his salute was reduced from seventeen to thirteen 
guns. The Kota Contingent is now represented Iiy the Deoli Irregular Force. 

Mabarao Ram Singh, who was guaranteed the right of adoption in 1862 
(see Addendum to No. V), died in April 1866, and was succeeded by bis only 
son Bbim Singh, who took the family name of Shatru Sal. In recognising 
the succession of Mah&rao Shatru Sal Government restored to him the full 
salute of seventeen guns. 

In 1869 an extradition Treaty (No. CXXXIV) was concluded with 
Kota providing for the mutual surrender of oriminals. This was modified in 
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1887 by an Agreement (No. CXXXV) which provided that in the extradition 
of oCenders from British India to Rota, the procedoi^ for the time being in 
force in British India should be followed. 

In 1881 the Darbar abolished all transit duties thronghont the State, 
except duties on opium and intoxicating drugs. 

In 1882 an Agreement (No. CXXXVl) was concluded with the Darbar 
for the SQpprassion of the manufacture of edible salt within the State, the 
prevention of the export and import of any but British duty>paid salt, and for 
the abolition of all taxes thereon. 

For some years before the death of Maharao Ram Singh in 1866 the 
affairs of Kota had been in an unsatisfactory condition. The administration was 
conducted by irrespoDsibie and unprincipled ministers, and tbe debts of the 
State at his death amounted to 27 lakhs of rupees. Some slight improvement 
took place on Maharao Shatru Sal’s snccession to tbe gadi, but it was not of long 
duration. The tribute and military contribution due to tbe British Govern* 
ment fell repeatedly into arrears, and the debts of the State increased to eighty 
lakhs of mpees. The intemperate habits of the Maharao unfitted him for the 
administration of the country, which was entrusted to unworthy favourites 
who committed gross acts of cruelty and oppression and embezzled the revenues 
of'the State. While earnestly advising the Maharao to adopt reforms tbe 
British Government was nowilling to interpose its direct action so long as 
there was a hope of effecting the necessary improvements through the Maharao. 
At last the Maharao himself, despairing of being able to effect a reform, volun¬ 
tarily requested the interference of the British Government, and intimated his 
willingness to receive a Native Minister nominated by them, and to adopt any 
administrative measures that might be considered necessary. Accordingly in 
1874 Nawab Faiz Ali Khan Bahadur, C.S.I., formerly Minister of Jaipur, 
was appointed to administer the Kota State subject to the general advice 
and control of tbe Agent to the Governor-General. Tbe Chief was prohilnted 
from all interference in the affairs of the State, and a suitable allowance was 
assigned for hie support. 

On the retirement of Nawab Sir Faiz Ali Khan Bahadur, K.C.S.I., in 
1876 the administration of tbe State was placed in the bands of a British 
Political Agent assisted by a Couttcil, and this arrangement still continues; but 
after tbe Maharao bad to some u 'tent reformed it was decided that he shonld 
be oonsnlted on matters of importance, and certain departments were placed 
under his special directions. The State debts were steadily paid off by in. 
stahnents, and were some time ago completely liqiri«lated. 
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Maharao Sbatni Sal died on the 11th Jane 18S9 and was encceeded hj 
hifi adopted soDj Udai Siugh, who took the family name of Urned Singh. He 
was born on 6th September 1873, and since the death of Shatru Sal he 
has been reoeirkighie edacation at the Mayo College, Ajroir. The Majis and 
•ome intereeted adherents were opposed to his leaving Kota for this purpose 
and considerable pressure was needed to overcome their ohjectiona. 

The troops which the Maharao is allowed to entertain are limited to 
16 ,Odd men of all deeoriptions.* There are (1890) two field gone and in the 
forts about 93 other serviceable guns. The military force maintained ia abont 
7,000 men of all arms inclading irregulars. The Darbar has made a general 
offer to place its forces at the disposal of the Oovernment of India for Imperial 
service. The State revenue from all sources is about Rupees 34,50,000 )n* 
eiudiug jagirs and other grants; the area of Kota is 8,707 square miles; 
and the population, according to the oeusus of 1891, is 526,263. The tribute 
payable to the British Government is Rupees 1,84,720 in addition to the two 
lakhs of rnpees for the DeoU Irregular Force.

Koh Kofri#.—Tbe Kota State pays a tribute of Rupees 14,397-13 to Jaipur 

for certain fiefst or Kotru, These fiefs were 
originally assigned by and subject to Buodi, to 
which State also belonged the adjacent for* 
tress of Rautbambhor. When Bantbamblior 
was made over to the Emperor of Delhi 
annual payments were exacted from the hold¬ 
ers of the fiefs in return for ibe protection 
afforded them by the fort. About the year 1760 tbe Governor of Hantham- 
bhor, rather than let it fall into the bauds of the Mabrattas, made it over as a 
trust to Jaipur, and that State claimed a continuance of the payments. The 
visits of the Jaipur troops for the purpose of collecting the dues from the fiefs 
proving a source of annoyance to Bundi Zalim Singh, Regent of KoU, with 
the concurrence of the British Government, undertook in 1823 the regula^ 
payment of the tribute j the allegiauce of the fiefs was thus transferred fn m 
Bundi to Kota. In 1862 it was decided that Jaipur was entitled to interest 
for arrears of tbe tribute, aud as the paymeuts became more and more irr^ular 
owing to the disorganisation of the Kota State the Darbar was required in 


•Ltiwr Na V}6, tbe Stb t'ebrusr) 1861, to kbe Ag«nt to tbs Oorernoi^Ueiiora] in Uajpotous. 
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1871 to satisfy the demands of Jaipur without further delay. The 1st 
November was fixed upon as the date ia each year on which the payment 
should be made, and it was decided that interest at the rate of 6 per cent, 
per annum should be charged on all payments not made within one month of 
that date. 

In 1817 Bawat Durjan Singh was guaranteed in the possession of 
the village of Sidra which had been held by his family in jagii from time im« 
memorial; and in place of a horse which the Kawat was required anouidly 
to present to the Maharao it was stipulated that he should pay a yearly tribute 
of Bupees 100.

The Maha Rao and his heirs and sncoessors will always act in subordinate 
co-operation with the British Government and acknowledge its supremacy, and 
vril) not henceforth have any oonnection with the Chiefs and States with which 
the State of Kotah has been heretofore connected.

The Maha Rao and his heirs and saccessors will not enter into negotiations 
with aoy Chief or State withoat the sanction of the British Government; 
hut bis costomary amicable oorrespoudeuce with friends aad relations shall 
ooDtinue. 

Artjclb 6. 

The Maha Bao and his heirs and successors will not commit aggressions 
on any one; and if any dispute accidentally arise with any one, proceeding 
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eitlier from acts of the Maba- Rao, or acts of the other party, the adjustment 
of such disputes shall be submitted to the arbitration of the British Qoreru- 
meut. 

A&ticls 7. 

The tribute heretofore paid by the priocipality of Kotah to the Maliratta 
Chiefs, for iustaacc, the Peishnra, Sindia, Holkar, and Pnar, shall be paid at 
Delhi to the British Coverumeiit for ever, aeoordio^ to the separate Schedule 
annexed. 

AaTiCT.2 8. 

No other power shall bare any claim to tribute from the principality of 
Kotah f and if any one advance sneh a claim the British Oovemment engages 
to reply to it. 

Abteclb 9. 

The troops of the principality of Kotah, according to its means, shall be 
furzushed .at the requisition of the British Government. 

Aaticlb }0. 

The Maha Rao and bis heirs and successors shall remain absolute rulers 
of tbeir country, and the civil and criminal jurisdiction cf the British Govern- 
meni shall not be introduced into that priudpality.

This Treaty of eleven Articles having been concluded at Delhi and 
signed and sealed by Mr. Charles Theophilus Metcalfe on the one part, and 
Maharajah Sheodaun Sing, Sah Jeewun Bam, and Lala Hool Cbund on the 
other, the ratidcations of the same hy His Excellency the Most Noble the 
Governor-Oeneral and Maha Kao Omeid Sing and his Administrator, Raj 
Rana Zalim Sing, shall be exchanged within a month from this date.

my own happiness, have this day set my seal .ind signature to the Articles 
underneath, according to which I aboil in future abide. To my intention 
Sree Nathjee is witness, and should I deviate therefrom 1 forfeit all future 
consideration of the British GoverDment~« 

Ist .—To all that the British Oovemznent may command I shall cheer¬ 
fully submit, and whatever through you (Captain Tod) may be determined as 
regards my future comforts and establishments 1 shall offer no objections. 

'According to the Treaty of Delhi in my name and behalf and that 
of my successors Nanahjee Zalira Sing and successors sludl possess and 
conduct the entire administration of albtis as during the lifetime of my 
father Rajah Omeid Sing. ‘Whether as regards the country, its revenue, the 
army, forts, appointment and dismissal of Officers; in all he shall be supreme. 
1 shall not interfere therein. 

Srd. —Punishment has overtaken the originators of this disturbance. All 
my evil-advisers are gone, or dismissed by me at your command, as Oordhun 
Drss, Syf Alee, Mahaiajah Bulwunt Sing, the Kaai Miraa Mohamed Alee, 
Sheikh Hubeeb, &c. Of those named or others instrumental in misleading 
me never shall 1 again have any sort of iuteruourse with them. 

4lk .—I shall never attempt to entertain any troops beyond the namber 
and description of personal guards which may be admitted me. At my 
Durbar 1 shall not admit those who are offensive to the Administrator of 
affairs, or hold any communication with such.

1. The palace, places of recreation, and gardens in and about Kotah, as 
the mabl in the city, those of Omed Ounge, Rungbarree, Jugpcorah, Ma- 
knndarn, the gardens called Bi'ij Rajjee, the Copal Nemis, aod Brij Belas, 
shall be in possession of the Maha Kao, whose power in the regulation of them 
shall be liable to no control on the part of the administration of affairs. 

Within the walls of the space appropriated to the palaoe in the city, on 
severnl buildings in which reside families and domestics of the Raj Rana's 
family, the lane leading from the bastion called the Noa Boorj to the Khetree 
Darwaza, or Water gate, forms a complete separation. Neither party shall 
intrude beyond its limits, though the Water gate is common to both excepting 
armed men for obtaining water; nor slmll the Administrator introduce more 
than fifty ohowkejdars as watehmen for the protection of these dwellings 
and outlets. 

%. Provision for the maintenance of the Maha Kao and his hoosehold 
shall be famished according to the Schedule No. 1, amountiDg annually to 
Kotah Halee Rupees one lakh sixty^four thousand eight hundred and seventy* 
seven, ten annas and three pie, or monthly thirteen thousand, seven hundred 
and thirty-nine, twelve annas and nine pie (18,739-I£-9). This sum shall 
be disbursed on the middle or amanut of each mouth, becoming due by a 
banker ficed by the Baj Rana; tlie Maha Bao granting his receipt aod a 
copy thereof to the Agent of the British Government as a voucher of the 
disbursement. 

The specific objects of the application of this eapepditvire contained in 
the said Schedule No. 1 are solely and entirely under the Maha Bao as the 
interior of bis immediate household, his domestic establishment, and the 
guards of his palace as hereafter described. 

S. On occasions of marriages, births, &c., in the Maba Rao's family, 
such shall be provided for and conducted with becoming splendor by the 
Administrator and according to past and old custom. If heirs are borne to 
the Maha Rao an adequate addition will be made for their support according 
to oircumstances and past usage. 

4. The Maha Rao and his family shall receive always the same forms 
of respect and preside on all occasions of public ceremonials and festivals as 
heretofore, such as the Dusserab, Juunum (Jshtumee, &c. Such gifts, charities, 
benefactions, or establishment as form part of the State expenditure as Dan 
Poon, Boorsee, the Band and Insignia, &c., heretofore distributed and kept up, 
shall remain as in the past. 

5. When the Maha Rao goes out for air, exercise, or hunting, he shall 
always be attended by the State Insignia as heretofore, and accompanied by 
a party of the troops of the State. 
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6. One hundred horse and 200 foot as personal guards, and for his 
palace as provided for in Schedule No. 1, are to be under the Maha Kao's sole 
control; none shall interfere therein. Orer these, as well as all his household 
establishments of whatever description, domestics, &o., as specified, paid and 
provided for in that Schedule, he ia sole master. 

7. As provision for Baapoo Lalljee, son of Pirtbi Sin^, bis family and 
dependants of his father, the sum of eighteen thousand Halee Kupees per 
anunm, or monthly fifteen hundred, is made, and shall be paid aud ochnow* 
ledged in the same manner and time as the Maha Kao's. On occasion of hie 
first marriage expenses proper for the ceremony will be furnished by the 
Administrator. 

8. Sepahees or Mootsuddies dismissed by or deserted from the Admin¬ 
istrator of affairs shall not he entertained or harboured by the Maha Raoj nor 
in like manner shall any of his be received by the Administrator. 

9. A person of trust shall remain in attendance with the Maha Rao on 
the part of the Agent of Government and be the medium of common inter¬ 
course. 

10. Whatever debts the Maha Rao may have contracted during these 
distorbanoes, or may hereafter contract, the State shall not be answerable for.

Treaty between the British Government and Maha Rao

Articli I. 

Consequeut upon the relinquishmeut by Kaj Rana Mudun Sing of the 
administration of the affairs of the Kotah principality guaranteed by the sup¬ 
plementary Article of the Treaty of Belhi to Baj Rana 2iaiim Sing, his heirs 
and successors, Maha Rao Ram Sing assents to the repeal of the said Article. 

A&ticle 2. 

With the consent of the British Government the Maha Rao ^rces to 
o^e the peigonnabs specified in the annexed Schedule to Raj Rana Mudnn 
Sing, his heirs and successors. 

Articli 3. 

The Maha Rao, his heirs and successors, will fulfil the pecuniary obliga¬ 
tions arising out of the present arrangements of separation and transfer agree¬ 
ably to the appended Sobedole. 
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Abxiclb 4. 

The Maha Bao agrees for himself, his heirs and successors, to pay the 
tribute as heretofore paid by the Kotah State, with the exceptioD of the sum o£ 
Company's Rupees eighty thousand per annum, whioh the British Oovernment 
have agreed to receive from Raj Raua Mudun Sing, his heirs and successors; 
the first payment to be made by the Raj Ranaat tbe beginning of the Smnbut 
year 1895. The second half*yearly instalment at preseot doe on account of 
tbe Fusul Rubee for Sumbut 1894< will be paid iu foil, eis., Rupees 1,S2,S60> 
by the principality of Kotah. 

A&tiols 5, 

The Maba Bao agrees for himself, his heirs and successors, to maintaia 
an auxiliary force, to be commanded and paid by British O^ers, should the 
British Government decide that the measure is expedient; it being clearly 
understood that the existence of such force shall in no way interfere with the 
Maha Rao, his heirs and successors' exercise of power in tbe internal admiu- 
istratioD of tbe affairs of the Kotah State. 

A&TIOUI fi. 

The expense of such force shall never exceed three lakhs of Rupees per 
annum. 

Abticlx 7. 

If the force shall he raised the fnnds for its maintenance shall be paid to 
the British Government by the administration of the Maha Bao, his heirs and 
successors, in two half-yearly instalments, along with the tribute, and tbe 
period for the first payment will be fixed by the British Government. 

Abticli 8. 

It is to be clearly understood that all the stipulatioos cootained iu the 
Treaty concluded at Delhi between tbe British Goverament aud Maha Rao 
Omeid SiogBahadoor, outhe 26tb of December 1817, which are not affected 
by provisions of the present Treaty, shall remain in full force. 

Article 9. 

The foregoing Articles of Treaty having been concluded between the 
British Government and Maha Rao Ram Sing of Kotah, and signed and 
sealed by Captain John Ludlow, OfSciating Political A^ent, and Lieute* 
nsnt-Colooel Nathaniel Alves, Agent to the Governor Geueral for tbe 
States of Rajpooiana on the one part, aud Maha Rao Ram Sing on the 
other, ratification of tbe same by tbe Right Honourable the Governor* 
General shall be exchanged within two mouths from this date.

That any person, being a subject of Xotab, committing a heinous 
offence within the limits of the Eotah State, and Baking asjrlam in British 
territory, will be apprehended and deliver^ up by the latter Government to 
the former, on requisition in the usual manner. 
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Articlr 8. 

That any persosj other tbao a Kotak fiubjdcticomjnittiuga heinous offence 
within the limits of the Kotah State, aod seeking asylum in British territory, 
will be apprehended and the case investigated by such Coui-t as the British 
Government may direct. As a general rule such cases will be tried by the 
Court of the Political Officer in whom the political supervision of Kotah may 
at the time be invested.

That in no cose shall either Government be bonud to surrender any person 
accused of a heinous offence, except on requisition duly made by, or by 
the authority of, the Government within whose territories the offence shall be 
charged to have been committed, and also upon such evidence of criminality 
as, according to the laws of the country in which the person accused shall be 
found, would justify his apprehension and sustain the charge if the offence 
had been there committed.

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IX.-JHALAWAR AGENCY. 

JHALA'WAR. 

The existence of Jhalawar as a separate State dates only from 18S8j 
whan the Kota principality was dismembered. (See Kota.) On the eatab* 
lishmeut of Raj Rana Madau Sin^h ia Jhalawar a Treaty (No. CXXXVII) 
was concluded on the 8th April 1838, by which be aclcnowled^ British 
supremacy, engaged not to negotiate with any other power without the sanc> 
tion and knowledge of that Oovemment, and agi'eed to supply troops accord* 
ing to his means, and to pay an annual tnbuteof Rupees 80,000. Agreeably 
to tiie 3rd Article of the above Treaty Madun Singh, on assaming charge of 
his new principality, was vested with the title of Mahsraj Rana. It was 
ananged that he should be placed exactly on the same footing as all the 
other rulers in Bnjputana,an(l should receive the right ofadoption if that right 
should be conceded to other mlets; but the succession was to be limited to the 
descendants of Zalim Singh. 

In 1846 Madan Singh died and was succeeded byPirthi Singh. During 
the mutinies of 1857-68 this Chief rendered good service by conveying to 
places of safety several Europeans who had taken refuge in his districts. In 
186£ he was guaranteed the privilege of adoption (Addendum to No. V). 

In 1866 the Mabaroj Rana agreed to make over land free of cost for 
railway purposes, to cede in it full jurisdiction short of sovereign rights, and 
to surrender all transit dnties on goods passing tbrongh his territory. 

In 1868 an extradition Treaty (No. CXXXV HI) was concluded with Jha- 
Iftwnr. But this Treaty was modified in 1887 by an Agreement (No. 
CXXXIX) providing that in the cxti-odition of offenders from British India 
to Jbalawar the procedure for the time being in force in British India slioald 
be followed. 

lo 1878 the Maharnj Rana solicited permission to adopt an heir to suc¬ 
ceed him in the event of his not having a son. Objections were entertained 
by the Maharao of Kota on the ground that by the Treaty of 1888 Jimlawur 
would revert to Kota in the event of the extinction of Zalim Siogh's line. 
By this Treaty however the severance of Jhalawar and its cession lo Madau 
Singh, his heirs and successors, was unconditional, and aUliough the consent 
of Kota WAS obtained to tlie cession the conditioiu were between the British 
Government and Jbalawar. It was accordingly held that Kuta could have 
no voice in the question of succession, and no ground of objection to the action 
of the British Oovernment in having placed the Mabaraj Kaua of Jhalawar on 
the same footing as the other ruling Chiefs of Rajputana by the grant of the 
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adoption Saoad of ]862. The lequirod permisston was therefore granted, to 
the Mabsraj Bana, and his choice fell upon Bakht Singh of the Barwan 
family in Kathiairar from which the Maharaj Rana was himself descended. 

Maharaj Bana Pirthi Singh died on the 29th August 1875. The ques* 
tion of Bocoession remained for some time undecided owing to the reputed 
pregnancy of bis widow, but as no male child was bom to her by the Ist 
June 1876 the sucoeasion of the late CbiePs adopted son, Bakht Singh, was 
recognised by the British Government. During the minority of the young 
Chief the State was placed under the superintendence of a Britieh officer. 

Bakht Singh was installed as Sdaharaj Rana on the 24th June 1876, 
when in accordance with ^rnily custom he assumed the name of Zalim Singh. 
He attained bis majority in November 188S, and was invested with fall gov¬ 
erning powers on the 2lBt February 1884, subject to the same restrictions that 
were imposed in similar circumstances on Mabarao Raja Mangal Singh of 
Alwar and Maharaj Rana Nibal Singh of Dholpur. These were that he should 
consult the Political Agent in all important matters and be guided by his 
advice; and that the concurrence of the Political Agent should be obtained 
before any important measures effected daring the minority were disturbed, or 
before any changes were made in the existing form of the administration. 
Owing to the Maharaj Rana’s persistent disregard of tlie conditions upon 
which he was entrusted with the government of his State the GiDvemment of 
ludia was compelled, in September 1887, to restore the arrangements which 
were in force during his minority. In November 1892, however, it was 
decided that Maharaj Rana Zalim Singh, who had promised amendment, should 
be restored to power on conditions similar to those which had previously 
been laid down. 

In 1881 an agreement was concluded (No. CXL) with the Jhalawar 
Darbar for the suppreesion of the manufacture of salt within the State, 
the prevention of the import and export of any but British duty-paid salt, 
and the abolition of all duties thereon. 

The srea of Jhalawar is 2,694 square miles; its population according 
to the census of 1891 is 343,310; and its revenue amounts to about Rupees 
15,00,000. It pays Rupees 80,000 a year to the British Ooveiument as 
tribute. No local corps or coutingente are paid from the resources of Jhalawar. 
The military force consists of 84 guns, clashed as serviceable, 259 artillerymen, 
403 cavalry, of whom 268 are regulars, and 3,870 infantry, of whom 1,731 
are regulars. The Chief is entitled to a salute of 15 guns. 
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No. OXXXVIL 

Raj Rana Mudun Sikg having agreed to relinquish the adminis¬ 
tration of the affairs of the Kotah principality guaranteed by 
the Supplementary Article of the Treaty of Delhi to Eaj 
Raka Zalim Sino, his heirs and successors, the present 
Treaty is formed between the British Government and 
Raj Rana Mudun Sins aforesaid.—1838. 

Article 1. 

The Bapplementaiy Article of the Treaty of Delhi, bearing date the 20tli 
of February 1818, between Maba Hao Omeid Sing Bahadoor, the Rajah of 
Kotah, and the British Goveroinent, ia hereby repe^ed. 

Abtiolb 2. 

The British Goremment agree with the consent previously obtained from 
Maha Rao Ram Sing of Kotah to grant to Raj Bans Mudon Siug, his heirs, 
and successors being the descendants of Rsj Rana Zalim Sing, according to 
the cQsiom of succession obtaining in Eajwarro, a separate principality to be 
formed oat of the Kotah State, and consisting of the pergunnahs specified in 
the annexed Schedule. 


AmcLB 8. 

The British Government will confer appropriate titles upon the Raj Rana, 
bis heirs and successors. 


Abticlb 4. 

There shall be perpetnal friendship, alliance, and unity of interests between 
the British Government on the one hand, and Raj Rana Mudun Sing, 
his heirs and successors, on the other. 

Article 5. 

The British Government engages to take Raj Rana Madun Sing's prin¬ 
cipality under its protection. 


Article 6. 

The Raj Rana, hie heirs and successors, will always act in subordinate 
co-operation with the British Government, acknowledging its supretnacr, and 
engaging not to have any connection with the Chiefs of other States, in dis¬ 
putes with which they agree to abide by the decisiou of the British Govern¬ 
ment. 
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Abticlb 7. 

The Baj R»na and hia heirs and successors will not enter into neffooia- 
tions with any Chief or State without the sanction of the British Government 
but their customary amicable correspondence with friends and relatives shall 
be continued. 

Artioib 8. 

The troops of the principality of Raj Rana Mudon Sing, acooidmip to 
its means, will be furnished at the requisition of ihe British Government. 

Abtiols 9. 

The Raj Rana and his heirs and successors shall remain absolute mlers of 
the country, and cinl and criminal jurisdiction of the British Government 
snail not be introduced into the principality. 

Abticli 10. 

*^6 Raj Rana, his heirs and successors, will fulfil the pecuniary obliga¬ 
tions involved in the present arrangements of separation and transfer by 
assignments on land a^eeably to the appended Schedule, and abide by the 
decision of the British Government in all minor points arising out of the said 
separation. ° 

AUTIOtB 11. 

The Raj Rana, his heirs and successors, will pay as tribute to the British 
Government the yearly sum of eighty thousand Company's Rupees, by two 
half-yearly instalmeafta of Rupees 40,000 each, ais., the «Khurecf" on 
Mittee PMsoodee Poomn Mashee, and the «Rubbee" on Mittee Jaet Socdee 
Poorun Mashee, commencing with the Khureef instalment of Sumbut 
189«}. 

Aeticlb 12. 

This Treaty of twelve Articles having been concluded at Kotah and 
signed and by Captom John Ludlow, Officiating Political Agent, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Nathaniel Alves, Agent to the Govcrnor-Oeneral for the 
States, of Baj^otona, on the one part, and Raj Rana Muduu Sing on the 
other, the raUdcation of the same by the Right Honorable the Governor- 
General of India sball be exchanged within two months from this date.

Wbereas a Treaty relating to the extradition of offenders was eonolnded on 
the 28th April 1868 between ^e British Government and the Jhallawar State: 
And whereas the procedure presoribed by the Treaty for the extradition of 
offenders from British India to the Jhallawar State has been found by experience 
to be less simple and effective than the procedure prescribed by the law aa to 
the extradition of offenders in force in British India: It is hereby agreed 
between the British Government and the Jballawar State that the provisions of 
the Treaty prescribing a prooednre for tbe extradition of offenders shall no 
longer apply to cases of ex^dition from British India to the Jhallawar State; 
but that tbe procedure prescribed by tbe law as to the extradition of offenders 
for tbe time being in force in British India shall be followed in every such case.

The losses to the Jagirdars (named in Schedule A) consequent on the abo¬ 
lition of the aforesaid duties having been considered in concert by the British 
Oovernmeut and His Highness the Mahai'aj Rana of Jhallawar the British 
Government agree to pay to His Highness the sum of Re. 2»0 (two hundred 
and fib^y) annually for distribution to the Jagirdars in accordance with Sche- 
dale A. 

Artiolb 6. 

None of the stipulations set forth in this Agreement shall be modified or 
annulled without the previous consent of both the oontractiug parties. 
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Abticlb 7. 

Nothing: herein contained shall be deemed to aifoct any Treaty now exist¬ 
ing betfveen the British Government and the Maharaj Bans of Jhallawar, 
except in so far as its provisions maj be repugnant thereto.

Rajputana—Ajmir* Uerwara. 


X.-AJMIR.MERWAEA.» 

Ajmir-Mertrara is an isolated British district in Rajpatana, consisting of 
two tracts known as Ajmir and Merwara, and entirely sarronnded by Rajput 
States. It is boandedon the North by Kishangarb and Jodhpor, on the West 
by Jodhpur, on the South by Udaipur, and on the East by Kishangarb and 
Jaipur* 

JJmir.^ln 1193, PrithTi Raja, the last of the Chauban dynasty and 
King of Delhi and Ajmir, was defeated and killed by Sbaliab-udnliD, who, 
however, made over the country to a relative of the deceased Raja under an 
engagement for a heavy tribute. The Raja revolted, but Kutb-ad-din again 
annexed Ajmir, after which it remained, with short intervals, under the 
authority of the Kings of Delhi until it fell into the hands of the Chiefs of 
Malwa in 1469. They held it till 1531, when, with the Kingdom of Malwa, 
it was annexed to Guzarat. The Rathors of Udarwar then seized it, but 
Akbar conquered it in 1556, and for 200 years it formed an integral part 
of the Mughal empire. In 1756 the Mahrattas, whose intervention bad 
been invoked by the Rajput governors of Ajmir and the adjacent tracts, 
obtained possession of Ajmir; and from that time until its transfer to British 
rule in 1818 it remained, with an interval of only 3 years, in their hands. 

By the Treaty of the 26th June 1818 (rss Gwalior) Daulat Rao Sindhia, 
after the PJndari war, oeded the disbict of Ajmir, valued in the Treaty 
at Rs. 6,06,484 a yeat, to the British Government; and on the 28th July 
1818 Mr. Wilder, the first British Superintendent of Ajmir, received charge 
of the district from Bapu Sindhia, its last Mahratta Governor. The details 
of the tract as then constituted are contained in the first part of Schedule II 
annexed to the Treaty of 1818. ^ 

Since that time the composition of the district has undergone but little 
change, the only alteration of importance having been the addition of five 
villages by Article 4 of the Treaty of 12th December 186u with Sindhia 
{tee “Bajputana Gazetteer,” Vol. 11, page 89). 

In- 1842 the district of Ajmir was nnited with that of Merwara for 
administrative purposee, as described below. 

dferwoffl.—The history of Merwara before the oocnpation of the adja« 
cent dislriqfc of Ajmir by the British authorities in 1818 is practically a 
* Aoa the ** BAjpulan* Oasetieer " «od oUtac •ooroea. 
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blank. It was inhabited bj an independent and plundering race who were 
protected from molestation bj the difficult nature of the hilly tract they 
occupied. In 1818 Mr. Wilder entered into agreements with Jak and other 
riliagesj which formed the nuoleos of the tract now known as Ajmir>Merwara) 
to abstain from ptander. The engagements were broken, and in March 1810 
Mr. Wilder accompanied a punitive expedition sent from Masirabad to coerce 
the villagers. They were punished and police ontpoats were established, but 
a general outbreak in 1820 made it necessary to subjngate the conntiy 
thoroughly. The Darbsre of Udaipur and Jodhpur (between whom and the 
British Government the tract was held to be divided)*^ promised to co-operate, 
and with their assistance the campaign was ended by January 1821. 

Captain Tod, in the name of the Rana of Udaipur, where he was Agent, 
then undertook the administration of the portion belonging to Mewar, appointed 
a governor, raised a corpp of matcblook men, and commenced to collect 
revenue. 

Of the Marwar villages, some were made over to the Jodhpur Uarbar, 
and placed under the adjoining Thakure, while others were managed by Mr. 
Wilder sks Superintendent of Ajmir. The latter were kept under control, 
but disorder reigned in the others. The divided jurisdiction gave criminals 
an asylum, and it was soon found that the triple government was worse 
than inefiectual. It was accordingly decided that the three portions should 
be brought together under the management of one British Officer, vested 
with full authority in civil and criminal matters, and that a battalion of '8 
companies of 70 men each should he enrolled from among the Mers to 
preserve order. 

The negotiations with Udaipur resulted in an agreement settled in May 
1823, %y which the management of the three Mewar-Merwura (argaaas,

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coDfistiDg of 76 Tillages, was made over to the British QoTernment for a 
period of ten years, the Maharaoa agreeing to pay Re. 15,000 a year towards 
the cost of the local corps. He acqaiesced, however, in the transfer of the ad¬ 
ministration with reiuctaoce. Accordingly no formal engagement appears to 
hare been concladed, and he was not required to contribute anything towards 
the expenses of management beyond the Bs. 15,000 already mentioned. 

The arraug^ent expired in 1838, and as the Maharana had profited 
largely by it he readily agreed to its oontinnancefor a further period of 8 years 
by an agreement ooDcluded at Beawar on the 7th March 1888, the Darbar 
sogf^iog st the same time to pay Es. 6,000 a year to the British Oorern- 
ment towards the cost of the administration, in addition to the Es. 15,000 
already paid for the local corps {tee Udaipur). 

The arrangements with Marwai (Jodhpur) also caused some difficulty, 
as the Darbar was equally relnctant to delegate the management of any part of 
the tract belonging to it. In March, lSi4, however, an Engagement (No* 
LIl) was concluded with the Darbar similar to that of 1828 with Udai* 
pur, by which the State agreed to make over 21 villages to the British Gov. 
ernment for 8 years, and to pay Es. 15,000 per annum towards the coet of the 
Mer Corps to be maintained for preserving order. It was understood that 
each Darbar should receive the revenue from its respective villages after 
dedneting the cost of their management. This arrangement was continued 
by the Agreement of the 28rd October 1885 (No. HII), for a further term 
of nine years, the Marwar Darbar paying Es. 16,000 a year as before, and 
transferring seven more villages to the British Government in addition to 
the 21 villages made over by the engagement of 1824. 

Colonel HaU was placed in charge of the District of Merwara, as thus 
constitated, in 1828, and continued to bold it until 1886, when he was suc¬ 
ceeded by Colonel Dixon. In February 1842 the District of Ajmir also 
was placed in charge of Colonel Dixon, whose successful administration of 
Merwara Lad attracted attention; and he was appointed to be Superintendent 
, of Ajmir in addition to his other duties as Superintendent of Merwara and 
Commandant of the Merwara Battalion (“ Rajpuiana Gazetteer," Vol. 11, page 
100)^. An assistant was assigned to him for the special charge of Merwara. 
From this year, 1842, the two districts of Ajmir and Merwara have formed a 
single charge. 

The Udaipur Agreement of 1838 and the Jodhpur Agreement of 1885 
regarding their respective Merwara villages expired about the same time (184iS), 
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and it became neceesarj to make further arraugeineutB for their contiouanoe. 
The Udaipur Darbar {tee Udaipur) agreed to alloar ita villagea to lemaia 
under British management so long as it might suit tbe convenieuce of the 
British Government. The Jodhpur Darbar eipressed ita readiuesa to do the 
same, and at the same time tbe seven additional villages which it hod trsns* 
ferred to the British Govemoaeiit in 16S5 trere restored to it (see Jodhpur). 
But no deBnite agreements were eteented; and although an efTort was made in 
1847 (see Udaipur) to procure the perpetaal cession of their shares from the 
respective Darbars, it proved unsuccesaful, end on thia unsatisfactory footing 
the British administration of Merwara remained for many years. 

In 1872 and 1874 tbe question, so far as the Udaipur villages were eon* 
cerned, was revived, but it was not finally settled until 1883 when the arrange¬ 
ments described in the Eharitas which form Nos. Ill and IV {tee Udaipur) 
were concluded. These were, briefly, tliat the British Government should 
accept tbe revenues of Mewar-Merwara in fall discharge of tl>e Udaipur State's 
contributions towards tbe cost of tbeadmintetratiooof the tract, the expenses of 
tbe Mewar Bhil Corps and of tbe Merwara Battalion, and that no demand 
should be made upon the Darbar for arrears of pflymeot. The Maharana was 
at tbe same time specifically assured that bis rights of sovereignty over Mewar- 
Merwara would be in no wise prejudiced by this arrangement; and that, should 
tbe yearly receipts for the District at any time exceed Rs. 66,000, which sum 
represents tbe contributions payable by tbe Darbar for the administration of 
Mewar-Merwara and the expenses of the two local corps, the surplus money 
should be paid in full to tbe Darbar to which the Resident at Mewar sliould 
annually intimate, by Kharita, the aggregate revenue received from tbe 
District daring the preceding twelve months (tee Udaipur). Tbe above is tbe 
arrangement which obtains at present (1H92). 

In the case also of Marwar-Merwara which forms the Jodhpur section 
of the District of Merwara, it was many years before a satisfactory solution 
oould be effected. Eventually, in 1885, it was agreed by the British Govern¬ 
ment and the Darbar that Jodhpur should retain its sovereign rights in iU 
Marwar villages and i*eoeive Rs. 8,000 a year from them, and that in the 
event of a profit being derived from them by Government the Darbar should 
receive 40 per cent, of it. On these cooditioDS the Government of India has 
full and permanent administrative ooutrol over the villages—(see Jodhpur). 

For administrative purpoBes the nnited districts of Ajmir-Merwara are 
now placed in charge of a Commissioner who has his head-qoarters at the 
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town of Ajmifj with two AssistaDts, having their head^quartere at Ajmir 
and Beawar respectively. The Agent of the Governor Oeaeral for Eajputana 
is tg-ojieio Chief Comraisaioner of Ajfnir-Merwora, with head-qaartere at 
A.bu, and immediately eabordinate to ^e Foreign Department of the Gov- 
eromeot of India. 


The Merwara Battalion remained loyal during the matiny of 1857, and 
eceived special privileges. In 1870 it was reorganised into a purely military 
orps by Lord Mayo, and its bead-quarteis were transferred from Beawar 
0 Ajmir. 

The area of the Ajmir District is 2,070 square miles, and the popula* 
ion, according to the census of ISPi, is 421,840. The Merwara Dietriot 
las an area of 641 square miles with a population of 120,000. The average 
avenue of the combined district for the five years, from 1885 to 1890,. was 
le. 18,94,000; and the average yearly expenditure for the same period (as 
bowD by the Annual Administration Reports) was Be. 8,48,000.

December 1868 (No. LIX). 

1, Hukmnanta shall be levied on succession in Marwar at the nte of 
three-fourtbs o£ the rtkk .withoat any abatement, suob as chanth, &o., and 
snbject to the exceptions hereinafter named. Jagirat shall be abolished, but 
Hrotra and the usual fees, in the aggregate not exceeding 6 per oent, shall 
conticue to be paid as heretofore in Edition to hukin»ama. 

2. In successions in the direct line, that is to say, tvhen the son sQCceeds 
bis fatlier, or the grandson his grandfather, no rekk sh^l be paid that year, 
nor shall service be performed. 

8. In successions by collaterals, that is to say, by brothers, nephews, 
and the like, and in sucoessions by adopted heirs, rekh shall be levied that year 
but service shall be excnsed. 

Exceptions. 

1. In any cases in which kuitunama, or a portion of is at 

present excused, by Sanad or by long^established custom, it shall still 1^ ex¬ 
cused in like proportion. 

2. If any Tbabur considers the at the above rates too heavy 

he will be at liberty to allow the Raj Zabti to occupy his estate and take the 
gross revenues for one year, during wbi<^ be will not be liable to rekk or 
service. This will prevent the possibility of dispute to which the examination 
of accounts might give rise. 

S. Cases where the snccession shall have followed within one year 
after the last preceding snccession, in which event only one kukmnama shall be 
taken for both lapses, cases where the succession shall have followed with¬ 
in two years of the last preceding succession, when one and a half kukmnama 
calcnlatM at three-fonrtbs of the rekk per year shall be levied only, fiejond 
two years kukmnama shall be paid on each lapse. 


Tbansiatiox of a Kha-rtta. from His Highness the Maha¬ 
raja of Marwar to the address of the Pouticax Agent, 
Jodhpur, dated 14th May 1869. 

Acknowledges receipt of Political Agent’s letter-of 26th April last regard¬ 
ing the settlement of tbe kukntnana, or succession tax, proposed by the Poli¬ 
tical Agent, and confirmed by tbe Oovemor-Oeneral’s Agent, Hajputana, 
which has been thoroughly understood by His Highness. 
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'RfigAxdiT\S! Ja^iraf , althongh the taking otjagirai from the rai^^ata ia an 
old and ancient ciutom, which has deaocnded from geneiationa, and against 
which they have never complained, and hence its abolition is ia every way a 
greiit loss to the Darbar, yet, since this tax was taken from the raiyata only 
1 have determined, for the sake of their welfare and happiness, to abolish it 
Moreover, although all jagirdars are prohibited in the decision from levying 
the same from their raiyats, yet, for greater aecnrity, I write that in case any 
jagirdar should hereafter take jagirat be will be liable to severe panishment. 
It is nlso known to you that the kuimnaiM is leviable from the estates of the 
jagirdars tbemselves, but many jagirdars take the amoQot by compulsion from 
their zilaijats (dependants) and relatives who have to pay their own iHkmnama 
asparately, as they bold their pattas separately from the Darbar). Wherefore 
this piaoiice ought also to be atopp^, and punishment be awarded to those 
who transgress. The Darbar has therefore issued a Proclamation to all the 
jagirdars on this subject, a copy of which accompanies this letter. 

Besides ihxijagirai, which used to be taken with the hukmnama, the Dar* 
bar will levy all other items in excess of the hnkmnaina which have hitherto 
been levied from ancient time. In fine, all the Aidicles written in your deci¬ 
sion with the above emendations are quite acceptable in every way to the Dar¬ 
bar, and from henceforth they will be acted on accordingly. 


Translation of a Proclauation issued by His Hiohnrss 
the Maharaja of Marwar, dated Jodhpur, the 14th May 
1869. 

The rules laid down by the Political Agent, Jodhpur, and confirmed by 
the Agent, Govemor'General, Rajputana, regarding the levying of kMkmttama 
or aucoessioD tax, are accepted by His Highness the Maharaja, and will be 
adopted in future iu Marwar. 

Qba jagirat, which hitherto has been levied from the raiyats, will, in 
merdful cousideiation of them, be excused for the future by His Highness. 
Bat it is ordered that all jagirdars should cease to take this item from their 
raiyats, and should any be found levyiogya^jtfe^, either openly or secretly, on 
any pretence, or be convicted of taking from siAisyit/a or
